Prisons. 

There  are  four  District  Prisons  in  the  City  for  the 
detention  of  persons  charged  with  crime  and  misde- 
meanors. 

The  Second,  Third  and  Fourth  District  Prisons  are 
spacious  'tind  commodious,  but  the  First  District  Prison 
is  in  many  respects  very  defective.  Its  capacity  is  not 
adequate  to  hold  properly  the  large  number  of  prison- 
ers committed;  the  ventilation  is  imperfect,  and  the 
interior  arrangements   of  the   prison   are   such   as   to 
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require  incessant  vigilance  to  prevent  escapes.  But, 
limited  as  is  the  area,  the  Commissioners  to  abate  a 
greater  evil,  have  been  compelled  to  erect  a  building 
in  the  court  yard  for  the  confinement  of  children  ar- 
rested for  vagrancy  and  petty  thefts,  to  separate  them 
from  the  polluting  influences  of  hardened  criminals. 

The  Prison  was  completed  in  1838,  with  provision  for 
the  confinement  of  120  prisoners,  though  the  average 
number  for  that  year  was  about  50.  For  the  year  1866 
the  average  number  was  369,  and  during  the  month  of 
September  435,  or  nearly  four  times  the  number  for 
which  the  prison  was  originally  contemplated. 

In  the  annual  reports  of  1866  and  1867,  the  Commis- 
sioners dwelt  upon  the  limited  and  defective  arrange- 
ments of  the  prison,  and  referred  to  the  serious  moral 
objections  of  confining  persons,  charged  with  various 
degrees  of  crime,  in  the  same  cell,  and  to  the  cruel  in- 
justice of  compelling  those  who  may  be  innocent*  of 
oifensc  to  be  associated  with  flie  most  abandoned  crimi- 
nals. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Common  Council  of 
the  city,  and  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  for  relief,  and 
that  the  evils  complained  of  might  have  a  more  authori- 
tative utterance,  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  county,  at  the 
instance  of  the  Commissioners,  visited  the  Prison  and 
made  a  formal  presentment  of  its  condition  to  the  Court 
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of  General  Sessions,  but  neither  the  application  of  the 
Commissioners  or  the  presentment  of  the  Grand  Juiy 
has  produced  any  effect.  The  time  is  approaching  when 
from  the  increase  of  the  criminal  population  of  the  city 
the  prison  will  be  incapable  of  holding  the  number  of 
prisoners  awaiting  trial.  It  is  respectfully  recommended 
either  that  the  courts  which  now  occupy  a  portion  of  the 
prison  be  removed,  or  the  building  adjacent  to  it,  for- 
merly the  State  Arsenal,  be  converted  into  a  prison,  or 
that  authority  may  be  granted  to  erect  a  new  prison  on 
a  more  eligible  site.

The  prisoners  are  divided  into  three  classes,  according 
to  the  gravity  of  their  crimes,  and  though  subject  to 
the  same  rules  in  respect  to  labor  and  discipline,  they 
work  in  separate  gangs  and  eat  at  separate  tables,  and 
each  prisoner  occupies  a  separate  cell.  Those  who  have 
not  been  guilty  of  felony  are  exempt  from  wearing  the 
distinctive  dress  of  the  Pcnitcntiaiy. 
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The  Commissioners  in  their  last  Annual  Keport  al- 
luded to  the  increase  of  that  portion  of  the  population 
which  fill  our  Eeformatories  and  Prisons,  and  to  the  dis- 
cipline of  those  institutions  so  defective  as  to  render 
them  the  nurseries  of  crime  rather  than  the  means  of 
reformation.  The  sources  and  conditions  of  crime,  and 
the  means  for  its  repression,  have  become  for  this  city 
the  most  serious  of  social  questions,  though  they  have 
as  yet  engaged  the  attention  of  but  a  few  thoughtful 
and  philanthropic  men.  As  stated  in  the  Beport  referred 
to,  there  are  30,000  children  in  this  city  gi'owing  up  in 
ignorance  and  idleness.  They  have  no  occupation  but 
to  beg  and  learn  no  art  but  to  steal.  Hordes  of  children 
are  sent  out  every  morning  to  beg  or  to  pilfer  along  the 
piers  and  bulkheads  of  the  city,  to  snatch  up,  unob- 
served, a  few  grains  of  coffee,  or  handfuls  of  cotton,  or 
scraps  of  iron,  and  their  progress  from  the  first  act  of 
pilfering  to  burglary  is  as  regular  as  the  progress  of  a 
school  boy  from  class  to  class.  At  the  age  of  15  the 
girls  are  prostitutes,  and  the  boys  professed  thieves. 
The  brevity  of  their  life,  shortened  by  syphilitic  disease, 
is  the  only  check  upon  the  increase  of  their  numbers. 
To  break  up  and  disperse  this  portentous  evil,  can  only 
be  accomplished  by  rescuing  the  children  at  a  tender 
age,  and  before  they  have  entered  on  criminal  or  im- 
moral practices.     To  this  end  it  is  respectfully  recom- 
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mended  that  the  Board  may  be  authorized  to  establish 
an  Industrial  School,  separate  from  the  nurseries,  to 
which  children  of  the  follewing  classes  may  be  sent, 
under  the  warrant  of  a  Police  magistrate,  there  to  re- 
main until  indentured  to  some  useful  pursuit :

The  Juvenile  Asylum  of  this  city,  which  is  authorized 
to  receive  children  on  the  warrant  of  a  magistrate,  has 
been  the  means  of  saving  from  destruction  many  child- 
ren of  the  classes  referred  to,  and  its  managers  are 
entitled  to  the  warm  thanks  of  the  community  for  their 
zeal  and  devotion  to  the  great  work  of  philanthropy  in 
which  they  are  engaged.  The  Children's  Aid  Society 
and  the  Reformatory,  with  other  charities  of  a  like  char- 
acter have,  without  coercive  powers,  been  instrumental 
in  rescuing  annually  large  numbers  of  children  from  ruin, 
by  gathering  them  from  the  streets,  clothing  them  and 
securing  for  them  comfortable  and  reputable  homes.

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To  the  Work  House  are  committed  drunkards,  va- 
grants and  disorderly  persons.  The  terms  of  imprison- 
ment are  from  ten  days  to  six  months.  As  a  House  of  Cor- 
rection, it  well  fulfills  the  purposes  of  its  establishment. 

Of  the  persons  committed,  a  considerable  proportion 
are  neWly  arrived  emigrants.  To  protect  the  counties  of 
the  State  from  the  maintenance  of  foreign  vagrants  and 
criminals,  the  Legislature  has  imposed  a  tax  upon  each 
emigrant  arriving  at  the  Port  of  New  York.  The  Commis- 
sioners  of  Emigration  collect  the  money  so  raised  and  dis- 
burse it  under  regulations  which  they  have  framed  for 
their  own  government.  These  regulations  require  that  the 
criminal  or  vagrant  immigrant  who  has  become  a  public 
burthen,  shall  state  under  oath  his  name,  age,  occupa- 
tion, place  of  embarcation,  the  name  of  the  vessel  in 
which  he  arrived,  the  name  of  the  captain  and  the  date 
of  his  arrival,  and  if  the  statement  be  defective  or  erro- 
neous, or  if  his  name  do  not  appear  on  the  manifest  of 
the  ship,  the  claim  of  the  county  for  his  support  is 
rejected.  Now  the  facts  required  cannot  always  be 
obtained.  Criminals  arriving  at  New  York,  when 
arrested  studiously  conceal  their  names  and  former 
residence,  and  vagrants  are  often  ignorant  of  the  name 
of  the  ship  or  the  captain,  or  their  own  names  have  been 
incorrectly  recorded  on  the  ship's  manifest.  If  the 
proof  required  be  in  any  respect  defective,  the  claim  is 
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rejected,  though  the  collateral  evidence  may  be  abun- 
dant and  conclusive.  Nor  is  the  denial  of  the  just 
claims  of  the  county  confined  to  the  criminals  and 
vagrants.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  stationed 
at  the  Quarantine,  several  miles  below  New  York,  to 
examine  all  vessels  arriving  from  sea,  and  if  there  be 
any  passengers  ill  of  Small-Pox  to  send  them  direct  to 
the  Hospital  of  this  Department  on  BlackwelVs  Island. 
There  have  been  frequent  instances  of  immigrants  so 
sent  by  the  Health  Officer,  and  the  bills  for  their  sup- 
port rejected  by  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  on 
the  ground  that  their  names  do  not  appear  on  the  mani- 
fests of  the  vessels  in  which  they  arrived.  Appended 
to  this  report  is  a  statement  of  several  recent  cases  of 
this  character,  with  copy  of  the  order  of  the  Health 
Officer,  the  certificate  of  the  Warden  of  the  Hospital, 
the  bill  rendered  to  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration 
for  their  support,  and  their  refusal  of  payment,  because 
the  names  of  the  patients  are  not  on  the  manifest  of  the 
ship. 

From  a  careful  examination  of  the  records  of  this 
Department,  the  Commissioners  are  convinced  that  the 
City  of  New  York  is  deprived  of  its  just  share  of  the 
Emigrant  Fund  through  the  stringent  and  impracticable 
rules  of  the  Emigrant  Commissioners.  It  is  perhaps 
impossible  to  devise  a  formula  of  proof  that  will  be 
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satisfactory  to  those  officers  and  protect  the  city  ;  and, 
in  view  of  this,  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that  a  fixed 
percentage  of  the  fund  be  annually  paid  in  lieu  of  all 
claims  for  emigrants  committed  to  the  Work  House  and 
Penitentiaiy.

Of  the  many  applicants  for  relief  none  are  admitted 
to  the  Aims-House  except  those  who,  from  old  age  or 
lasting  infirmity,  are  incapable  of  earning  a  livelihood ; 
for  it  is  found  that  the  inmate  of  an  Alms-House  loses 
all  self-reliance  after  a  brief  residence  and  becomes  a 
public  charge  through  life.  The  able-bodied,  who  may 
be  sufiTering  from  want,  are  either  granted  temporary 
relief  by  the  Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor,  or  they 
are  committed  to  the  Work-House.  The  Aims-Houses 
of  the  department  may,  under  the  present  restricted 
rules  of  admission,  be  regarded  rather  as  Hospitals  for 
the  old  and  infinn  rather  than  as  they  formerly  were, 
the  abodes  of  the  vagrant  and  slothful.  Hospital  rules 
have  been  established,  thorough  cleanliness  is  enforced, 
the  inmates  arc  required  to  bathe  once  a  month  through- 
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out  the  year,  and  comforts  and  conveniences  unknown 
before  in  Aims-Houses  have  been  introduced,  and  a 
more  generous  diet  has  been  provided. 

The  Bldo). 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Common  Council 
annually  to  authorize  the  Comptroller  of  the  city  to 
pay  to  each  blind  person,  who  applied  to  him  for  relief, 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars.  In  April  last  the  Comptroller 
enquired  if  the  Commissioners  would  assume  this  duty, 
and  on  receiving  an  affirmative  answer  he  caused  an 
appropriation  of  $20,000  to  be  placed  in  the  tax  levy,  > 
to  be  dispensed  for  the  benefit  of  the  resident  blind 
through  this  Department. 

In  view  of  this  appropriation  the  Board,  on  the  20th 
of  May,  provided  an  Asylum  for  the  Indigent  Blind,  by 
assigning  an  adequate  number  of  wards  in  the  first 
stories  of  the  Male  and  Female  Alms-Houses  for  the 
exclusive  occupancy  of  the  unmarried  blind,  and  ap- 
pointing two  attendants  for  each  ward  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  orderlies  and  nurses.  Subsequently  the  visi- 
tors of  the  Department  visited  the  married  blind  and 
blind  minors  living  with  their  parents,  and  comprising 
three  hundred  and  ninety-six  persons,  and  ascertained 
their  condition  in  respect  to  their  means  of  livelihood, 
health  and  numbers   dependant   upon  them.     It  was 
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found  that  several  were  of  extreme  old  age,  and  others 
with  large  families  of  children  dependant  on  them, 
while  some  who  applied  for  aid  had  abundant  means  of 
their  own,  and  some  were  earning  a  living  by  immoral 
means.  The  latter  two  classes  were  cut  off  and  the 
former  classified  as  follows  :

and  the  payments  were  ordered  to  be  made  in  two 
instalments  at  such  periods  as  the  Superintendent  of 
Out-Door  Poor  might  deem  expedient.  It  is  believed 
that  more  discriminating  and  a  larger  measure  of  relief 
is  afibrded  to  the  blind  through  the  organization  of  this 
Department  than  is  practicable  by  any  other  means. 
The  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council  and  the  Comp- 
troller, in  respect  to  the  relief  of  the  blind,  is  herewith 
submitted. 
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Inebriate  Asylum. 
In  pursuance  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  passed  in 
1864,  the  Commissioners  commenced  in  1866,  the  erec- 
tion of  an  Inebriate  Asylum  on  Ward's  Island.  It  was 
at  first  proposed  to  limit  the  size  of  the  building  to  the 
accommodation  of  150  inmates ;  but  in  view  of  the 
necessary  outlay  for  the  heating,  lighting,  washmg  and 
cooking  apparatus,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  add  two 
wings  so  as  to  provide  for  400  patients.  The  Asylum 
is  now  completed.  It  is  of  three  stories,  and  is  equal 
to  574  feet  in  length,  by  50  feet  in  depth.  Water  is 
conveyed  to  it  from  the  Croton  Aqueduct  by  means  of 
an  iron  pipe  six  inches  in  diameter,  laid  on  the  bed  of 
the  East  river,  to  a  reservoir  100  feet  in  diameter,  and 
ten  feet  deep,  constructed  under  the  supervision  of  A. 
W.  Craven,  Esq.,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Croton  Aque- 
duct. Detailed  statements  of  the  moneys  received  and 
expended  for  the  Asylum,  are  herewith  submitted.

For  reasons  which  will  be  stated  in  a  subsequent  part 
of  this  report,  a  portion  of  the  Asylum  will,  for  a  few 
months,  be  assigned  to  the  infants  and  young  children 
of  the  Department.  By  the  1st  July,  or  on  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Infant  Hospital,  the  Asylum  will  be  occupied 
exclusively  by  the  class  for  which  it  was  erected.  In 
the  meantime  provision  will  be  made  for  a  limited  num- 
ber of  inebriates.

Hospitals. 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Department  till  within 
the  past  year,  to  admit  to  the  hospitals  all  applicants 
alleging  sickness ;  but  the  frequent  cases  of  persons 
simulating  disease  to  escape  from  labor  and  enjoy  for  a 
season,  free  of  expense,  the  comforts  and  idleness  of  a 
hospital,  induced  the  Commissioners  to  detail  a  skillful 
physician  to  the  duty  of  examining  every  applicant  to 
determine  the  character  and  gravity  of  his  complaint. 
If  the  patient  require  continuous  medical  attention,  he 
is  assigned  to  the  proper  hospital  for  his  disease ;  or  if 
he  may  be  treated  by  occasional  visits,  lie  is  referred  to 
the  Bureau  of  Out-Door-Sick.  This  preliminary  exami- 
nation has  been  found  of  great  benefit  as  well  in  restrain- 
ing fraudulent  applications  as  in  exempting  the  hospitals 
from  the  maintenance  of  patients  who  may  be  as  suc- 
cessfully treated  at  the  Bureau  for  the  Sick. 

Bureau  for  Out-Door  Sick. 

This  Bureau  is  attached  to  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  is 
a  Dispensary  for  the  gratuitous  treatment  of  the  sick 
who  reside  at  their  own  homes  and  are  able  to  visit  the 
Bureau  for  advice  and  medicines.  It  differs  from  other 
Dispensaries  in  having  a  larger  staff  of  consulting  and 
attending  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  in  the  special 
treatment  of  a  variety  of  diseases. 
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There  hare  been  treated  daring  the  year 4,344  patienis.

Bellevue  Hospital. 

Several  beneficial  changes  have  been  made  in  this  im- 
portant Hospital.  The  dietary. table  has  been  revised, 
and  more  generous  food  provided  for  the  patients.  The 
rules  of  the  United  States  Military  Hospital,  for  the  peri- 
odical inspection  of  the  wards,  have  been  adopted,  and 
are  rigorously  enforced  by  the  medical  Board,  and  a 
higher  state  of  discipline  is  maintained  among  the  subor- 
dinate officers.  The  Annual  Eeport  of  the  medical 
Board,  which  is  annexed,  exhibits  in  detail  the  condition 
of  the  Hospital  and  the  improvements  in  its  administra- 
tion for  the  past  year. 

The  diet  of  the  Hospitals  of  the  Department  has  been 
the  subject  of  much  concern.  The  Commissioners  were 
sensible  that  the  food  which  was  provided  for  the  patients, 
though  of  excellent  quality,  was  neither  sufficiently 
varied  or  in  adequate  quantities,  but  they  were  deterred 
from  authorizing  a  more  generous  diet  by  the  apprehen- 
sion that  it  would  involve  large  additional  expense.  The 
general  deficiency  was  compensated  in  some  degree  by 
the  orders  of  the  attending  Physicians  for  special  diet 
in  individual  cases.  A  careful  examination  of  the  special 
orders,  for  a  series  of  months,  satisfied  the  Commis- 
sioners that  dietary  tables  could  be  framed  which  would 
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obviate  the  necessity  of  special  orders,  and  provide 
abundant  and  varied  diet  for  all  the  patients  without 
very  greatly  increasing  the  daily  cost  of  maintenance. 
With  this  view,  Dr.  Wm.  B.  Eager,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Medical  Inspection,  of  Charity  Hospital, 
Reported  in  May  last  a  table  for  that  Hospital,  which 
was  adopted  by  the  Commissioners  and  inunediately 
carried  into  eifect.  On  the  30th  of  April,  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Medical  Board  of  Bellevue  Hospital,  Dr.  George 
T.  Elliot,  in  commenting  upon  the  character  and  amount 
of  special  orders  which  he  had  been  compelled  to  make 
during  the  preceding  month,  suggested  that  a  commit- 
tee should  be  appointed  to  revise  the  general  dietary  table 
of  the  Hospital  A  committee  was  appointed,  consisting 
of  Drs.  Elliot,  Hamilton  and  Clark,  who  associated  with 
them  Dr.  Austin  Flint,  Jr.  Accompanying  the  report  of 
the  committee,  was  an  able  and  exhaustive  paper  on  ali- 
mentation, by  Dr.  Flint.  The  dietary  table  recommended 
was  adopted.  The  marked  improvement  of  the  patients 
under  the  revised  dietaries  of  the  two  hospitals,  and  the 
slight  increased  expense  incurred,  induced  the  Commis- 
sioners to  appoint  committees  to  revise  the  diet  of  Ran- 
dall's Island  Nurseries,  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  Alms 
Houses.  The  proceedings  of  the  Medical  Boards  and 
the  reports  of  the  committees  on  this  subject,  are  of 

» 

so  much  interest  to  the  managers  of  hospitals  and  public 
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institutions  that  they  are  incorporated  in  the  appendix 
to  this  report.

This  Hospital,  though  open  for  the  reception  of 
patients  of  every  variety  of  disease,  is  largely  devoted  to 
the  treatment  of  syphilis.  During  the  past  year,  more 
than  2,000  cases  have  been  admitted.  It  will  soon  be 
necessary  to  erect  a  building  for  the  degraded  class  who 
are  the  victims  of  this  disease,  for  they  affect  injuriously 
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the  character  of  the  Hospital.  Patients  of  pure  morals 
are  reluctant  to  be  treated  there,  though  carefully  sepa- 
rated from  those  afflicted  with  syphilis.  Aside  from  this 
objection  it  is  to  be  deprecated  that  so  noble  a.building, 
the  most  conspicuous  object  in  the  harbor  of  New 
York,  should  be  regarded  as  the  shelter  of  a  scandalous 
disease. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Report,  this  Hospital  has  been 
lighted  with  gas,  made  at  works  erected  by  the  Com- 
missioners adjacent  to  the  Hospital.

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The  Hospital  for  iofectious  fever  is  a  long  building  of 
one  story,  divided  into  two  wards  for  male  and  female 
patients.  It  was  hastily  erected  at  a  time  when  poi*tious 
of  the  city  were  being  swept  with  typhus  fever,  and 
patients  were  crowded  into  the  building  before  it  was 
completed.  It  is  still  in  an  unfinished  state.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  erect  another  building  of  the  same  dimensions, 
and  when  that  shall  be  finished  to  complete  the  first. 
There  are  neither  the  conveniences,  nor  is  there  adequate 
room  in  one  Hospital  for  the  number  of  patients  that 
are  annually  received.  In  1866,  a  large  number  were 
lodged  in  tents  for  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital. 

The  Commissioners  in  May  last  contracted  for  a  small 
steam  propeller  to  convey  the  sick  of  infectious  disease 
to  the  hospitals  on  BlackwelFs  Island.  They  had  before 
been  carried  in  an  open  boat  exposed  to  the  vicissitudes 
of  the  weather,  and  in  Planter,  with  no  other  protection 
than  a  blanket,  they  were  often  impeded  by  tbue  moving 
ice,  so  that  the  passage,  which  is  now  made  in  a  few 
minutes,  sometimes  occupied  one  or  two  hours.  The 
same  vessel  carries  the  dead,  at  fixed  periods,  to  the 
Public  Cemetery  on  Ward's  Island. 

Hospir^Ls  FOR  Incurables. 

The  increasing  number  of  patients,  ill  of  chronic  dis- 
eases beyond  the  reach  of  medicine,  but  who  required 
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the  continuous  attention  of  physicians,  and  of  bed-ridden 
inmates  of  the  alms  houses  who  were  dependant  on  care- 
ful nurses,  led  the  Commissioners  to  establish  a  separate 
hospital  for  them.  It  consists  of  two  buildings,  each 
125  feet  long  by  25  feet  in  width,  and  of  one  story. 
One  is  assigned  to  the  male,  the  other  to  female  patients. 

There  have  been  received  daring  the  year 204  patients.

Tlie  patients  are  visited  daily  by  a  physician.  An 
orderly  and  a  nurse  are  in  attendance,  and  such  comforts 
are  provided  as  will  alleviate  the  hopeless  condition  of 
the  patients. 

Epileptic  and  Paralytic  Hospitals. 

These  hospitals  were  established  last  year  imc|pr  the 
supenintendence  of  Dr.  Echieverra,  who  devoted  much 
tirae  to  their  organization.  Dr.  Echieverra  was  Chief  Phy- 
sician in  charge  until  September  last,  when  he  was,  to  the 
great  regret  of  the  Commissioners,  compelled  by  the 
claims  of  his  private  practice  to  resign  their  care. 
Since  that  time  they  have  been  under  the  direction 
of  the  Medical  Board  of  Charity  Hospital  until  re- 
cently,  when  they  were  placed  in  charge  of  Dr.  Par- 
sons, Resident  Physician  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  condi- 
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tion  of  these  uiifoi'tunate  patients  since  they  have  been 
the  subjects  of  the  special  and  exclusive  care  of  the 
physicians  detailed  to  them.

•  The  principle  of  classifying  the  patients  has  been 
adopted  as  far  as  was  compatible  with  economy.  Until 
within  the  past  two  years,  but  little  attention  ha<^been 
given  to  this  rule.  Thus  at  the  Alms  Houses  there 
were  nearly  two  hundred  lunatics  and  idiots,  besides 
many  blind  and  bed-ridden  persons.  In  the  General 
Hospitals  there  were  paralytics  and  epileptics,  with  a 
large  number  of  patients  for  whom  medical  skill  could 
do  nothing  but  alleviate  their  sufferings.  It  has  been 
the  aim  of  the  Board  to  separate  and  classify  these 
various  diseases,  asigning  to  the  Lunatic  Asylum  those 
deprived   of   reason ;    grouping   together  in   separate 
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buildiugs  the  Paralytic  and  the  Epileptic,  the  Blind  and 
the  Incurable,  and  detailing  physicians  for  the  special 
treatment  of  their  maladies.  The  comfort  of  the  patients 
has  been  greatly  increased  since  their  classification,  for  as 
no  special  provision  was  made  at  the  Alms  Houses  for  the 
sick,  there  was  sometimes  much  suffering  from  the 
neglect  of  the  subordinate  officers,  and  in  the  General 
Hospitals,  those  afflicted  with  chronic  diseases  of  a  hope- 
less character,  as  they  could  excite  but  little  intei:est 
with  the  attending  physicians,,  their  cases  were  over- 
looked in  the  care  and  treatment  of  those  requiring 
more  immediate  attention.

The  number  of  Lunatics,  as  it  has  been  for  several 
years,  is  far  beyond  the  means  for  their  proper  mainte- 
nance. The  buildings  constituting  the  Asylum  can  fairly 
accommodate  but  521  persons.  The  Commissioners 
propose,  when  their  funds  will  permit,  to  erect  another 
building. 
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Infant  Hospital. 
It  has  been  the  practice,  since  the  creation  of  the 
Department,  to  send  foundlings  and  abandoned  infants, 
and  infants  with  mothers  who  were  unable  to  work,  to 
the  Alms  House,  where  the  infants  without  mothers 
were  committed  to  the  care  of  the  female  inmates.  The 
mortality  of  the  nurselings,  or  those  without  mothers, 
has  always  been  eighty-five  per  cent  by  the. records;  but 
excluding  the  infants  from  time  to  time  adopted,  it  is 
believed  that  not  an  infant  survived  a  year.  In  1866 
the  Board,  with  the  hope  of  diminishing  the  ratio  of 
deaths,  established  a  separate  hospital,  and  appointed 
an  experienced  matron,  and  paid  nurses  to  its  charge. 
Some  improvement  was  perceptible ;  but  the  results 
obtained  were  not  satisfactory  further  than  that  the 
infants  were  treated  with  tenderness  and  care.  The 
mortality  continued  at  the  same  frightful  ratio.  In 
June  of  this  year,  wet  nurses  from  the  fireneral  hos- 
pitals  were  transferred  to  the  Infant  Hospital,  and  the 
improvement  was  manifest  and  immediate.  Life  was 
prolonged,  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  convert  several 
adult  wards  into  nurseries,  and  at  length  to  transfer  the 
occupants  of  one  story  of  a  building  three  hundred  feet 
long,  to  make  room  for  the  increased  infant  population. 
The  transfer,  however,  could  bo  but  temporaiy.  As 
winter  approached,  the  old  and  in^rm  sought  the  shcl- 
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tcr  of  the  Alms  House.  The  Inebriate  Asylum  was 
about  completed,  and  the  Commissioners  decided  to 
assign  the  principal  part  of  that  building  for  the  infants 
until  the  hospital  designed  for  them,  and  which  is  now 
in  course  of  construction  on  Eandall's  Island,  shall  be 
finished. 

Children's  Hospital — Randall's  Island. 
This  Hospital  is  for  the  medical  treatment  of  children 
ill  at  the  nurseries.

The  buildings  have,  during  the  past  year,  been  thor- 
oughly repaired  and  painted.  The  organization  has 
been  changed.  The  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Whittle- 
sey, in  whose  charge  they  had  been  for  many  years, 
resigned  his  office,  and  assumed  the  lighter  duties  of 
Visiting  Physician.  The  Hospital  is  now  conducted  by 
a  matron  and  clerk. 

Idiot  House. 
The  Asylum  for  Juvenile  Idiots  is  in  charge  of  the 
officers  of  the  Children's  Hospital.    There  are  sixty-two 
idiot  children  of  all  degrees  of  mental  imbecility.

The  number  of  scholars  is 
now  increa.'^ed  to  forty-two.  and  the  progress  they  have 
made  has  fully  ^Tnilieated  the  propriety  of  establishing 
the  ^rh^^^A,  The  report  of  the  teacher  is  annexed,  and 
exlii^it4^  in  detail  the  improvement  of  her  pupils.

The  children  are  taught  in  schools  provided  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  at  a  suitable  age,  if  not  re- 
claimed by  their  parents,  are  indentured  to  learn  such 
trades  as  they  may  prefer ;  or  they  are  sent  west  under 
charge  of  visitors  of  the  Department  and  placed  with 
prosperous  farmers  of  respectable  character,  who  adopt 
them  into  their  families.  In  September  the  Commis- 
sioners detailed  two  of  the  visitors  to  the  western  part 
of  this  State  and  the  States  of  Michigan  and  Illinois,  to 
make  careful  inquiries  into  the  moral  character  of 
applicants  for  children,  their  ability  to  clothe,  educate 
and  maintain  them  in  comfort,  the  health  of  the  locali- 
ties where  they  reside,  and  all  other  matters  affecting 
the  welfare  of  such  children  as  may  be  indentured,  and 
also  personally  to  visit  and  examine  into  the  condition 
of  those  children  who  have  hitherto  been  indentured 
in  those  States.  The  report  of  the  visitors,  which  is 
annexed,  presents  a  very  satisfactory  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  children. 

Within  the  past  few  years  many  societies  have  been 
formed  for  the  benevolent  purpose  of  rescuing  children 
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from  ruin  by  providing  for  them  comfortable  temporary 
homes  and  indenturing  them  to  useful  pursuits.  Nothing 
can  be  more  commendable  than  the  efforts  of  the  benev- 
olent citizens,  the  founders  and  supporters  of  these 
societies  for  abandoned  and  friendless  children.  It  is  to 
be  deplored  that  so  few  devote  their  time  to  such  noble 
pui-poses.  But  even  these  societies  are  not  of  unmixed 
good.  In  their  zeal  to  save  from  destruction  as  many 
children  as  possible,  several  of  thepi  have  obtained 
authority  from  the  Legislature  to  receive  from  the  city 
a  stipulated  sum  for  each  child  they  receive  within  their 
walls,  and  to  eject  such  as  may  be  perverse  and  intract- 
able, or  sick,  or  crippled,  or  of  unsound  mind,  and  these 
are  thrown  upon  the  public  charities  of  the  city.  The 
spirit  of  proselytism,  which  animates  both  of  the  grand 
divisions  of  the  christian  church,  is  eagerly  engaged  in 
gathering  into  these  benevolent  societies  as  many  chil- 
dren as  possible,  for  the  sums  received  per  capita  more 
than  reimburse  them  for  the  expenses  incurred,  and  thus 
furnish  a  capital  for  further  usefulness,  while  the  ejec- 
tion of  the  classes  named  saves  them  from  all  loss.  But 
the  nurseries  of  this  Department  devoted  to  the  same 
objects,  and  accomplishing  much  more  it  is  believed  at 
less  cost,  will  suffer  in  character,  and  therefore  in  useful- 
ness, by  being  regarded  as  reformatories  for  the  incor- 
rigible, and  hospitals  for  the  infirm  and  imbecile  of  the 
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benevolent  societies  referred  to.  The  Commissioners 
respectfully  recommend,  that  it  shall  be  made  obligatory 
on  all  societies  receiving  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
and  upwards,  from  the  city  of  New  York,  for  the  care 
of  each  child  whom  they  may  receive,  to  provide  for  and 
maintain,  such  as  may  be  sick  or  infirm,  or  of  unsound 
mind. 

Ctty  Cemetery. 

The  Public  Cemetery,  for  the  burial  of  the  poor  is  on 
Ward's  Island.  It  comprises  two  large  plots  of  ground 
which  have  been  respectfully  consecrated  by  religious 
ceremonies  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Catholic  and  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Churches,  during  the  past  year.  The 
dead  are  buried  in  the  one  or  the  other,  according  to  the 
faith  which  they  professed  in  life.  Religious  service  is 
required  by  the  rules  of  the  Board  to  be  held  by  a  also 
chaplain  of  the  same  faith  as  the  'deceased  previous  to 
removal  to  the  Cemetery. 

In  their  last  Annual  Report  the  Commissioners  referred 
to  the  serious  objections  to  the  present  site  of  the  Cem- 
etery, and  they  asked  permission  to  purchase  land  else- 
where for  the  burial  of  the  dead.  Another  year  has 
added  force  to  these  objections  by  the  increase  of  the 
population  on  the  adjacent  shores  of  the  East  river,  and 
by  the  further  erection  of  public  buildings  in  close  prox- 
imity to  the  Cemetery.     The  Commissioners  respcctfiilly 
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renew  their  application  for  authority  to  purchase  land 
more  remote  from  the  city  for  a  j)ublio  burial  ground. 

Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  is  the  Chief  Executive 
officer  of  the  Department.  All  applications  for  relief, 
for  admittance  to  the  Hospitals,  Alms  Houses  and  Nurs- 
eries are  made  through  him  as  well  as  all  voluntary 
committals  to  the  Work  House. 

The  city  is  divided  into  six  districts,  and  a  visitor  of 
the  poor  assigned  to  each.  Applicants  for  relief  are 
visited  by  the  Visitor  of  the  District  in  which  the  appli- 
cant resides,  who  reports  in  writing  to  the  Superintend- 
ent, the  name,  age,  color  and  profession  of  the  applicant, 
whether  married  or  single,  number  of  family,  sex  and 
age  of  each,  place  of  birth,  how  long  resident  in  the 
city,  cause  of  destitution  and  the  kind  and  measure  of 
relief  required.  On  these  reports  the  Superintendent 
determines  the  amount  of  relief  he  may  deem  expedient 
and  proper.     Jlis  report  is  herewith  submitted. 

Donations  to  Charitable  Institutions. 

The  Legislature  at  the  last  session  appropriated  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  distributed  by  the 
Commissioners  among  the  charitable  institutions  of  the 
city  of  New  York. 
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On  the  8th  of  May,  the  Commissioners  gave  public 
notice  through  the  newspapers,  that  they  would  on  the 
1st  of  July  distribute  the  sum  appropriared  in  such 
manner  as  would  seem  to  them  to  afford  the  largest 
relief  to  the  poor  and  sick,  but  subject  to  these  condi- 
tions, that  no  portion  should  be  appropriated  to  any 
society  or  institution  which  had  received  aid  from  the 
Legislature  at  its  late  session,  or  which  was  under  the 
exclusive  control  of  any  religious  sect,  or  which  required 
of  its  beneficiaries  the  profession  of  any  religious  creed. 
Such  societies  as  were  applicants  for  relief  were  invited  to 
send  to  the  Commissioners,  before  the  1st  of  June,  state- 
ments of  their  fiscal  condition,  the  nature  of  their  chari- 
ties, the  number  of  sick  or  poor  relieved  during  the 
year  1866,  and  the  names  of  their  oflBcers  and  managers.

The  Legislature  at  the  last  session  authorized  the 
Supervisors  of  the  County  to  raise  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
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dred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  this  Board  for  the 
purchase  of  a  site  on  which  to  erect  a  central  office  for 
the  Departnient.  The  annual  rental  of  offices,  stables, 
etc.,  is  ten  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  would  for 
the  future  be  more  if  it  were  necessary  to  renew  the 
leases  of  the  buildings  now  occupied. 

The  Commissioners  have  purchased  a  plot  of  ground 
on  the  corner  of  Eleventh  street  and  Third  avenue,  for 
sixty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  they  pro- 
pose to  erect  thereon  the  buildings  they  require.  The 
outlay  for  the  buildings  will  not  exceed  foiiy  thousand 

dollars.

months,  during  the  vacation  of  the  courts,  the  prison  is 
crowded  to  excess — the  capacity  of  the  prison  being 
totally  inadequate  for  the  accommodation  of  the  large 
number  of  prisoners  received.  I  attribute  our  great 
success  in  this  respect  to  the  rigid  sanitary  measures 
adopted  by  your  Honorable  Board,  and  also  in  conse- 
quence of  the  personal  supervision  of  the  individual 
members  of  your  Honorable  Board  daily  at  this  Institu- 
tion. During  the  past  year,  "  the  Boys'  Prison "  has 
been  finished,  and  supplied  with  baths,  hot  and  cold 
water,  etc.  In  this  prison  the  boys  are  properly  classi- 
fied, and  supplied  with  clean  clothes  on  their  arrival, 
and  their  own  clothes  are  washed  and  repaired,  and  kept 
for  them  until  their  discharge,  and  the  boys  are  properly 
cleaned,  etc.  This  was  something  very  much  needed, 
and  which  will  undoubtedly  have  a  beneficial  eflect  on  the 
boys,  as  it  separates  them  from  the  older  and  more 
hardened  criminals. 

Dr.  Wm.  T.  Nealis,  whom  your  Honorable  Board  ap- 
pointed as  Physician  at  City  Prison,  gives  general  satis- 
faction by  his  prompt  attention  to  his  duties. 
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The  employees  of  this  Institution  have  faithfully  per- 
formed their  duties  during  the  year. 

I  also  desire  to  return  to  your  Honorable  Board  my 
sincere  thanks  for  the  courtesy  and  kindness  which  I 
have  always  received — and  also  for  the  promptness  with 
which  all  my  requirements  have  been  supplied.

To  tlie  Honorable  the  Commissioners  of  Pvblic  Cliarities 
and  Correction  : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  con- 
sideration the  following  Report  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  Prison,  from  the  1st  of  July,  1867, 
(at  which  time  I  received  my  appointment  as  Physician 
of  City  Prison,)  to  the  1st  of  January,  1868  : 

During  that  period,  I  am  happy  to  s^y,  that  there  has 
been  very  little  sickness,  as  our  mortality  list  will  show, 
which  I  think  is  due  to  the  careful  and  energetic  manner 
in  which  the  Warden  and  his  assistants  attended  to  the 
hygienic  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Institution. 

There  have  been  received  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  cases  of  insanity,  who  were  transferred  to  the 
Lunatic  Asylum. 

There  have  been  five  deaths  during  the  six  months, 
four  of  whom  were  buried  in  the  city  cemetery,  and  the 
other  was  taken  by  his  friends. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  each  of 
your  Honorable  Board  for  the  many  favors  which  I  have 
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received  from  you,  and  to  Mr.  Coulter,  (Warden,)  and 
Mr.  Finlay,  (Clerk,)  for  the  kind  manner  in  which  they 
have  treated  me  during  my  connection  with  the  Institu- 
tion under  their  care.

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"  The  Per  Capita "  statement,  or  Table  R,  embodies 
in  itself  a  very  pleasing  and  interesting  item,  since, 
during  my  Wardenship,  great  alterations  and  improve- 
ments have  been  made,  thereby  incurring  expenses.  My 
requisitions  for  "Winter  Clothing,"  and  other  "Eequire- 
ments,"  have  necessarily  been  large,  notwithstanding 
which  absolute  additional  outlays,  the  daily  cost  of  pris- 
oners shows  a  slight  decrease  on  previous  months. 

I  am  in  hopes  of  presenting  much  more  favorable 
Monthly  Statements  in  future,  as  the  Department  is  now 
well  stocked  with  clothing,  and  the  debits  for  many  im- 
provements have  been  passed  to  a  considerable  amount, 
consequently  the  after  current  expenses  will  be  obvi- 
ously smaller. 

By  your  orders  and  approval,  improvements  positively 
urgent  have  been  made ;  for  instance,  **  The  Soap  Fac- 
tory "  has  merged  into  other  hands,  viz. :  the  "  General 
Supply  Department,"  as  also  the  "Agricultural  Busi- 
ness "  to  the  same  Bureau. 

Accommodations  for  cooking  the  food  of  the  convicts 
under  my  charge  have  been  made  by  the  erection  of 
"  steam  appurtenances  "  in  what  was  originally  Keeper's 
kitchen,  Hituated  in  central  building  of  Penitentiarj', 
wliich  cooking,  since  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  cook 
house  and  mess  rooms  early  last  winter,  has  been  done 
at  the  "  Charity  Hospital."     This  will  be  a  great  benefit, 
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as  the  prisoners  have  been  compelled  to  forego  the 
invigorating  adjunct  of  soup  with  their  rations  ever  since 
that  conflagration,  January  20,  1867.  The  convict  up  to 
the  time  of  these  accommodations,  upon  being  supplied 
with  his  ration,  conveyed  it  to  his  cell  to  eat,  causing, 
as  a  consequence,  great  inconvenience,  and  accumulating 
dirt. 

Tables  for  "  prisoners'  mess,"  I  have  now  caused  to  be 
erected  in  the  new  wing  of  the  Prison,  where  all  sit 
down  together  and  partake  of  their  meals,  sitting  there 
under  charge  of  relays  of  keepers  imtil  such  time  as 
they  may  be  summoned  by  bell,  either  to  labor  or  other- 
wise, as  the  case  may  be.  This  new  arrangement  will 
be  highly  conducive  to  the  health  of  the  convicts  gen- 
erally. 

Here,  Mr.  President  and  Greijtlemen,  I  would,  with 
due  respect,  make  a  request  that  your  Honorable  Body 
would  at  your  earliest  convenience  further  carry  out 
your  improvements,  and  as  a  "  Sanitary  "  measure,  cause 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  "  mess  room,"  apart  from  the 
main  building.  To  this  I  solicit  your  valued  consid- 
eration. 

Since  my  installation  as  Warden,  I  have  had  numerous 
difficulties  to  contend  with,  plots  and  counterplots  to 
break  up,  amongst  a  class  of  men,  who,  having  lost  every 
trait  of  character,  were  repulsive,  ignorant,  and  self- 
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willed,  feelinff  themselves  masters  of  a  situation  instead 
of  criminals  mider  sentence — ^men  who  felt  that  disci- 
pline was  not  a  code,  or  a  legal  right  imposed  upon 
them  for  their  transgression  of  law— -^xliabitues  of 
"State  Prisons,"  whose  very  existence  is  a  menace 
against  propriety  and  good  order. 

The  effects  of  my  orders  and  regulations,  disciplin- 
izing  the  Department,  I  leave  to  the  approval  of  your 
Honorable  G)mmission  and  the  public  in  general. 

I  was,  on  entering  upon  my  duties  as  Warden  of  the 
Penitentiary,  compelled  to  use  stringent  measures,  and 
adopt  a  course  of  action  altogether  repugnant  to  the 
feelmgs  of  the  convicts,  in  order  to  bring  my  modus 
operandi  to  a  healthy  status. 

The  authority  vested  in  me  by  your  Honorable  Board, 
I  shall  most  rigidly  enforce,  using  such  peremptory 
measures  as  are  alone  requisite  and  essential  for  the 
welfare  of  your  commission,  the  community,  and  the 
discipline  of  a  penal  institution. 

The  internal  alterations  and  improvements  of  the 
male  and  female  prisons,  have  tended  to  promote  the 
comfort  of  the  convict,  aa  regards  cleanliness  and  health, 
the  general  aspect  of  which  augurs  well  for  the  future 
order  of  the  Department. 

On  the  25th  day  of  September,  1867,  a  Brush  Fac- 
torj%  employing  female  convicts,  was  established  in  the 
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central  building  of  Penitentiary,  and  thus  far,  consider- 
ing its  great  drawbacks  for  machinery,  etc.,  promises  to 
be  productive  of  some  benefits,  as  the  following  exhibit 
will  show  :  it  also  usefully  engages  the  convict  and  will 
fit  those  who  are  so  inclined,  on  the  expiration  of  their 
sentence,  to  earn  for  themselves  an  honest  competence. 

A  few  convicts  have  escaped  during  my  term  of  ofBce, 
the  majority  of  whom  were  recaptured,  and  are  now 
serving  out  their  several  terms,  without  much  fear  of 
their  again  repeating  the  insubordinate  attempts,  feeling 
conscious  that  they  are  well  watched.

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Our  Shoe  Shop  and  Saddler}-  help  have  done  eousi- 
derable  repairs,  and  the  Tailors  have  made  a  large 
amount  of  clothing  for  ourselves,  Bandall's  Island,  &c. 

The  Blacksmith  s  shop  has  turned  out  a  great  deal  of 
New  work  and  Jobbing  for  the  General  Stoi^e  Keeper 
and  other  institutions,  thus  adding  much  to  the  credit 
account  of  the  Department. 

Carpenters. — ^This  class  of  mechanics  have  been  small 
in  number  and  of  an  inferior  stock  since  August  19th  ; 
men  barely  fit  for  jobbing  purposes,  and  from  whom 
little  good  work  could  be  obtained.  In  this  branch  and 
Blacksmith's,  discrepancies  have  arisen  by  default,  in 
error  of  debits  not  being  charged  to  other  institutions. 

On  mentioning  the  non-chargeable  debit,  I  would 
respectfully  state,  that  the  Penitentiary  Department  has 
suffered  great  loss,  owing  to  a  continuous  change  of 
clerks,  and  a  fact,  that  accurate  accounts  had  not  been  kept, 
few  debits  been  made  to  others.  The  person  who  acted 
as  Master  Blacksmith  upon  my  coming  here,  did,  prior 
to  or  on  his  discharge,  willfully  destroy,  or  clanden- 
tinely  convey  away,  his  records ;  this,  it  will  be  seen, 
caused  a  drawback  on  Material  supplied  to  other  insti- 
tutions, and  likewise  credits  for  Labor. 

The  general  labor  of  this  Department  has  been,  during 
the  year,  variously  detailed.  From  the  18th  May  to 
December  20,  1867,  gangs  of  men  have  gone  daily  to 
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■ 

Ward^s  Island  in  number  from  fifty  to  one  hundred,  to 
work;  and  since  October  21,  1867,  a  number  of  twenty- 
five  to  forty-five — mostly  the  latter  number — has  been 
transferred  for  Quarry  labor  on  Infants'  Hospital,  Ran- 
dall's Island,  which  forty-five  still  remains  there  in 
charge  of  keepers ;  also  one  hundred  extra  men,  at 
different  times,  were  sent  daily  to  Bandall's  Island  and 
Ward's  Island,  for  laboring  purposes.  The  General 
Gardener  on  this  island,  who  produces  for  the  other 
institutions  and  ourselves,  has  also  daily  two  gangs  of 
men  under  his  charge,  with  one  keeper,  who  are  em- 
ployed in  raising  vegetables,  &c.  The  Upper  and 
Lower  Quarries  have  had  their  regular  quotas,  and 
many  men  have  been  otherwise  distributed,  such  as 
carmen,  help  in  Soap  House,  hall-boys,  and  general 
chore-men,  each  in  his  several  occupation  being  fully 
employed. 

Of  the  "  Croton  Water  Pipe  Bureau,"  I  would  report 
as  follows  : 

The  two  inch  pipe  formerly  crossing  at  Seventieth 
street,  after  being  in  use  some  sixteen  years,  had  become 
so  much  worn  that  it  was  deemed  advisable,  on  recom- 
mendation, last  spring,  to  substitute  a  "new  pipe," 
when  your  Honorable  Board  did,  on  the  26th  of  June, 
1867,  at  considerable  expense  to  the  "Central  Depart- 
ment," cause  to  be  laid  down  a  two  and  a  half  inch 
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**  Gutta  Percha  Pipe,"  manufactured  by  the  Gutta  Percha 
Manufacturing  Q)mpany  (Bishop's).  This  new  pipe  has 
proved  of  incalculable  ynlue  to  the  institutions  on  the 
Island,  affording  a  much  better  supply  of  water  than 
was  formerly  received.  At  night  we  obtain  a  bountiful 
supply,  but  in  the  day  time,  in  consequence  of  the 
draught  of  '^ steam  pumps"  on  each  end  of  the  line,  the 
supply  is  deficient. 

I  would  recommend  to  your  Honorable  body  what  I 
consider  would  be  a  very  great  improvement,  viz  :  the 
erection  of  '^  iron  tanks  "  at  each  end  of  the  Island.  My 
object  for  making  the  suggestion  is  this:  the  two  don- 
key pumps  at  the  Charity  Hospital  are  directly  con- 
nected with  the  main  pipe  and  constantly  drawing 
water,  as  also  the  one  donkey  pump  at  the  Lunatic 
Asylum,  in  like  manner. 

Thus  it  will  be  observed,  that  these  pumps  draw 
water,  by  constant  suction,  from  the  central  institutions, 
hence  they  suffer  for  want  of  supply.  By  the  erection 
of  the  tanks,  these  difficulties  would  be  obviated,  by 
disconnecting  the  pumps  from  the  main,  and  attaching 
them  to  the  tanks,  leaving  the  main  entirely  clear  from 
the  aforesaid  draughts  of  ^^  steam  pumps,"  and  each 
institution,  by  these  arrangements,  would  obtain  regu- 
larly its  requisite  supply  of  Croton  water,  without  being 
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suhjected  to  the  annoyances  arising  from  the  afore-mcn- 
tioned  draughts  of  the  pumps. 

The  tanks  would  receive  their  quantitiy,  more  partic- 
ularly in  the  night,  from  the  pressure  of  water  on  the 
pipe,  aflTording  a  good  supply  and  give  the  other  depart- 
ments all  the  water  which  could  be  expected  from  the 
capacity  of  the  pipes. 

I  would  observe  that  the  whole  line  of  pipe  on  the 
Island,  with  its  connections,  is  at  all  times  imder  my 
special  notice,  and  which  I  am  happy  to  report,  is  up  to 
the  present  time,  in  good  working  order. 

The  recently  appointed  Clerk,  Mr.  Kichard  M.  Cooney, 
is  well  calculated  for  the  situation  he  has  up  to  this  time 
aptly  filled,  and  when  the  confiised  records  shall  be 
placed  in  working  order,  he  will,  I  consider,  make  a 
useful  officer,  and  prove  a  formidable  auxilliary  to  me  in 
his  position. 

The  Officers  and  Matron  deserve  the  special  notice  of 
your  Honorable  Board  in  their  peculiar  sphere  of  action. 
They  have  performed,  (with  few  exceptions,  particulariz- 
ing none,)  their  duties  faithfully  and  beneficially  to  the 
success  of  the  department  in  aiding  me  in  carrying  out 
and  enforcing  my  orders. 

I  cannot  close  this,  my  first  annual  report  as  Warden 
(under  your  Commission)  of  the  New  York  Penitentiary, 
without  tendering  your  Honoroable  Body  my  warmest 
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acknowledgments  for  the  trust  reposed  in  me.  I  appre- 
ciate the  willingness  which  has  characterized  your  united 
action  in  supplying  the  wants  of  the  Department,  your 
general  acquiescence  in  matters  appertaining  to  the  use- 
fulness of  the  Institution,  also  your  uniform  kindness  at 
all  times,  especially  in  supporting  me  in  my  eflbrts  to 
enforce  the  discipline  of  the  Prison. 

Permit  me,  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen,  to  reiterate 
my  thanks,  and  present  to  your  Honorable  Body  the 
assurances  of  my  most  profound  consideration.

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The  undersigned  assumed  the  charge  of  the  Institu- 
tion on  the  19th  day  of  August,  1867,  and  on  entering 
upon  his  duties  found  the  Institution  in  excellent  order. 

Allow  me  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  erecting  a  brick 
building  on  the  east  side  of  the  Island,  to  run  parallel 
with  the  river,  150  feet  long,  and  40  wide,  and  one  story 
in  height,  to  be  sub-divided  in  shops  for  blacksmith,  tin- 
smith, carpenters  and  painters,  storage  for  lumber  and 
coffins,  wheel  and  hand  barrows. 

The  new  road  suggested  by  the  Commissioners,  run- 
ning along  the  river  on  the  west  side  of  the  Island,  and 
began  by  my  predecessor,  has  been  completed  as  far  as 
the  Work  House  grounds.  The  sea  wall  at  the  north 
extremity  of  the  Island  is  steadily  progressing  toward 
completion,  and  when  finished  will  be  a  very  formidable 
structure. 

The  inmates  have  been  kept  constantly  at  work,  the 
males  in  quarying  stone  for  sea  wall,  grading,  building 
sea  wall,  cultivating  the  grounds,  etc.  The  mechanics 
at  their  various  trades,  making  wheel  and  hand  barrows, 
coffins,  and  all  the  jobbing  incidental  to  the  various 
Institutions. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  building  needs  two  good  coats  of  paint,  espe- 
cially the  dwelling  part  of  the  front  building,  which  I 
trust  will  receive  your  early  attention. 
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The  table  showing  the  debit  and  credit  account  of  the 
depaiiment  for  the  year  1867  you  will  find  attached 
marked  Exhibit  A. 

The  table  showing  the  amount  of  labor  and  repairs 
charged  to  other  departments  you  will  find  marked 
Exhibit  B.

The  Institution  is  now  very  clean  and  healthy,  and 
open  for  the  inspection  of  all  well  disposed  persons 
from  8  o'clock  until  sundown. 

I  would  respectfully  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction  for 
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their  kindness  extended  to  me  at  all  times  in  the  prose- 
cution of  the  various  duties  incidental  to  the  Institution.

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STATEMENT 

EEXATIVE  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  IMMIGRANTS  TO  SMALL  POX 
HOSPITAL,  BLACKWELL^S  ISLAND,  ON  THE  ORDER  OF  THE 
HEALTH  OFFICER  OF  THE  PORT  OF  NEW  YORK,  AND  THE 
RETURN  MADE  BY  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  EMIGRATION, 
REFUSING  TO  PAY  FOR  THEIR  SUPPORT. 

New  York,  November*  4,  1867. 
To  die  Commissioners  of  Public  Chanties  and  CoiTection: 

Gentlemen: — I  respectfully  submit  a  statement  of 
one  of  the  many  cases  which  occur  every  month,  in  which 
the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  refuse  to  pay  for  the 
support  of  immigrants  thrown  on  this  Department,  and 
for  which  those  Commissioners  are  by  law  responsible. 
The  grounds  for  refusal  in  this,  as  in  other  cases,  is, 
that  the  names  of  the  immigrants  do  not  appear  on  the 
manifests  of  the  ships  in  which  they  arrived,  and  whether 
the  error  is  caused  by  the  names  being  eironeously 
w^ritten,  or  as  is  sometimes  the  case,  false  names  are 
given,  the  objection  is  fatal  to  the  claim  of  the  city,  no 
matter  how  conclusive  the  proof  may  be  that  the  person 
referred  to,  is  a  lawful  charge  on  the  Emigrant  Fund. 

The  case  I  now  submit  is  that  of  six  immigrants  who 
arrived  at  Quarantine  on  board  ship  John  Bertram,  from 
Hamburg,  on  the  1st  June,  1867.

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The  Health  Officer,  on  boarding  the  vessel,  found 
Emma  Gorieke,  Heiurich  Siederkrop,  Alexander  New- 
man, Louisa  Baltzen,  Bertha  Kressin  and  Paul  Kressin, 
ill  of  small  pox,  and  ordered  them  to  be  taken  direct 
from  the  ship  to  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  on  BlackwelFs 
Ishind,  as  will  appear  by  the  copy  of  the  Health  Officer 
annexed. 

I  also  submit  the  report  of  the  Warden  of  the  Hospital 
certifying  that  these  patients  were  received  by  him,  and 
the  period  of  time  they  were  in  the  Hospital.  I  further 
submit  a  copy  of  the  claim  made  on  the  Commissioner 
of  Emigration  for  their  support,  and  a  copy  of  their 
return,  in  which  they  refuse  to  pay  for  their  support,  on 
the  ground  that  their  names  do  not  appear  on  the  mani- 
fest.

It  will  be  perceived,  by  referring  to  the  Census  Eeport 
annexed,  that  we  have  maintained  during  the  past  year 
4,033  inmates,  the  majority  of  w^hom  were,  owing  to 
physical  disability  and  other  causes,  unable  to  perform 
the  slightest  manual  labor ;  thus  rendering  it  a  matter 
of  much  difficulty  to  procure  a  sufficient  number  of  male 
help  for  the  perfonnance  of  the  multifarious  labor  inci- 
dental to  the  Department.  We  have,  however,  from 
time  to  time,  received  some  few  mechsmics  and  men 
capable  of  performing  labor ;  such  we  have  endeavored 
to  use  advantageously ;   that  we  have  been  partially 
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successful,  the  annexed  table  of  labor  performed  at  the 
various  departments  will  exhibit. 

Of  the  Females,  a  large  majority  have  been  engaged 
in  the  exclusive  care  of  children ;  the  balance  Ave  have 
made  useful  in  sewing,  knitting,  &c.

The  only  changes  of  note  wliich  have  occurred  at  this 
Department  during  the  year  have  been  the  establishhig 
of  a  Hospital  for  Incurables,  on  April  1st,  and  an 
"  Asylum  for  Lidigent  Blind,"  on  June  1st,  1867.  Both 
departments  are  at  present  in  successful  operation, 
reports  of  which  are  annexed. 
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Owing  to  the  large  increase  in  numbers  at  Infants' 
Bureau,  together  with  the  amount  of  room  required  for 
their  accommodation,  we  have  been  reluctantly  com- 
pelled to  place  more  than  a  sufficient  number  of  inmates 
in  the  various  wards.  I  at  once  perceived  what  evils 
might  ensue  from  the  overcrowded  state  of  the  building, 
and  at  once  brought  the  matter  to  your  notice.  Your 
alacrity  at  responding  to  my  wishes  in  the  apportion- 
ment to  the  Infants'  Bureau  of  the  finished  portion  of  the 
new  building  at  Ward's  Island  was  hailed  with  pleasure, 
and  was  but  a  renewal  of  your  oft  exhibited  desire  to 
enhance  the  welfare  of  the  inmates  in  general. 

The  buildings,   male  and  female,    have,  during  the 
year,    been   thoroughly  renovated  and   painted.     New  * 
bedding  has  been  supplied,  and  the  bedsteads  painted  in 
the  various  wards. 

A  ward  in  each  building  has  been  set  apart  as  a  Recep- 
tion Ward  or  Quarantine  for  the  new  arrivals,  wherein 
they  are  washed  and  thoroughly  cleansed  prior  to  being 
transferred  to  the  various  wards.  The  establishinsr  of 
a  bathing  system  on  the  first  of  each  month  has,  and  I 
am  quite  sure  will,  continue  to  be,  attended  with  bene- 
ficial results  in  bettering  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
inmates.  The  roof  of  the  male  cook  house  which  had 
for  some  time  been  in  need  of  repairs,  has,  during  the

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This  department  was,  in  accordance  with  your  orders, 
organized  on  the  1st  of  June,  1867,  two  wards  in  each 
building  being  set  apart  for  this  purpose.  Prior  to 
being  occupied  the  wards  were  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
whitewashed,  the  bedsteads  and  woodwork  painted,  and 
new  bedding  supplied.  The  number  of  inmates  pro- 
vided for  at  thisj^department  since  Juno  1st  has  been 
comparatively  small. 

On  the  arrival  of  inmates  at  this  department  they  are 
immediately  subjected  to  a  bath,  after  which  they  are 
warmly  clad,  and  then  transferred  to  the  wards,  where 
beds  for  the  exclusive  use  of  each  individual  are  provided. 
Here,  under  the  auspices  of  competent  orderlies  and 
nurses,  they  receive  all  that  care  and  attention  which 
their  situation  demands,  and  which  the  laws  of  humanity 
dictate.  During  the  summer  season  they  are  allowed 
the  privilege  of  the  adjoining  grounds,  where,  under  the 
guidance  of  the  orderlies  and  their  assistants,  they  are 
afforded  whatever  amusement  or  exercise  they  desire. 

Tables  have  been  placed  in  the  wards  for  use  of 
inmates  for  the  purpose  of  taking  their  meals.  Their 
food  is  substantial  and  good,  and  in  quantities  sufficient 
for  their  wants.  The  wards  are  kept  scrupulously  clean, 
and  the  inmates  are  in  every  way  comfortable,  and  to 
all  appearance  contented  and  happy.

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DONATIONS  TO  THE  BLIND. 


The  following  are  copies  of  Resolutions  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  in  relation  to  donations  to  the  blind  : 

Wliereaa,  The  applications  for  donations  from  the  city 
to  blind  persons  are  rapidly  increasing  in  number,  and 
if  the  practice  of  making  such  donations  is  to  be  con- 
tinued it  is  desirable  to  provide  some  more  satisfactory 
method  of  ascertaining  the  merits  of  each  case  than 
that  heretofore  adopted,  as  well  as  to  save  the  city  the 
heavy  expense  of  advertising  separate  resolutions. 

Resolved^  (if  the  councilmen  concur,)  That  the  Comp- 
troller be  requested  to  give  notice  to  all  persons  intend- 
ing to  apply  for  such  relief  that  application  must  be 
made  at  his  office  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  in 
each  year,  such  application  to  be  approved  by  the  Alder- 
men and  Councilmen  of  the  Assembly  district  in  which 
such  persons  may  reside ;  each  application  to  state  the 
name,  age,  and  residence  of  the  applicant,  the  period 
during  which  he  or  she  has  resided  in  the  city,  which 
must  be  not  less  than  one  year,  whether  the  applicant  is 
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a  graduHte  of  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind, 
his  or  her  occupation,  if  any,  and  especially  whether  he 
is  or  has  been  a  street-beggar,  and  such  other  informa- 
tion as  the  Comptroller  may  deem  it  advisable  to  require. 
The  truth  of  each  statement  to  be  verified  by  the  oath 
of  the  applicant  and  by  certificate  of  one  or  more  seeing 
persons.  The  Comptroller  is  authorized  to  prepare  such 
blank  forms  for  the  use  of  persons  desiring  to  make 
application,  as  he  may  deem  advisable  ;  and  he  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  or,  on  the  completion  of  a  list  of 
applicants,  on  the  first  of  May,  communicate  such 
names  to  the  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction, 
and  also  to  the  Managers  of  the  Blind  Mechanics'  Asso- 
ciation, with  a  request  that  they  will  respectively  furnish 
him  any  information  in  their  possession  as  to  relief  or 
employment  furnished  during  the  year  ending  on  the 
first  day  of  May  to  any  of  the  persons  whose  names  are 
on  such  lists  ;  and  the  Comptroller  shall  report  to  the 
Common  Council  the  list  of  persons,  with  all  the  infor- 
mation thus  obtained. 

liesolved,  That  until  such  report  is  received  from  the 
Comptroller,  no  action  whatever  shall  be  taken  by  the 
Common  Council  upon  applications  or  resolutions  pre- 
sented for  such  relief;  nor  shall  any  donations  be 
granted  to  persons  who  shall  not  have  first  made  appli- 
cation to  the  Comj)troller,  as  herein  providtnl.

Gentlemen — By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  at  its  last  session  a  clause  was  inserted  in  the  City 
Tax  Levy  transferring  the  disbursement  of  the  fund  for 
the  relief  of  the  indigent  blind  from  the  Department  of 
Finance  to  the  care  and  discretion  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Public  Charities  and  Correction.  As  this  change  is 
made  in  accordance  with  the   recommendation  of  the 
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Comptroller  in  a  communication  to  your  Honorable 
Body  on  the  8th  of  April,  1867,  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
Common  Council  would  best  promote  the  general  pur- 
pose and  benevolent  intention  of  the  resolutions  adopted 
by  your  Honorable  Body,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
March  2,  1866,  by  either  repealing  or  so  modifying  them 
as  to  meet  the  requirement  of  the  Legislature  and  thus 
remove  what  may  be  construed  to  be  a  standing  invita- 
tion to  the  indigent  blind  of  all  conditions  throughout 
the  city  to  apply  for  the  relief  kindly  offered  for  the 
benefit  of  this  class  of  unfortunale  sufferers  in  extreme 
cases. 

In  order  that  the  Common  Council  may  fully  under- 
stand the  measures  adopted  by  the  Comptroller  in  con- 
nection with  this  subject,  the  annexed  correspondence 
is  appended,

Gentlemen — ^By  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mon Council,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  March  2,  1866, 
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(a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  inclosed),  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  prescribe  ceilain  regulations 
for  the  guidance  of  the  indigent  blind  who  are  to  be 
benefited  by  the  fund  raised  by  the  resolution.  Now  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  Common  Council  have  eiTed  in 
thus  placing  this  service  in  charge  of  the  Finance  Depart- 
ment, and,  as  I  think,  without  due  reflection  as  to  the 
character  and  amount  of  labor  required.  The  care  of  the 
indigent  of  all  classes  is  properly  committed  to  the  hands 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Charities,  and  why  make  the 
indigent  blind  an  exception  to  this  general  rule  ?  It  is 
my  opinion  that  the  resolution  of  the  Conunon  Council 
should  be  so  amended  as  to  transfer  this  duty  to  your 
Commission,  and,  with  the  view  of  making  this  change, 
I  should  like  the  benefit  of  your  judgment  on  the  subject, 
and  should  be  gratified  to  receive  your  reply  at  your 
earliest  convenience,  for  the  purpose,  if  practicable,  of 
placing  this  item  under  the  appropriate  head  in  the  Tax 
Levy  for  the  year  1867.

Sir — ^The  Commissioners  have  had  under  consideration 
your  letter  of  the  6th  instant  In  respect  to  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  money  appropriated  by  the  Common  Council 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor  blind  of  this  city. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  fraudulent  applications 
are  constantly  made  on  the  fund  by  persons  resident 
elsewhere,  in  this  and  the  adjacent  States.  The  officers 
of  this  Department,  in  the  discharge  of  their  ordinary 
duties,  have  detected  several  blind  persons  whose  object 
in  coming  to  the  city  was  solely  to  obtain  the  appropria- 
tion of  the  Common  Coimcil. 

If  it  shall  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Common  Council  to 
assign  the  relief  of  the  blind  to  this  Department,  the 
duty  will  be  discharged  according  to  the  best  judgment 
of  the  Commissioners.

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In  connection  therewith,  Alderman  Loew  offered  the 
following  resulution  for  adoption: 

"  Resolved^  That  preamble  and  resolution  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  January  29, 1866,  and  concurred 
in  by  the  Board  of  Councilmen  March  1,  1866,  in  rela-

Which  was  accepted  by  Alderman  Loew. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  then  adopted. 
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REPORT  OF  EXAMINING  PHYSICIAN 
BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL. 

To  the  HojKyi'able  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities 
and  Correction  : 

I  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report  of  the 
examinations  and  distributions  of  patients  made  at  the 
Examination  Office  from  its  opening  March  4,  1867,  to 
December  31st,  1867,  inclusive: 

The  whole  number  of  persons  presenting  permits  from 
the  Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor  was  5,9»'>5.  Of 
these  5,541  were  admitted  to  Hospital,  the  remainder, 
414,  were  rejected  as  not  demanding  such  relief. 

Of  the  5,541  admitted  to  Hospital,  the  following  dis- 
tribution was  made:  To  Bellevue  Hospital,  2,650;  to 
Charity  Hospital,  2,639  ;  to  Fever  Hospital,  112  ;  to 
Quarantine  tents,  22;  to  Epileptic  Hospital,  22;  to 
Paralytic  Hospital,  30;  to  Incurable  Hospital,  60. 

In  addition  to  these  patients,  1,009  have  been  brought 
in  by  police  officers.  These,  being  cases  of  injury 
or  sudden  illness,  do  not  often  admit  of  delay  in  distribu- 
tion, and  were  all  admitted  at  once  to  Bellevue  Hosjjital. 

The  patients  sent  to  Quarantine  are  such  ajs  present 
some  of  the  symptoms  of  the  Typhoid  Fevers,  but  not 
enough  to  make  the  diagnosis  certain. 
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A  larger  Dumber  of  cases  of  Epilepsy  and  Paralysis 
have  been  received  than  that  credited  to  the  Special 
Ho823ital  for  their  reception;  but,  owing  to  the  crowded 
state  of  these  last,  many  patients  had  to  be  sent  to  the 
General  or  Incurable  Hospitals. 

Of  the  persons  rejected  as  not  demanding  hospital 
treatment,  201  were  sent  to  the  Alms  House,  56  com- 
mitted to  the  Work  House,  67  referred  to  the  Out-Door 
Bureau,  and  90  dismissed  altogether. 

The  same  cause  that  increases  the  number  of  persons 
sent  t(>  the  Alms  House  diminishes  that  of  persons  sent 
to  Out-Door  Poor  Bureau,  viz.:  before  applying  for  a 
hospital  permit  they  nearly  all  have  been  under  dispen- 
sary or  other  medical  treatment,  and  have  exhausted 
whatever  means  they  may  have  had.  When  they  pre- 
sent themselves  at  the  Examining  Office  they  have  no 
means  of  procuring  food  and  shelter  while  their  treat- 
ment is  in  progress  at  the  Bureau.  They,  therefore, 
having  complaints  too  trivial  to  demand  a  place  in  a 
hospital,  must  needs  be  sent  to  the  Alms  House  till  they 
arc  sufficiently  recovered  to  again  support  themselves. 
Moreover,  many  apply  for  hospital  whose  only  disease 
is  destitution,  and  they  take  this  roundabout  way  of 
reaching  the  Alms  House. 

The  patients  conamitted  to  the  Work  House  are  those 
who,  having  obtained  a  hospital   permit   by  misrepre- 
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seuting  the  nature  of  their  disease,  are  found  to  have 
contagious  veiierial  diseases. 

There  is  one  class  of  applicants  for  hospital  relief 
that  demands  a  word.  That  known  in  the  institutions 
as  '*  Revolvers " ;  that  is,  persons  whose  diseases  are 
such  that  they  cannot  be  denied  admission,  but  whose 
habits  are  so  vagabond  and  dissipated  that  they  will 
not  remain  the  necessaiy  time  for  their  cure.  They 
constantly  return  at  short  intervals,  and  though  nothing 
benefited  by  the  charity  extended  to  them,  actually 
occupy  beds  in  the  hospitals  many  times  as  long  as 
would  be  necessary  for  their  cure  if  they  could  be  kept 
continuously  under  treatment.  I  would  respectfully 
suggest  to  the  Board  that  it  arrange  some  method  by 
which  such  persons  can  be  committed  or  otherwise  kept 
under  treatment,  or  else  definitely  rejected.  The  same 
regulation  as  now  existing  regarding  venerial  diseases 
would  probably  remedy  the  evil.  4 

The  appended  tables  present  more  in  detail  the  fact 
alluded  to  in  the  above  report. 

From  the  census  table  and  the  monthly  return  of 
admissions,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  hospitals  are  relieved 
of  their  surplus  of  patients  in  the  spring,  that  the  sum- 
mer brings  a  temporary  crowding  during  the  prevailing 
disorders  of  the  season,  and  that  the  hospitals  again  fill 
up  as  the  cold  weather  comes  on  with  persons  who  can 
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render    themselves    tolerably   comfortable    while    the 

weather  permits  their  remaiuhig  in  the  open  air.

Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  tables  exhib- 
iting the  number  of  monthly  admissions,  births,  dis- 
charges, and  deaths  during  the  year,  with  the  nativities 
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of  those  admitted,  also  the  number  of  Police  and  Acci- 
dent cases  received,  together  with  the  number  of  those 
cases  which  have  proved  fatal,  and  on  which  coroners' 
inquests  have  been  held. 

In  addition  will  be  found  a  statement  of  the  monthly 
and  daily  cost  of  each  inmate  of  the  Institution,  for  the 
year,  for  provisions,  clothiAg  and  bedding,  salaries, 
liquors  and  medicines,  fuel  and  miscellaneous  articles ; 
also  a  statement  showing  the  cost  of  the  different  mate- 
rial used  for  repairs  and  painting,  plumbing,  steam  and 
gas  fitting. 

A  list  is  also  appended,  in  which  will  be  found  the 
names  of  the  officers  and  employes  of  this  Institution, 
together  with  their  rank  and  annual  salary.  A  further 
statement  is  annexed,  which  exhibits  the  amount  credited 
to  this  Institution  for  the  year  ending  December  SIst, 
1867. 

The  number  of  new  articles  made  during  the  year  by 
our  female  patients  is  shown  in  schedule  A,  but  I  would 
here  observe,  that  a  large  amount  of  work  and  repairs 
to  the  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  done,  which  could 
not  be  particularized  in  this  statement. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Institution  having  been  already 
placed  in  thorough  order  and  repair,  as  will  be  seen  by 
reference  to  my  last  annual  report,  as  large  an  amount 
of  labor  in  that  respect  was  not  required  as  in  the  pre- 
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Yious  year,  still  a  considerable  number  of  improvements 
and  repairs  have  been  made. 

The  following  statement  will  exhibit  succinctly  the 
amount  of  carpenter  and  mason  work,  and  painting  done 
in  and  about  the  Institution  during  the  past  year  ;  and 
when  it  is  remembered  that  all  of  this  labor  hbs  been 
performed  solely  by  inmates,  and  at  the  actual  cost  of 
the  necessary  material  only,  I  feel  assured  that  your 
Honorable  Board  will  recognize  the  economy  as  well  as 
the  utility  that  has  characterized  these  improvements, 
and  the  expediency  of  the  means  by  which  they  were 
accomplished. 

Among  the  carpenter's  work  done  have  been  the 
repairs  to  the  woodwork  on  the  top  floor  of  the  building, 
and  blinds  on  same  floor ;  the  blinds  on  middle  house, 
together  with  general  repairs  wherever  they  were  needed. 
Among  the  new  articles  made  have  been  1,060  coffins,  a 
sufficient  number  to  supply  this  Institution,  and  the  Out 
Door  Poor  Department ;  also  two  large  book  cases  for 
RandalFs  Island  ;  one  large  glass  case  for  Hospital 
Museum  ;  a  new  partition  at  Out  Door  Poor  Depart- 
ment, together  with  a  large  number  of  crutches,  fracture 
boxes  and  splints.  An  alteration  has  been  eflected  in 
the  fire  hose  house,  and  two  stalls  erected  therein, 
together  with  feed  boxes  and  harness  closets,  to  accom- 
modate the  horses  belonging  to  the  prison  van, 
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111  the  cellar  at  the  Out-Door  Poor  Department  the 
draiu  pipes  biirsted  during  the  winter,  consequently  they 
>vere  removed,  and  new  ones  substituted  by  our  masons, 
who  have  also  kept  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  entire 
Hospital  in  good  repair,  by  timely  plastering  and  white- 
washing whenever  required.  I  would  state,  in  this  con- 
nection, that  particular  pains  have  been  taken  to  pre- 
serve the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Bath-rooms,  and 
Water-closets  throughout  the  Institution,  by  constant  dis- 
infection, cleansing  and  whitewashing.  The  painting 
has  been  upon  a  more  extended  scale;  not  only  has  the 
above  detailed  carpenters  work  been  painted,  but  also 
the  walls  and  water-closets  of  the  wards  on  the  top  floor; 
also  the  Gate  House;  exterior  and  interior  of  the  Cook 
House,  Male  and  Female  cells.  New  House  on  Dead 
House  Dock,  Iron  Verandahs,  stoops  and  the  exterior 
sash  work  around  the  Institution,  Ventilators  and  Cupola 
on  top  of  Building,  Male  and  Female  Pavilions,  Medical 
Board  Room,  Doctors'  Dining  Eoom,  Amphitheatre, 
Instrument  Soom,  Rooms  occupied  by  the  Resident 
Stafl^,  fourteen  in  number;  Apothecary  and  Decoction 
shops.  Hospital  Store  Room,  steam  pipes  in  Hospital  and 
Out-Door  Poor  Department,  Boat  House,  Ste«im  Propeller 
**Hope"  and  Small  Pox  Barge,  together  with  a  large 
amount  of  work  of  this  nature,  the  items  of  which  are 

* 

too  numerous  to  pai'ticularize. 
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III  the  Engineer's  Department,  as  in  former  years,  a 
large  amount  of  work  has  been  done,  in  keeping  all  the 
extensive  st«am  pipes  and  coils,  hot  and  cold  water  and 
gas  pipes  in  proper  repair  and  condition,  as  well  in  the 
building  of  the  Out-Door  Poor  Department,  as  in  this 
Institution! 

Your  Honorable  Board  having  adopted,  on  the  1st  day 
of  August,  the  new  diet  table  for  patients,  suggested  and 
framed  by  the  Medical  Board  of  this  Institution  (Table 
A  appended  being  a  copy  thereof),  the  same,  under  your 
instructions,  was  immediately  carried  into  effect.  Our 
cooking  arrangements  under  this  diet  table  being  inade- 
quate for  the  purpose,  it  was  found  necessary  to  erect  a  new 
oven,  adjoining  the  Cook  House,  which  was  accordingly 
done,  and  it  has  been  found,  in  conjunction  with  our  pre- 
vious conveniences,  to  answer  all  the  demimds  that  have 
been  made  upon  it.  The  change  from  the  old  to  the  new 
diet  has  worked  with  marked  success,  and  although  the 
cost  per  diem  of  each  patient  in  the  Hospital  exhibits  a 
slight  increase  since  its  adoption,  yet  it  will  doubtless 
be  found  that  this  increase  is  only  apparent,  and  that 
much  real  economy  has  been  secured  in  the  fact  that 
patients  receiving  good,  nourishing  food,  sooner  recover, 
and  are  discharged  from  the  Hospital. 

Agreeably  to  the  resolution  passed  by  your  Board,  on 
March   30th,   requesting   the    Medical    Committee    of 
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Inspection  of  thia  Institution  to  adopt  the  rules  of 
weekly  inspections,  as  practised  in  the  Military  Hospitals 
of  the  United  States,  the  desired  regulations  were 
adopted  and  since  then  there  has  been  no  intermission 
in  their  visits. 

To  the  end  that  the  orderlies  and  nurses  mio:ht  be 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  emulation  in  the  strict  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  and  especially  in  the  mainte- 
nance of  order  and  cleanliness  in  their  respective  wards, 
a  placard  is  prepared  and  suspended  in  the  Apothecary 
shop,  upon  which  the  results  of  the  weekly  inspection 
is  displayed  to  the  gaze  of  all,  the  wards  being  graded 
from  one  to  four  according  to  the  condition  in  which 
they  are  fiund;  the  result  has  answered  our  expectations, 
and  a  visible  improvement  has  since  been  manifest  in  the 
various  wards  of  the  Institution. 

It  was  formerly  the  custom  for  patients  to  receive 
whatever  article  of  food  their  friends  might  wish  to 
bring  them  ;  much  of  this  remained  unconsumed  for 
days,  and  consequently  the  vicinity  of  the  patients'  beds 
were  littered  up  with  quantities  of  indigestable  and 
unwholesome  articles ;  this  was  an  evil  that  required 
correction,  therefore  a  regulation  was  adopted  that  no 
eatables  si  ould  be  brought  into  the  Hospital  by  the 
friends  of  patients,  unless  authorized  by  a  House  Siu-- 
gcon  or  Physician,  and  then  only  in   sufficient  quantity 
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for  one  day's  consumption.  All  such  articles  are  now 
stopped  at  the  Gate  House,  until  the  proper  permit  for 
their  admission  i3  obtained  from  the  medical  attendant 
in  whose  ward  the  patient  might  be. 

The  Bureau  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Belief  for  the 
Out  Door  Poor  still  continues  in  successful  operation; 
its  benefits  not  confined  solely  to  this  Institution,  have 
been  sensibly  felt  and  appreciated,  in  the  fact  that  very 
few  now  succeed  in  obtaining  admission  to  the  hospitals 
who  are  not  actually  in  need  of  treatment  under  the 
personal  supervision  of  a  surgeon  or  physician.  Again, 
there  is  a  large  class  of  invalids  who  possess  means  of 
maintenance  at  home,  but  who  are  unable  to  pay  for 
suitable  medical  or  surgical  relief.  Those  patients  no 
longer  burden  the  hospital,  as  in  former  years,  but 
receive  advice  and  medicine  at  the  Bureau,  on  any  day 
of  the  week,  at  hours  set  apart  for  the  attendance  of  the 
visiting  physicians  and  surgeons.  All  cases  applying 
for  relief  are  classified,  and  divided  into  specialties,  two 
attending  physicians  or  surgeons  being  devoted  to  each 
specialty.  The  particular  days  and  hours  for  patients 
to  attend  at  the  Bureau,  after  the  primary  examination, 
are  designated  by  the  Consulting  Board.  The  attending 
physician  or  surgeon  records  the  history  of  every  patient 
that  may  come  under  his  specialty,  in  a  register  kept  at 
the  Bureau  for  that  purpose,  and  furnishes  the  applicant 
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with  a  card  upon  which  is  indicated  the  day  and  hour  on 
which  he  shall  return  for  further  advice  and  treatment. 
It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  be  enabled  to  state 
that  the  Morgue  still  continues  to  sustain  the  object  for 
which  it  was  intended,  and  has  become  recognized  as 
one  of  the  most  useful  institutions  in  the  country.    From 

■ 

the  appended  table,  (marked  B,)  it  will  be  seen  that 
during  the  past  year  106  bodies  were  received,  of  which 
a  large  number,  54  or  nearly  52  per  cent,  were  subse- 
quently identified  ;  the  latter  were,  with  some  few  excep- 
tions, taken  charge  of  by  the  friends  of  the  deceased, 
while  the  former,  after  remaining  upon  the  marble  tables 
in  the  exhibition  hall  as  long  as  the  state  of  the  body 
would  permit,  and  duly  advertised,  were  removed  to  the 
City  Cemetery,  Ward's  Island,  for  interment.  Prior  to 
the  erection  of  this  Institution,  it  was  a  matter  of  great 
difficulty  for  the  friends  of  missing  parties  to  obtain 
satisfactory  intelligence  as  to  the  probable  fate  of  the 
latter,  owing  to  the  summary  manner  in  which  the 
remains  were  interred  after  the  coroner  had  completed 
his  investigations.  Now,  however,  when  a  person  is 
missed  from  his  home,  or  by  his  friends,  the  Morgue 
becomes  the  first  point  of  inquiry,  and  in  very  many 
cases  no  further  search  is  necessary.  Even  if  a  bodj'  be 
interred  unrecognized,  such  precautions  are  taken,  (as 
will   be  seen   by  reference   to  the  Morgue  regulations 
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appended  to  my  annual  report  of  last  year,)  as  will  serve 
for  recognition  for  years  afterward. 

Your  Honorable  Board  having,  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  taken  into  consideration  the  then  existing  mode 
of  transporting  the  remains  of  those  who  had  died  in  the 
several  institutions  under  your  control,  to  the  city,  or 
the  City  Cemetery,  Ward^s  Island,  as  the  circumstances 
of  the  case  required,  and  finding  it  equally  inadequate 
and  inconvenient,  it  was  finally  determined  to  procure  a 
suitable  boat,  to  be  propelled  by  steam,  which  would 
serve  not  only  for  carrying  the  dead,  but  of  sufBcient 
capacity  to  convey  patients  also,  intended  for  the  Small 
Pox  and  Fever  Hospitals  on  Blackwell's  Island.  Here- 
tofore the  patients  consigned  to  these  institutions  were 
taken  to  the  Island  in  open  row-boats,  in  which  they 
were  exposed  to  the  cold  and  storms  of  winter  and  the 
scorching  suns  of  summer,  and  against  which,  by  that 
mode  of  conveyance,  there  could  be  no  protection. 
Influenced  by  these  and  other  considerations,  your 
Board  resolved  to  contract  for  the  building  of  a  small 
floating  steam  propeller,  to  be  finished  by  the  1st  day 
ot  August.  Accordingly,  at  that  time,  the  steamer 
**  Hope "  was  completed,  and  since  then  has  satisfacto- 
rily performed  the  duties  required  of  her.  Her  capacity 
is  equal  to  any  emergency  that  may  occur,  and  her  trips 
are  made  with  regularity  and  precision. 
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Not  only  are  the  patients  now  completely  protected 
against  the  weather,  and  made  as  comfortable  as  iu  the 
wards  of  the  Hospital,  but  the  offensive  spectacle  of  a 
large  number  of  coffins  containing  corpses,  on  the  way 
to  their  final  resting  place,  is  also  avoided,  as  they  are 
now  screened  by  curtains  drawn  down,  which  conceal 
them  from  public  observation.  The  early  morning  trip 
of  the  boat  is  devoted  to  this  latter  purpose,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  day  to  the  transportation  of  patients. 

A  dock  for  the  accommodation  of  the  new  dead  boat 
being  a  necessity,  it  was  determined  by  your  Board  to 
erect  a  suitable  one  immediately  in  front  of  the  Dead 
House,  which  would  sei've  also  as  a  receptacle  or  store 
house  for  coffins,  so  as  to  protect  them  from  the  weather. 
Accordingly  a  covered  dock  was  built,  thirty  feet  long 
by  fifteen  feet  in  width,  enclosed  at  both  ends,  and  con 
taining  in  its  centre  an  inclined  plane,  flanked  by  rollers, 
for  the  purpose  of  sliding  the  coffins  down  into  the 
boat.  It  has  been  found  to  answer  admirably  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  intended.  The  entire  labor  of 
building  the  store  house  was  performed  by  our  own 
carpenters,  consequently  the  cost  was  confined  merely 
to  the  materials. 

The  Medical  Students  from  the  different  colleges 
throughout  the  city  still  continue  to  appreciate  the 
clinical  advantages  afforded  by  this  Hospital,  and  the 
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Dumber  attending  the  instructions  given  by  the  various 
members  of  the  Medical  Board,  exhibits  no  diminution 
from  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Among  the  Schedules 
appended  to  this  Report,  will  be  found  one  exhibiting 
the  different  colleges  from  which  students  have  regis- 
tered their  names,  and  the  number  of  students  from  each 
college. 

At  the  instance  and  by  the  direction  of  your  Honora- 
ble Board,  a  handsome  marble  tablet  was  prepared  and 
inserted  in  the  wall  of  the  main  hallway,  as  a  merited 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late  lamented  Dr.  Valen- 
tine Mott,  who  for  many  years  devoted  so  much  of  his 
valuable  time,  and  the  resources  of  his  vast  intellect,  to 
the  interests  of  this  Institution. 

A  similar  tablet  was  also  prepared,  and  placed  in  the 
room  appropriated  to  the  Medical  Board,  dedicated  to 
the  memory  of  those  members  of  the  House  staff  who, 
since  the  organization  of  your  Board,  died  during  their 
respective  terms  of  sei'vice,  of  diseases  contracted  while 
in  the  discharge  of  duty. 

During  the  past  year.  Dr.  George  T.  Elliot,  Visiting 
Physician  to  this  Institution,  presented  the  patients  with 
a  large  number  of  magazines  and  literary  pamphlets,  for 
their  amusement  and  instruction;  they  also  received  a 
handsome  donation  of  500  baskets  of  fine  strawbemes, 
from  Mrs.  Tabor,  a  benevolent  lady  of  this  city.     Both 
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presents  were  equally  acceptable  and  duly  prized  by 
the  recipients. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  announce  the  death, 
during  the  last  spring,  of  Mr.  Charles  Beruff,  1st  assist- 
ant Apothecary  of  the  Hospital,  after  a  brief  illness. 
The  deceased  was  a  young  gentleman  of  fine  promise, 
efficient  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  his  early 
demise  was  deplored  by  all  connected  with  him  in  the 
Institution.  Mr.  Chas.  Rice,  Assistant  Apothecary  at 
the  Bureau  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief  for  the  Out- 
Door  Poor,  was  appointed  by  your  Board  to  fill  the 
vacancy  thus  occasioned. 

Accompanying  this  Report,  is  that  of  Mr.  Frey, 
Apothecary,  which  shows  in  detail  the  amount  expended 
for  Liquors  and  Medicines,  for  his  department,  during 
the  year,  together  with  the  amount  distributed  and 
charged  to  the  difierent  Institutions  in  the  Department 
for  the  same  period.  He  also  sends  an  inventory  of  the 
amount  and  value  of  stock  on  hand. 

The  spiritual  wants  of  the  patients  have  been  strictly 
attended  to  by  the  Reverend  Fathers  McGlynn,  McAvoy 
and  Gamborill,  and  the  Sisters  of  Mercy  of  the  Catholic 
Church,  also  by  the  Reverend  Mr.  Phelps,  Mr.  Serenbes, 
Mrs.  Studwell,  Miss  Meyer,  Mrs.  Kane,  and  Mrs.  Phil- 
lips of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  others,  to  all  of  whom 
our  thanks  are  due. 
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The  Resident  Staff  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  have, 
I  am  happy  to  say,  performed  their  duties  to  the  patients 
placed  under  their  care,  in  a  judicious  and  conscientious 
manner.  They  are  ail  young  men  of  talent,  and  merit 
the  commendation  of  your  Honorable  Board. 

To  Mr.  Frey,  Apothecary,  Mr.  Carroll,  Clerk,  Mr. 
Conway,  Engineer,  and  the  Matron  and  Asst.  Matron, 
Mrs.  Riddle  and  Mrs.  Corwin,  I  return  my  thanks  for 
their  active  co-operation,  in  cariying  out  good  order  and 
cleanliness,  and  the  interest  they  have  manifested  in  the 
Institution. 

The  orderlies  and  nurses  employed  in  this  Institution 
have,  with  but  few  exceptions,  very  satisfactorily  per- 
formed their  several  duties.  During  the  year,  a  number 
of  them,  prominent  for  their  intelligence  and  industry, 
were  recommended  to  your  Board  for  promotion,  as 
attendants  at  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  Epileptic  and 
Paralytic  Hospitals,  on  Blackwell's  Island,  and  they 
were  accordingly  appointed. 

The  duties  at  the  Gate  House  have  materially  increased, 
owing  to  the  new  regulations  regarding  the  admission 
of  articles  of  extra  diet;  and  I  am  happy  to  say  they 
have  been  faithfully  performed  by  the  present  gate- 
keeper and  his  assistant.  During  the  year  no  less  than 
330  bottles  of  poisonous  stuff  called  whiskey,  gin,  &c.. 
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have  been  found  concealed  on  the  persons  of  visitors  to 
patients^  Ac,  and  were  seized  at  the  gate. 

Before  closing  this  Eeport  I  would  return  my  sincere 
thanks  to  your  Honorable  Body,  for  the  interest  you 
have  at  all  times  taken  in  the  welfare  of  the  patients  in 
this  Institution,  and  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kind- 
ness extended  to  myself  by  the  individual  members  of 
your  Board.

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The  mbrtality  of  the  patients  treated  in  Bellevue 
Hospital  during  the  year  1867  was  10.1  per  cent  of  the 
whole  number  treated.  Deducting  the  Coroner's  cases 
and  incurable  diseases,  and  the  percentage  of  mortality 
of  those  amenable  to  treatment  was  7.2  per  cent. 

The  table  of  the  cases  of  death  is  appended. 

The  general  condition  and  management  of  the  Hospi- 
tal during  the  year  have  been  eminently  satisfactory  to 
the  Medical  Board.  Greater  efficiency  in  my  depart- 
ment has  been  a  noticeable  feature,  and  a  higher  degree 
of  intelligence,  and  a  more  marked  sense  of  personal 
responsibility  have  characterized  its  officers  and  em- 
ployees. The  Hospital  has  not  at  any  former  period 
been  maintained  in  such  cleanly  condition  in  all  its 
parts,  nor  has  any  department  so  thoroughly  performed 
its  special  duties. 

For  these  reasons  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Hospi- 
tal has  been  excellent  throughout  the  year.  There  has 
been  scarcely  the  appearance  of  any  of  those  hospital 
endemics  which  are  the  scourge  of  institutions  ineffi- 
ciently managed.  The  patients,  though  from  the  poorest 
classes  in  the  city,  have,  in  general,  rapidly  convalesced 
from  low  forms  of  disease  when  brought  under  the 
influence  of  the  regimen  of  the  Hospital. 

One  of  the  most  important  improvements  in  the  inter- 
nal economy  of  the  Hospital  has  been  the  adoption  of 
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a  new  and  improved  dietary.  The  subject  of  diet  has 
within  the  last  few  years  been  most  carefully  studied 
by  eminent  physiologists,  and  most  of  the  hitherto 
unsettled  questions  in  regard  to  foods  and  digestion  have 
been  settled  upon  a  scientific  basis.  In  preparing  a  new 
diet  scale  the  Medical  Board  availed  itself  of  the  service 
of  Prof.  Austin  Flint,  Jr.,  who  has  .  made  a  thorough 
and  exhaustive  study  of  this  subject.  The  present  die- 
tary of  this  Hopsital  may,  therefore,  be  considered  as 
representing  the  latest  deductions  of  science,  and  the 
results  •  of  experience  in  regard  to  the  alimentation  of 
the  sick.  The  beneficial  eflTects  of  this  improved  diet  is 
apparent  to  eveiy  medical  attendant  in  a  more  rapid 
convalescence  than  formerly  of  that  large  class  of 
patients  who  have  hitherto  sufiered  from  a  species  of 
chronic  inanition.  The  advantages  will  be  a  reduced 
morality,  a  diminution  in  the  amount  of  expensive  drugs 
and  stimulants,  and  a  shorter  residence  in  the  hospitals. 
An  important  feature  in  the  supervision  ,of  the  Hos- 
pital was  directed  by  your  Board,  in  March,  requiring 
regular  inspections  of  the  wards  and  departments  as 
suggested  by  the  practice  in  Military  Hospitals.  This 
inspection  is  now  regularly  perfonned  every  Thursday 
morning  at  10  o'clock.  It  extends  to  the  minutest 
examination  of  everything  pertaining  to  ward  manage- 
ment.    A  bulletin,  containing  the  results  of  the  inspec- 
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tion  of  each  ward  and  the  grade  they  take,  is  immediately 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  for  the  observation  of  the 
employees.  The  result  has  been  most  gratifying;  all 
superfluous  material  has  been  removed  from  the  wards 
and  the  accessory  rooms;  the  bath  rooms,  sculleries, 
private  rooms,  dressers,  drawers,  Ac,  are  well  arranged 
and  kept  in  the  most  perfect  order;  the  beds  are  neatly 
made  and  nothing  is  allowed  to  accumulate  around  them. 
The  nurses  manifest  great  interest  in  these  weekly 
inspections,  and  a  spirit  of  rivalry  has  been  excited 
which  renders  it  comparatively  easy  to  enforce  the  most 
rigid  rules.  One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  good  order 
and  cleanliness  in  the  wards  has  been  the  free  introduc- 
tion of  foods  by  the  friends  of  patients.  Such  quantities 
of  material  was  found  in  the  first  inspections,  and  so 
much  of  it  was  of  an  indigestible  nature,  that  it  was 
determined  to  intercept  all  such  packages  at  the  gate, 
and  allow  only  such  kinds  and  such  quantities  to  be  sent 
to  the  ward  as  the  medical  attendant  should  permit. 
This  regulation  has,  in  a  gi'eat  measure,  relieved  the  wards 
of  a  chief  source  of  disorder,  but  it  requires  the  greatest 
vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  gate-keeper  and  his  wife,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Pearsall^  to  enforce  the  rule.  To  their  unwearied 
efibrts  to  prevent  the  smuggling  of  foods  into  the  wards  the 
success  of  this  feature  of  the  inspection  is  entirely  due. 

From  this  inspection  we  anticipate  still  greater  improve- 
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ments  in  the  management  of  the  Hospital  during  the 
next  year. 

The  addition  of  a  photographic  department  to  the 
Hospital  will  form  a  valuable  accession  to  our  means  of 
placing  on  record  the  complete  history  of  cases.  In 
many  cases  the  preservation  of  the  external  appearances 
is  necessary  to  the  history  of  the  individual  disease.  In 
all  the  large  Military  Hospitals  photography  came  to 
be  regarded  as  an  indispensable  feature  in  the  records 
of  the  sick  and  wounded,  and  it  will  prove  not  less 
important  in  a  large  civil  Hospital. 

The  Museum  has  been  considerably  enlarged  by  the 
addition  of  valuable  morbid  specimens.  The  curator, 
Dr.  Southack,  and  his  Assistants,  Drs.  Delafield  and 
Janeway,  are  indefatigable  in  their  efforts  to  add  to  the 
collection,  and  to  put  the  specimens  in  the  best  possible 
state  for  preservation  and  study .»  The  Army  Medical 
Department,  at  Washington,  has  requested  the  exchange 
of  duplicate  specimens,  and  it  is  expected  that  by  this 
means  our  collection  may  be  greatly  enriched,  at  the 
same  time  that  it  adds  to  the  value  of  the  National 
Museum. 

The  Morgue  has  proved  a  most  important  addition  to 
the  Dead  House  and  a  great  blessing  to  the  public. 
The  removal  of  bodies  ftund  nearly  always  in  a  state  of 
decomposition,  are   early    removed  to   this   room^   to 
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which  the  public  has  free  access  at  all  times.  A  large 
number  of  persons  have  been  recognized  during  the 
year  by  their  friendS)  and  removed  for  private  burial. 

The  erection  of  a  boat  house  for  the  reception  of  the 
dead  that  are  to  be  sent  to  the  public  cemetery  has 
greatly  improved  the  facilities  of  the  boatmen,  and  has 
relieved  the  Dead  House  of  the  accumulation  of  dead 
and  coffins  that  before  frequently  occurred. 

The  grounds  about  the  Hospital  have  been  kept  in  as 
cleanly  condition  as  they  will  admit  of,  as  at  present 
arranged.  Among  the  improvements  in  the  Hospital, 
the  eirtemal  sanitary  conditions  should  not  be  lost  sight 
of.  Good  taste  and  good  sense  should  unite  to  render 
the  grounds  both  ornamental  and  useful. 

The  Apothecary's  Department  has  been  efficiently  and 
economically  conducted  by  Mr.  Frey.  As  the  medium 
of  supply  of  medicines  to  the  Island  institutions,  it  is 
one  of  the  most  important  divisions  of  service  in  this 
Hospital.  We  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  that  the 
most  ample  facilities  be  given  to  Mr.  Frey  for  the  pre- 
paration of  the  medical  supplies  of  the  various  institu- 
tions. Great  reduction  of  expenses  may  be  expected  by 
purchasing  the  crude  materials  and  compounding  the 
drugs  in  the  laboratory. 

The  resident  medical  officers   have  performed  their 
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duties  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Board. 
The  care  with  which  these  gentlemen  are  selected,  after 
a  competitive  examination,  insures  the  highest  order  of 
talent  among  the  recent  graduates  of  our  schools.  In 
this,  as  in  many  other  respects,  the  Hospital  is  being 
compensated  for  the  facilities  which  it  affords  for  medi- 
cal instiiiction. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  the  Warden,  Mr. 
Brennan,  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  manner  in  which 
he  has  discharged  the  responsible  duties  of  his  office. 
He  has  cordially  co-operated  with  the  Board  in  every 
effort  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  Hospital,  and  has 
vigilantly  and  economically  managed  every  department 
subordinate  to  him. 

The  Matron,  Mrs.  Riddle,  and  the  Assistant  Matron, 
Mrs.  Corwin,  have  performed  their  several  duties  effi- 
ciently, and  liave  cordially  aided  the  medical  officers  in 
the  management  of  the  wards. 

The  nurses  and  orderlies,  in  general,  deserve  our  com- 
mendation. They  have,  with  but  two  or  three  excep- 
tions, promptly  complied  with  the  more  stringent  rules 
now  enforced. 

The  Gatekeeper,  Mr.  Pearsall,  aided  by  his  wife,  have 
performed  their  duties  in  a  manner  to  commend  their 
services  to  your  special  consideration.     The  new  regu- 
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lations  in  regard  to  the  food  brought  in  by  the  friends 
of  patients,  have  imposed  upon  them  large  additional 
duties,  which  they  have  cheerfully  assumed  and  most 
thoroughly  performed.

HOSPITALS   IN   RESPECT  TO  DIETARY  TABLES. 


MEDICAL   BOARD   OF   BELLEVUE   HOSPITAL. 

The  Medical  Board  of  Bellevue  Hospital  held  its  regu- 
lar Monthly  Meeting  on  April  30th,  1867,  at  1  P.  M. 

Present— Drs.  J.  R  Wood,  Taylor,  Qark,  Elliott, 
Sands,  Hamilton,  Goin^ey,  Stephen  Smith. 

Dr.  George  T.  Elliot  made  the  following  remarks  on 
the  character  and  amount  of  the  special  orders  which  he 
had  signed  during  the  month  of  April  for  extra  diet. 

The  accompanying  tables,  prepared  by  my  House 
Physicians,  Drs.  NicoU  and  Forman,  show  the  exact 
amount  of  the  various  articles  of  extra  diet  ordered  by 
me  during  the  month,  and  the  character  of  the  cases 
under  treatment.  It  has  been  my  constant  endeavor  to 
make  the  requbitions  as  moderate  and  inexpensive  as 
compatible  with  the  necessities  of  the  situation;  and  it 
is  my  belief  that  the  average  amount  required  each 
month  for  the  obstetric  division  will  not  fall  much  below 
that  expended  during  April. 
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The  explanation  for  this  necessity  is  perfectly  obvious 
to  all  who  are  familiar  with  the  workings  of  the  Hos- 
pital, and  is  to  be  found  in  the  insufficient  character 
both  in  amount  and  variety  of  the  house  diet. 

With  nursing  women;  women  prostrated  by  purative 
disease^  and  the  character  of  their  confinement;  some 
who  have  suffered  from  hoemorrhage  and  the  exhaustion 
of  tedious  labor;  others  who  are  a  prey  to  the  most 
exhausting  diseases  of  their  sex,  and  with  many  children 
of  necessity  brought  up  by  hand,  a  large  amount  of 
milk,  eggs,  beef  tea  and  stimulants  must  be  used  with 
the  present  diet  scale  of  the  house. 

It  is  my  conviction  that  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction  cannot  do  anything  better 
adapted  to  promote  the  welfare  of.  the  inmates  of  the 
Hospital,  than  to  so  alter  and  improve  the  House  Diet 
as  to  relieve  the  Medical  Board  from  the  necessity  of 
making  so  many  special  requisitions  for  articles  of  inmo^ 
diate  necessity.

Eefobt  of  the  GoMMriTEE  ON  Diet  of  the  Medical 

BoABD  OF  Bellevue  Hospital. 

To  the  President  of  tlie  Medical  Board  : 

Sm — The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  stated 
meeting  of  the  Medical  Board  to  consider  the  diet  scale 
of  the  Bellevue  Hospital,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  held  several  meetings,  and  have  made 
a  careful  personal  inspection  of  the  food,  and  methods 
of  cooking,  employed  in  the  Hospital;  and,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  understanding  at  the  last  meeting  of  this 
Board,  have  associated  Professor  Austin  Flint,  jun.,  M. 
D.,  with  them  in  their  investigations. 
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It  is  well  known  that  this  gentleman  has  recently 
been  engaged  in  a  thorough  study  of  these  questions, 
for  the  second  volume  of  his  work  on  Physiology,  now 
in  press;  and  he  has  most  kindly  and  disinterestedly 
associated  himself  with  your  Committee,  and  has  em- 
bodied his  knowledge  of  the  subject  vnth.  the  views  of 
the  Committee,  in  the  elaborate  paper  herewith  pre- 
sented. 

Before  proceeding  further  with  the  subject,  it  is  just 
and  proper  to  state  formally  the  views  and  wishes  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  on  the  subject  of  Diet, 
although  they  are  well  known  to  the  Medical  Board ; 
since  the  present  suggestions  would  seem  rather  to  indi- 
cate that  we  were  taking  the  initiative  in  a  matter  which 
has  really  been  initiated  by  the  Commissioners  them- 
selves. 

The  extraordinary  development  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  and  the  influx  of  immigration,  has  demanded  a 
corresponding  and  rapid  development  of  its  charities 
to  an  extent  unknown  elsewhere;  and  the  administration 
finds  itself  compelled  perpetually  to  consider  the  best 
plans  for  reconciling  an  economical  expenditure  with 
continuously  increasing  necessities. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  plan  adopted  in  this 
Hospital  has  been  that  of  providing  a  House  Diet  of 
limited  scale,  which  demanded  that  the  members  of  the 
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Medical  Board  on  duty  should  supply  the  needs  of  indi- 
vidual patients  by  special  orders. 

We  have  thus  been  able  to  do  justice  to  our  patients, 
and  the  plan  might  have  been  continued  indefinitely, 
were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the  Commissioners  have 
recently  desired  to  fix  the  individual  responsibility  of 
those  gentlemen  on  duty  for  their  respective  requisi- 
tions ;  a  plan  which  would  be  liable  to  do  injustice  to 
many,  unless  the  character  and  number  of  cases  under 
treatment  were  also  specially  stated. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners,  however,  stated  to  the 
Chairman  of  this  Conmiittee,  before  his  appointment,  and 
to  other  members  of  the  MedicalBoard,  that  they  proposed 
to  themselves  but  one  object,  viz :  that  of  ultimately  deci- 
ding upon  the  best  method  of  providing  a  proper  diet 
scale;  that  they  always  relied  on  the  Medical  Board 
for  suggestions  and  assistance,  and  that  they  would  be ' 
most  happy  to  adopt  its  recommendations  on  the  sub- 
ject of  diet,  or  on  any  other  subject  adapted  to  promote 
the  efficiency  of  the  administration. 

It  is  but  a  few  years  since  the  same  questions  had  to 
be  thoroughly  studied  anew  in  Paris,  where  one  would 
have  supposed  that  they  had  long  since  received  a 
definite  solution,  and  some  of  the  results  are  embodied 
in  Professor  Flint's  paper.  It  is,  therefore,  not  surpris- 
ing that  the  time  has  come  for  grappling  with  them  here. 
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We  now  pass  to  the  paper  prepared  by  Professor 
Flint,  jun. 

To  Prof.  George  T.  Elliott,  Jr.,  M.  D., 

Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Diet : 
Dear  Sir  : — In  estimating  the  normal  dally  ration  for 
the  inmates  of  a  pauper  institution,  like  the  Bellevue 
Hospital,  I  conceive  that  it  is  legitimate  to  discard,  as 
impracticable  and  unnecessary,  the  ration  which  has 
been  found  necessaiy  in  the  alimentation  of  aniiies,  and 
of  able-bodied  men  from  whom  a  definite  amount  of 
physical  labor  is  to  be  exacted.  Again,  there  is  no  par- 
allel  between   the   military  and  civil   hospital,  for  the 

* 

former  are  conducted  with  the  purpose  of  returning 
men  in  good  physical  condition  as  speedily  as  possible 
to  the  arduous  duties  of  a  soldier's  life,  the  intention 
also  being  to  discharge  those  who  will  never  be  fit  for 
duty.  The  soldier,  also,  is  allowed  by  law  a  certain 
amount  of  food,  or  its  equivalent  in  money  for  his  sup- 
port ;  and  it  is  expected  that  the  alimentation  of  hospi- 
tals shall  be  regulated  by  the  surgeon  in  charge  with 
reference  to  a  definite  sum  of  money  which  he  is  allowed 
to  expend  for  each  inmate. 

In  pauper  institutions  for  the  sick,  my  impression  is, 
that  it  is  the  intention  to  provide  food  in  sufficient  quan- 
tity and  proper  form  for  the  support  of  the  inmates ; 
and  it  is  no  part  of  the  idea  of  the  management  of  such 
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institutions  to  exact  labor  from  patients,  beyond  the  light 
work  which  they  are  willing  and  able  to  perfonn,  and 
which  may  seem  desirable  simply  as  a  matter  of  occupa- 
tion, or  from  its  favorable  influence  upon  the  physical 
and  mental  condition.  It  has  been  found  by  physiolo- 
gists that  men  and  women  placed  under  these  conditions 
do  not  require  the  amount  of  nutritive  matter  which 
would  be  demanded  by  the  system  if  they  were  in  full 
health,  and  habitually  performing  the  ordinary  labor  of 
persons  of  their  class.  It  is  nevertheless  a  duty  on  the 
part  of  those  who  have  their  physical  welfare  in  charge, 
to  see  that  their  food  is  suflicient  for  the  demands  of  the 
system,  so  that  they  may  not  be  discharged  from  the 
institution  in  a  physical  condition  which  renders  them 
incapable  of  that  amount  of  labor  immediately  necessary 
to  their  support,  as  the  result  of  deficient  alimentation 
in  the  hospital.  The  moral  considerations  connected 
with  this  question  are  sufficiently  evident. 

It  is  manifestly  the  duty  of  those  in  charge  of  public 
hospitals  to  derive  all  possible  benefit,  as  far  as  regards 
the  physical  condition  of  the  inmates,  from  the  raw 
material  used  in  alimentation ;  and  with  this  end  in 
view,  it  is  necessary  to  prepare  the  food  in  accordance 
with  certain  established  scientific  principles.  These  con- 
siderations particularly  recommend  themselves,  as  they 
do  not  involve,  as  a  rule,  an  increase  in  the  outlay  for

the  raw  material,*  and  as  the  requisite  amount  of  labor 
incident  to  the  careful  preparation  of  food  can  easily  be 
procured  without  additional  expense.  It  is  desirable, 
also,  to  establish  a  regular  dietary,  which  will  answer 
for  the  great  majority  of  the  population  of  the  Hospital, 
and  will  consequently  do  away  with  much  of  the  neces- 
sity for  stimulants  and  extra  diet  prescribed  by  the 
attending  physician  ;  always  bearing  in  mind  the  fact 
that  aQy  regular  diet  scale  must  be  changed  by  the  phy- 
sician for  many  cases. 

In  suggesting  modifications  in  the  present  dietary  of 
the  Hospital,  I  shall  start  upon  the  requirements  of  a 
man  ^  in  full  health,  modified  to  suit  what  may  be  sup- 
posed to  be  the  average  requirements  of  the  inmates  of 
the  Hospital.  I  have  before  me,  not  only  the  present 
dietary  of  the  Bellevue  and  the  Charity  Hospitals,  but 
the  scale  of  diet  of  all  the  Hospitals  in  the  City  of  New 
York  I  will  not  attempt  to  criticise  the  diet  of 'other 
hospitals,  or  to  compare  the  alimentation  of  the  different 
public  institutions,  but  will  endeavor  to  point  out  the 
necessary  and  practicable  improvements  in  the  quantity, 
quality,  and  mode  of  preparation  of  food  in  the  Bellevue 
Hospital. 

A  healthy  man  discharges  from  the  body  about  two 
thousand  grains  of  nitrogenized  matter,  and  nearly  two 
and  a  half  times  that  amount  of  carbon,  making  in  all  a 
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loss  of  about  one  pound  avoirdupois  of  solid  matter. 
Supposing  the  diet  to  consist  of  bread  and  lean  meat  in 
what  hare  been  found  to  be  the  most  favorable  propor- 
tions to  supply  this  waste,  he  would  receive  about  thirty- 
five  ounces  of  bread,  and  about  ten  ounces  of  meat, 
which  contain  a  little  more  than  two  thousand  grains  of 
carbon.  The  diet  scale  of  the  Bcllevue  Hospital  gives 
twenty  ounces  of  bread,  five  ounces  of  boiled  meat, 
(which  remains  after  eight  ounces  of  meat  have  been 
boiled  to  make  the  soup,)  two  ounces  of  milk,  and  one 
ounce  of  sugar.  In  addition,  the  patients  have  one  pint 
of  soup  and  two  pints  of  tea,  with  potatoes  twice  a  week. 
I  assume,  that  from  the  soup  and  meat  each  patien^  gets 
the  equivalent  of  eight  ounces  of  meat.  The  tea  can 
only  be  regarded  as  an  accessary  aliment,  and  is  not  to 
be  directly  considered  in  estimating  the  absolute  quan- 
tities of  nitrogenized  matter  and  carbon  received. 

The  following  are  the  quantities  of  nitrogem'zed  mat- 
ters and  carbon  roughly  estimated  for  in  the  present  hos- 
pital ration  :

Were  this  diet  strictly  followed  out,  it  would  un- 
doubtedly  prove   insufficient   in   (juantity;    but  I   am 
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informed  by  the  Warden  of  the  Hospital  that  the  quan- 
tity of  bread  is  not  restricted,  as  regards  each  patient, 
and  that  those  who  desire  more  than  the  average  above 
given,  obtain  it.  The  quantity  of  meat,  however,  is 
undou])tedly  insufficient;  and  this  is  probably  the  main 
cause  of  the  almost  universal  necessity  for  extra  diet. 
This  same  difficulty  formerly  existed  in  the  hospitals  of 
Paris,  and  a  commission  composed  of  the  highest  Paris- 
ian authorities  on  these  subjects,  reported  improvements 
in  diet,  as  well  as  other  hygienic  conditions,  which  were 
proposed  with  a  view  of  abolishing  almost  entirely 
orders  for  special  diet,  except  in  extraordinary  instances. 
This  commission,  of  which  M.  Payen  was  President, 
recommended  an  allowance  of  about  sixteen  ounces  of 
raw  meat  (which  was  assumed  to  be  equivalent  to  about 
eight  ounces  of  cooked  meat)  to  each  person — one-half 
of  the  meat  to  be  used  in  making  soup,  and  the  remain- 
der to  be  roasted.  The  allowance  of  bread  recom- 
mended was  about  twenty  ounces.  This  report  will  be 
referred  to  again  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of 
food. 

In  connection  with  certain  improvements  with  regard 
to  the  variety  of  food  and  its  preparation,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  the  allowance  of  meat  for  each  patient  be 
increased  to  at  least  ten,  and  perhaps  twelve  ounces; 
the  allowance  of  bread  remaining  about  the  same. 
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The  quality  of  the  beef  used  in  the  Hospital  is  not 
the  most  economical  or  the  best  for  the  patients.  In- 
stead of  using  exclusively  what  is  known  as  the  "  chuck  " 
and  the  shoulders,  or  the  inferior  parts  of  the  fore-quar- 
ter, the  round  should  be  used  in  addition;  the  parts 
from  the  fore-quarter  being  used  only  in  making  soup. 
In  the  report  from  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  it  is  stated  that 
**  the  rounds  pf  beef  are  more  juicy  and  nutritious,  and 
more  economical  than  the  lower  priced  fore-quarters. 
The  latter,  consequently,  is  never  purchiised  by  us." 
The  average  consumption  of  beef  by  the  inmates  of  **  St 
Luke  "  is  something  over  eight  ounces  per  diem  for  each 
patient. 

It  is  desirable  also  to  alternate  the  ration  of  fresh 
beef  with  mutton,  with  round  of  beef  slightly  corned, 
and  salt  pork.  This  variety  in  meat  diet  has  been 
found  by  physicians  to  be  absolutely  essential  to  proper 
nutrition.  It  is  unnecessary  to  discuss  further  a  fact  so 
well  established. 

Vegetables  are  not  used  in  the  Hospital  in  sufficient 
abundance,  or  in  proper  variety.  With  the  class  of 
patients  that  form  the  great  majority  of  the  inmates  of 
other  institutions,  potatoes  are  almost  a  necessity;  and 
these  should  be  given  every  day  instead  of  twice  a  week. 
Turnips,  cabbages,  parsnips,  onions,  &c.,  should  be  occa- 
sionally served   separately  as  vegetables,  as   well  as 
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Ufied  in  making  soup.  Dried  beans  and  peas  should  also 
be  used,  made  into  soups  or  purees,  and  served  sepa- 
rately. It  would  be  desirable,  and  not  expensive,  to 
give  patients  hominy  occasionally,  in  alternation  with 
coni  meal.  The  bread  should  be  made  invariably  of 
wheaten  flour,  without  admixture.  In  the  present  way 
of  making  soup,  quite  a  number  of  vegetables — ^barley, 
turnips  and  parsnips — with  broken  bread  and  Indian 
meal,  are  used.  In  addition  to  these,  it  would  be  desi- 
rable to  use  onions  and  carrots. 

Patients  should  get  butter  with  their  bread  at  least 
once  a  day,  at  tea,  and  it  would  be  desirable  that  butter 
should  be  given  at  breakfast;  but  molasses  may  be 
substituted  in  the  morning  without  great  disadvantage. 
At  present  they  get  no  butter,  and  all  those  who  have 
extra  diet  seem  to  crave  greasy  soups.  Sugar  and  milk 
are  apparently  issued  in  suflScient  quantity. 

Patients  are  now  allowed  salt  and  vinegar,  but  they 
should  also  have  mustard  when  they  desire  it. 

Both  coffee  and  tea  should  be  used  in  the  Hospital. 
If  these  articles  be  pure  they  are  economical,  as  they 
undoubtedly  enable  the  system  to  be  sustained  upon  a 
quantity  of  nutriment  less  than  would  be  required  if 
they  were  not  used.  The  coffee  should  always  be  pur- 
chased in  the  kernel;  for  although  the  adulterated  arti- 
cles may  be  as  agreeable  as  the  inferior  grades  of  pure 
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coffee,  the  favorable  effects  upon  nutritiou  are  not 
obtained  by  their  use.  Coffee  should  be  issued  at 
breakfast,  and  tea  in  the  evening;  but  tea  may  be  taken 
in  the  morning  by  those  who  desire  it,  as  these  two  arti- 
cles have  sensibly  the  same  general  effect.  One  of  the 
most  beneficial  effects  of  these  articles  upon  hospital 
patients  is  in  promoting  cheerfulness.  The  article  used 
in  the  Hospital  is  an  inferior  grade  of  green  tea.  This 
is  more  liable  to  adulteration  than  black  tea,  and  its 
effects  upon  the  system  are  almost  alwiiys  unpleasant. 
Black  tea  should  always  be  used.  If  the  nervous  dis- 
turbances ordinarily  produced  by  green  tea  have  not 
been  observed  in  the  Hospital,  it  is  because  the  quantity 
issued  for  each  patient  has  been  very  small,  and  the 
article  itself  is  probably  not  perfectly  pure.  The  tea 
should  never  be  boiled,  if  this  can  be  avoided,  for  the 
aroma  upon  which  much  of  its  beneficial  influence 
depends,  is  then  lost. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  mode  of  cooking  for 
the  patients  in  the  Hospital.  The  cooking  resolves  itself 
with  the  making  of  soup  and  bread,  as  these  are  the 
main  articles  of  diet  for  the  patients.  The  method  of 
making  bread  I  did  not  examine,  but  the  bread  itself  I 
found  to  be  of  good  quality.  Upon  the  mode  of  manu- 
facture of  the  soup,  I  have  some  criticisms  to  make. 

The   quantity  of  meat  used  in  making  the  soup  is 
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apparently  sufficient.  The  cook  could  not  give  me  the 
exact  proportion,  but  estimating  eight  ounces  for  every 
pint  of  soup,  which  is  boiled  down  from  twice  the  quan- 
tity of  water,  the  proportion  of  meat  is  originally  forty 
pounds  to  twenty  gallons  of  water,  and  this  boiled 
down  one-half  makes  eighty  pounds  of  meat  to  twenty 
gallons  of  soup.  The  meat  is  cut  into  pieces  of  seven 
or  eight  pounds  each  before  boiling.  The  vegetable 
matters  used  are  mostly  barley  and  Indian  meal,  with 
broken  bread.  Turnips  or  parsnips  are  used  about  half 
the  time.  No  carrots  are  used.  Onions  are  never  used, 
but  leeks  are  used  when  in  season.  The  soup  is  boiled 
for  three  hours,  and  then  taken  out  and  served  imme- 
diately. Skimming  is  commenced  about  half  an  hour 
after  the  soup  is  put  on;  but  the  grease  is  not  thoroughly 
removed.  The  barley  and  meal  are  put  in  immediately, 
and  the  other  vegetables  about  half  an  hour  before  serv- 
ing. Any  scrap  that  may  be  left  is  put  in  and  boiled 
with  the  rest  the  next  day,  after  removing  the  fat  from  the 
top.  With  one  pint  of  soup,  about  five  ounces  of  soup  meat 
is  served  to  each  patient.  When  mutton  soup  is  made, 
about  twenty-five  per  cent  more  meat  is  used.  One  pint 
of  soup,  five  ounces  of  boiled  meat,  and  bread  in  variable 
quantity,  constitute  the  ordinary  dinner.  Every  Friday 
mush  and  milk  are  substituted  for  soup  and  meat.

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The  faults  in  this  mode  of  making  soup  are  the  fol* 
lowing: 

The  soup  is  boiled  down  briskly,  and  in  that  way  the 
aroma  is  lost,  and  the  meat  is  hardened  and  not  well 
extracted.  The  soup  is  not  skillfully  seasoned,  and  is 
too  greasy.  There  is  no  opportunity  of  vaiying  the 
strength  of  the  soup,  and  it  can  be  used  only  for  the 
ordinary  diet,  and  never  as  extra  diet.  It  would  be 
desirable  to  make  a  soup  which  could  be  used  undiluted 
or  slightly  diluted  for  extra  diet,  and  be  considerably 
diluted  for  ordinary  diet.  In  this  important  item  in 
cookery,  I  do  not  think  that  the  formula  used  for  the 
hospitals  of  Paris  can  be  improved  upon.  This  formula 
is  the  result  of  careful  scientific  enquiry.  It  makes  a 
broth  which  can  be  used  undiluted;  as  beef  tea  it  may 
be  largely  diluted  for  soup.  If  this  were  used  in  the 
Bellevue  Hospital,  the  visiting  physician  would  know 
precisely  what  his  patient  was  receiving  when  he  ordered 
soup  or  broth. 

FORMULA  FOR  MAKING  SOUP— (twentt  gallons  of  bbotb.) 

Water 20  gaUona. 

Meat  (weighed  with  the  booes) 70   poands. 

Vegetables 15      do 

Salt  (white) 1|    do 

Burnt  onions  (baked  in  an  oven  until  desiccated) ••  {    do 

The  capacity  of  the  kettles  should  not  exceed  twenty 
gallons,  as  in  larger  vessels  the  pressure  on  the  lower 
strata  of  the  liquid  causes  the  temperature  to  rise  too 
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high,  and  the  aromn  is  thereby  in  part  destroyed.  The 
meat  should  be  cut  from  the  bones  and  tied  with  strong 
cords  into  packages  of  nine  or  ten  pounds  each.  The 
bones  should  be  broken  up  and  placed  in  the  bottom  of 
the  kettle.  The  packages  of  meat  should  then  be  placed 
upon  a  perforated  false  bottom  or  a  grating,  above  the 
bones.  Twenty  gallons  of  cold  water  are  then  poured 
in,  the  whole  is  raised  to  the  boiling  point,  and  the  scum 
is  removed  as  it  forms.  It  is  kept  gently  boiling  for 
two  hours,  during  which  time  it  is  constantly  skimmed. 
Between  the  first  and  second  hour,  when  the  skimming 
is  nearly  completed,  the  vegetables,  with  the  burnt 
onions,  are  introduced  enclosed  in  a  net  bag.  (The 
burnt  onions  may  be  omitted,  as  they  are  only  used  to 
give  a  dark  color  to  the  soup.)  A  gentle  ebullition  is 
then  maintained  for  four  or  five  hours.  The  fire  is  then 
extinguished;  and  after  about  an  hour,  the  vegetables, 
the  me^  and  the%gfaU^  are  taken  out.  When  the 
latter  is  to  be  used,  the  congealed  fat  is  taken  from  the 
top,  and  the  bouillon  is  mixed  with  about  the  same 
quantity  of  water  and  heated  to  make  soup.  The 
vegetables  to  be  used  are  cabbages,  carrots,  onions, 
turnips  or  parsnips.  The  clear  bouillon  may  be  used  as 
beef  tea,  or  it  may  be  diluted  according  to  the  direction 
of  the  physician. 

In   this  process,  the  nutritive  value  of  the  meat  is 
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nearly  destroyed,  and  it  can  only  be  used  afterwards 
mixed  with  vegetables  in  the  form  of  hash,  or  made  into 
an  Irish  stew. 

The  commission  of  the  alimentation  of  the  French 
hospitals  recommended  unanimously  that  patients  should 
receive  roasted  meats.  This  is  absolutely  necessary; 
the  system  cannot  be  properly  nourished  when  boiled 
articles  alone  are  used.  It  is  indispensable  that  arrange- 
ments be  made  at  Bellevue  Hospital  for  roasting  on  a 
large  scale,  as  well  as  baking  occasional  articles.  I  will 
indicate  what  seems  to  me  to  be  the  proper  amount  of 
roasted  meats  in  the  scale  of  diet  for  the  week.  It  would 
be  desirable,  if  possible,  to  serve  once  or  twice  a  week, 
a  rice,  bread,  or  Indian  pudding;  which  could  be  done 
without  much  expense,  if  there  were  arrangements  for 
baking  on  a  large  scale.  In  this  way  the  broken  bread 
of  the  week  could  be  used  very  satisfactorily. 

The  whole  organization  of  the  cookery  department 
seems  to  me  to  be  defective,  from  want  of  knowledge 
and  experience  in  the  "  head  cook,"  if  he  may  be  so 
called,  and  an  insufficient  number  of  intelligent  subor- 
dinates. To  cook  for  from  six  to  eight  hundred  patients 
requires  a  well  regulated  organization,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  trustworthy  superintendent,  who  is  an  educated 
and  experienced  cook.  The  services  of  such  a  person, 
even  if  he  were  paid  a  high  salary,  would  be  a  saviug 
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to  the  institution,  for  every  particle  of  nutritive  mate- 
rial would  be  used,  the  diet  of  the  patient  would  be 
immensely  improved,  and  they  would  consequently 
recover  more  rapidly  and  remain  less  time  in  the  Hospi- 
tal, and  the  amount  of  stimulants  and  extra  diet  required 
would  be  diminished  to  a  fraction  of  what  is  at  present 
used.  All  these  advantages  were  considered  by  the 
French  Commission  already  referred  to,  and  they  recom- 
mended extensive  improvements  in  the  dietaries  of  the 
Parisian  hospitals,  on  economical  as  well  as  humanitarian 
grounds. 

The   following  diet   scale,  if  adopted  in  substance, 
would,  I  believe,  produce  many  of  these  good  results :

Bbbakfabt — Coffee  or  tea^  with  mUk  and  sogar;  mnsh,  with  molasies  or 
milk ;  bread  and  butter.

BvppBB — ^Tea,  milk  and  sngar;  bread  and  batter. 

TUESDAY. 

Bbbakfast — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sugar;  boiled  beans;  bread  and  bat- 
ter. 
DismBB — Soap;  boiled  or  roasted  mutton ;  potatoes;  bread. 
SuppBB — Tea,  milk  and  sngar;  bread  and  batter. 

WBDNESDAT. 

Bbbakfast — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sugar;  hashed  meat,  well  seasoned; 
bread  and  batter. 

BiHHBB — Irish  stew;  potatoes;  bread;  (baked  Indian,  rice,  or  bread 
pudding  7) 

SuppEB — ^Tea,  milk  and  sugar;  oat-meal  gruel  or  porridge  of  some  kind; 
bread  and  butter.

THURSDAY. 

Breakpast — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sagar;  boiled  hominy,  with  molassea 
or  milk;  bread  and  butter. 

Dinner — Soop;  roast  beef;  potatoes;  bread.  (Instead  of  beef,  baked 
beans  and  pork  may  be  occasionally  given.) 

Supper — Tea,  milk  and  sugar;  bread  and  butter. 

FRIDAY. 

Breakfast — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sugar;  mush,  with  molasses  or  milk; 
bread  and  butter. 

Dinner — Boiled  salt  cod-fish,  (fresh  fish  cooasionally,  if  possible;)  pota- 
toes; broad;  hominy  and  molasses. 

Supper — Tea,  milk  and  sugar ;  bread  and  butter. 

SATURDAY. 

Breakfast — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sugar;  hashed  meat,  well  seasoned; 
bread  and  butter. 

Dinner — Boiled  beef,  slightly  corned,  with  boiled  cabbage  or  turnips; 
potatoes;  bread. 

Supper — Tea,  milk  and  sugar;  bread  and  butter. 

SUNDAY. 

Breakfast — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sugar;  boiled  hominy,  with  molasses 
or  milk ;  bread  and  butter. 

Dinner — Roast  beef;  potatoes;  bread;  (baked  rice,  Indian,  or  bread 
pudding?) 

Supper — Tea,  milk  and  sugar;  bread  and  butter. 

In  the  above  diet  scale,  there  are  a  few  radical  changes 
from  the  present  dietary  of  the  Hospital  ;  the  most 
important  of  which  is  the  substitution  on  many  days  of 
roasted  meats  for  soup  with  the  scrap  meat,  and  the  sup- 
pression of  the  ration  of  soup  meat,  except  in  the  form 
of  hash  for  breakfast.  Another  important  change  is  the 
addition  of  butter  to  the  ration.  This  should  certainly 
be  given  at  supper,  but  it  may  be  omitted  at  breakfast. 
Finally,  the  important  requirement  of  variety  in  diet  is 
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met.  At  breakfust,  the  addition  of  mush,  hominy,  boons, 
hutih,  etc.,  will  not  increase  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
ptitient,  for  consumption  of  bread  will  be  correspond- 
ingly diminished.  It  will  undoubtedly  involve  more 
labor,  but  this  should  not  be  considered  when  unpaid 
labor  is  so  easily  procured.  With  such  a  diet  scale  as 
the  above,  extras  would  not  be  required  except  in  nurs- 
ing women,  or  in  cases  of  disease  in  which  vigorous  sus- 
taining measures  are  indicated.

In  addition  to  the  above  recommendations,  your  com- 
mittee suggest  that  a  pint  of  milk  and  an  egg  shall  be 
added  to  the  daily  ration  of  each  woman  who  has  been 
confined. 

In  concluding  their  report,  the  committee  desire  to 
express  their  hope  that  it  may  lead  to  a  further  inter- 
change of  views  with  the  Commissioners,  which  may 
facilitate  the  final  attainment  of  a  Diet  Scale  combining 
the  three  great  requisites — Sufficiency,  Variety,  and 
Economy.

MEDICAL  BOARD  OF  CHARITY  HOSPITAL. 

Special  meeting  of  the  Medical  Board  of  the  Charity 
Hospital,  at  the  building  for  the  Relief  of  Outrdoor 
Poor,  May  8,  1867. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Diet  made  the  following 
report : 
To  the  Medical  Board  of  Charity  Hospital : 

Gentlemen — Your  Conmiittee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  subject  of  the  Diet  at  Charity  Hospital,  respectfully 
report  that  they  find  the  Diet  furnished  the  inmates  of 
the  Hospital  to  be  as  follows : 

Bbbakvast — ^Bread,  tea  one  pint,  milk  one  onnee,  sngu  lutlf  an  onnee. 

SiTppBB — Same  m  breakfaat.  Thi«  withoat  rariation  from  week  to 
month. 

DiNBXB — Bread,  yege table  aoop,  boiled  meat,  six  daya  in  each  week ;  on 
Pridaya  mask  and  milk;  on  Saturday  eight  oancea  of  boiled  potatoea  in 
addition  to  the  aoap  and  meat. 

The  quantity  of  bread  per  day,  twenty  omieea;  of  meat  Are  ooneea,  inra- 
riably  the  meat  from  whieh  the  aonp  baa  been  made. 

They  also  reconunend  that  the  Committee  of  Inspec- 
tion  shall  be  empowered  to  increase  or  diminish  the 
quantity  of  any  article  in  the  prescribed  diet,  as  circum- 
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stances  may  require,  as  well  as  to  vary  the  order  in 
which  it  shall  be  provided. 

In  presenting  the  above  Diet  Table,  the  Committee 
have  kept  in  view  the  fact  that  Charity  Hospital  is  a 
public  institution,  and  supported  by  moneys  levied  from 
the  public,  consequently  demanding  a  due  economy,  in 
all  matters  pertaining  to  its  supplies,  and  they  are  con- 
vinced that  when  fully  adopted  and  faithfully  furnished, 
the  above  Diet  Table  will  prove  economical,  by  lessen- 
ing to  a  great  extent  the  present  necessity  for  the  large 
amoupt  of  extra  diet  ordered,  as  well  as  in  the  expenses 
for  costly  medicines  and  stimulants.  But  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  cases  are  daily  presenting  themselves  in 
which  extra  diet  will  be  indispensable,  they  recommend 
that  the  Steward  be  required  to  keep  on  hand,  at  all 
timeSf  the  following  articles,  or  the  materials  from  which 
they  are  prepared,  to  be  known  as  "  Extra  Diet,"  viz.  : 
milk,  eggs,  farina,  oatmeal,  butter,  coffee,  white  sugar, 
lemons,  whiskey,  ale  (bottle),  porter,  wine,  beefsteak, 
mutton  chop,  ham  (smoked),  tomatoes,  when  in  season, 
or  canned. 

They  also  recommend  that  as  soon  as  proper  conve- 
nience for  " roasting"  can  be  provided,  a  suitable  piece 
of  beef  be  roasted  each  day,  from  which  beefsteaks  can 
be  cut,  instead  of  the  present  uncertain  method  of  cook- 
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I'ng  tbe  steafas,  which  in  many  instances  are  unpalatable, 
being  orcr  or  under  done,  sent  up  cold,  &c. 

The  above  plan  is  in  use  at  the  New  York  and  other 
Hospitals,  and  appears  to  give  entire  satisfaction.

It  is  not  deemed  necessary  by  the  Committee  to  offer 

any  argument  to  induce  the  Commissioners  to  adopt  the 

above   Diet   Table,  after   their  prompt  approval   and 

adoption  of  the  amended,  and,  as  we  believe,  improved 

Diet  Tables  for  Charity  and  Bellevue  Hospitals,  upon 

the  recommendation  of  their  respective  Medical  Boards, 

knowing  it  to  be  their  desire  to  provide  as  liberally  for 

the  unfortunate  inmates  of  the  Hospitals  under  their 

care  as  a  due  regard  for  the  economical  use  of  the  funds 

at  their  disposal  will  permit.

Island.

Report  of  the  CoMMirrEE  on  Diet  of  the  Children's 

Nurseries  on  Randall's  Island. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and 
Collection: 

Gentlemen — ^Your  Committee,  appointed  October  3d, 
**  to  revise  the  Dietary  Table  of  the  Children's  Nurseries 
on  Randall's  Island,"  beg  leave  to  present  the  following 
Report : 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  various  Pepartments 
on  Randall's  Island,  excepting  the  Hospital  Department, 
the  dietary  of  which  is  already  satisfactorily  arranged, 
and  have  informed  ourselves,  by  thoroughly  interroga- 
ting the  cooks  and  other  officials,  of  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  the  supplies  furnished,  the  mode  of  prepara- 
tion,  and  the  manner  of  serving  the  food  to  the  children. 
Our  report  will  embody  some  general  considerations 
concerning  the  alimentation  of  children  such  as  are 
received  into  the  Institutions  on  Randall's  Island,  a 
review  of  the  present  dietary  of  the  Institutions,  and 
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suggestions  with   regard  to  improvements  which  have 
seemed  to  us  necessary  and  practicable. 

The  nurseries  contain  from  five  hundred  to  six  hundred 
children  of  various  ages,  divided  as  follows  :  the  Quar- 
antine has  from  fifty  to  sixty  inmates,  some  of  whom  are 
permanent  and  others  temporary,  being  removed  in  about 
ten  days  after  their  admission  to  the  other  departments. 
The  permanent  residents  are  from  two  to  fourteen  years 
of  age  ;  and  the  temporary  residents  are  from  five  to 
fourteen.  The  population  of  this  department  is  con- 
stantly changing,  and  the  numbers  are  very  variable. 
The  Infants'  Department  has  a  population  of  about  fifty, 
ranging  from  two  to  five  years  of  age.  The  other 
departments  are,  the  Small  Boys,  about  one  hundred  in 
number,  with  ages  ranging  from  five  to  seven  ;  the  Large 
Boys,  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  in  number,  with  ages 
ranging  from  seven  to  fourteen  ;  and  the  Girls,  number- 
ing about  one  hundred,  from  seven  to  fourteen  years  of 
age.  The  small  boys  and  the  girls  take  their  meals 
together,  and  the  large  boys  are  served  by  themselves. 

The  small  boys,  the  large  boys,  and  the  girls  are  sup- 
plied from  the  main  kitchen,  where  the  food  of  all  is 
cooked  together.  The  Quarantine  and  the  Infants' 
Department  have  each  their  separate  kitchens  and  sup- 
plies. 

In   our   considerations   regarding  the  diet  of  these 
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children,  the  sick  are  excluded,  as  they  are  immediately 
transferred  to  the  hospital. 

In  the  alimentation  of  the  Nurseries,  certain  peculiar- 
ities incident  to  the  nutritive  demands  of  the  system  in 
early  life  must  be  recognized.  The  inmates  of  the  other 
Institutions  under  your  charge,  being  adults,  have  passed 
through  the  perils  of  early  life,  and  their  constitutions 
have  become  fully  developed.  In  them,  the  nutritive 
demands  of  the  organism  are  about  equal  to  the  waste 
and  the  discharge  of  worn-out  matter  in  the  form  of 
excretions.  If,  either  before  or  after  their  admission 
into  the  Institutions,  the  supply  of  nourishment  be 
slightly  deficient,  the  system  becomes  somewhat  reduced; 
but  if  this  be  not  carried  too  far,  a  sufficient  diet  is  capa- 
ble of  restoring  nutritive  activity,  and  they  soon  return 
to  their  normal  condition.  It  is  a  fact  well  known  to 
physiologists,  that  men  who  have  arrived  at  full  devel- 
opment are  capable  of  enduring  hardship,  and  recuper- 
ating after  privations,  which  would  produce  permanent 
hijury  to  the  constitution  in  young  persons  on  the 
threshold  of  adult  life. 

Children  from  two  to  fourteen  years  of  age  are  not 
capable  of  resisting  bad  alimentation,  either  as  regards 
quantity,  quality  or  variety.  At  that  age,  the  demands 
of  the  system  for  nourishment  are  in  excess  of  the  waste  ; 
the  extra  quantity  being  required  for  growth  and  devel- 
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opment.  If  the  proper  quantity  and  variety  of  food  be 
not  provided,  full  development  cannot  take  place,  and 
the  children  grow  up,  if  they  survive,  into  puny  men 
and  women,  incapable  of  the  ordinary  amount  of  labor, 
and  liable  to  diseases  of  various  kinds.  This  is  fre- 
quently illustrated  in  the  higher  walks  of  Hfe,  particu- 
larly in  females ;  for  many  suffer  through  life  from 
improper  diet  in  boarding  schools,  due  to  false  and  arti- 
ficial notions  of  delicacy  or  refinement.  After  a  certain 
period  of  improper  and  deficient  diet  in  children,  the 
appetite  becomes  permanently  impaired,  and  the  system 
is  rendered  incapable  of  appropriating  the  amount  of 
matter  necessary  to  proper  development  and  growth. 

We  make  these  remarks  to  indicate  the  great  import- 
ance of  proper  alimentation  in  children,  and  to  show  that 
their  young  and  impressible  organizations  are  more 
sensitive  than  the  system  of  the  adult,  and  consequently 
that  their  alimentation  should  be  more  carefully  watched. 

Again,  there  are  many  articles  of  food  proper  for  the 

adult,  which  cannot  be  taken  by  children;  and  while,  in 

the  latter,  variety  in  diet  is  of  great  importance,  it  is 

more  difficult  to  provide  in  public  Institutions.     Children 

soon  become  disgusted  with  a  monotonous  diet,  and  lose 

that  relish  for,  and  keen  enjoyment  of  food,  characteristic 

of  youth.     The  necessity  of  a  varied  diet  for  the  adult 

has  been  fully  oonsidered  in  a  report  by  the  Chairman 

16 
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of  this  Committee  on  the  diet  of  the  Bellevue  Hospitak 
It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  this  seems  even  more  necessary 
in  the  alimentation  of  children. 

DlETAKT  OF  THE  QUARANTINE. 

{Estimated  f&r  Sixty  Inmates.^ 

At  the  Qaarantine,  the  breakfast  and  the  snpper  are  the  same  throughout 
the  week,  while  the  dinners  are  more  or  less  varied  every  day. 

Breakfast,  at  7,  a.  m. — Coeoa,  a  little  more  than  half  a  pint  for  the 
smaller  ohildren,  and  a  little  less  than  a  pint  for  the  larger  children ;  with 
bread  for  the  larger,  and  bread  and  batter  for  the  smaller  children.  At  this 
meal,  the  bread  is  given  in  such  quantity  as  the  children  desire.  The  coooa 
is  made  in  the  following  way : 

One -half  a  pound  of  the  cocoa  is  boiled  with  fonr  quarts  of  milk,  (Ameri- 
can Condensed  Milk  Company's  milk,  to  which  four  parts  of  water  have  been 
added),*  and  with  water  to  make  twenty  quarts.  To  this  are  added  two 
pounds  of  sugar. 

SuppBR,  at  54,  p.  M. — Bread  and  milk.  The  quantity  of  milk  is  from  half 
a  pint  to  a  pint  for  each  child,  according  to  age.  The  Matron  states  that 
she  does  not  consider  it  desirable  to  give  the  children  at  supper  all  the  bread 
they  can  eat.  One  loaf  of  bread  supplies  about  ten  children;  the  quantity 
to  each  being  graduated  according  to  age. 

DxHNBB,  at  13,  X. — The  arrangement  of  the  dinners  is  as  follows: 

MONDAT. 
Roast  mutton,  with  bread. 

TUESDAY. 

Beef,  potted  or  stewed,  with  bread. 

WEDNE6PAY. 
Mutton  soup,  with  the  meat,  and  bread. 

THURSDAY. 
Roaet  beef  or  potted  beef,  with  bread. 

FRIDAY. 

Codfish  or  haddock,  stewed  with  potatoes,  (ordinarily  called  picked-up 

oodfish),  with  bread. 

SATURDAY. 
Stewed  beef,  with  bread. 

SUNDAY. 

Roast  beef  and  mashed  potatoes,  with  bread.     (During  the  hot  summer 

months  they  have  bread  and  milk,  as  much  as  they  want,  for  their  Sunday 

dinner.) 


•  The  milk  referred  to  in  this  report  is  always  to  be  understood  as  oom- 
posed  of  one  part  of  condensed  milk  to  ten  of  water. 
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The  supply  of  meat  to  the  Qnarantine  is  twenty-flye  pounds  of  heef  or 
matton  (with  the  bones)  each  day,  except  Friday,  when  twenty  pounds  of 
flsh  are  substituted. 

We  do  not  find  much  to  criticise  in  the  dietary  of  the 
Quarantine.  The  quantity  of  meat  is  sufficient,  and  it 
is  evidently  well  prepared,  being  cooked  in  the  ordinary 
way,  in  a  private  kitchen.  The  quality  of  the  cocoa  is 
fair,  though  it  might  be  improved  by  adding  more  milk. 
Potatoes  should  certainly  be  given  more  frequently. 
Crackers,  between  meals,  are  given  to  the  smaller  chil- 
dren. All  the  children,  however,  look  well,  and  seem 
properly  nourished  ;  and  we  will  defer  our  suggestions 
until  we  take  up  the  diet  issued  from  the  main  kitchen. 
The  improved  diet  that  we  will  there  recommend  should 
be  applied  to  all  the  Departments. 

Dietary  of  the  Infants'  Nursery. 
(Estimated  for  Fifty  Inmates.) 

As  in  the  Quarantine,  the  breakfast  and  supper  are  the  same  erery  day  in 
the  week,  while  the  dinner  is  raried. 

Bhkakpast,  at  0^  or  7,  a.  x. — Coooa,  from  three-fourths  of  a  pint  to  a 
pint,  with  as  muoh  bread  as  the  children  want.  The  cocoa  is  decidedly  bet- 
ter than  in  the  Quarantine.  It  is  made  with  half  a  pound  of  cocoa,  one  and 
three-quarters  of  a  pound  of  sugar,  ten  quarts  of  milk,  and  water  added  to 
make  twenty  quarts.  This  cocoa  is  as  good  as  could  be  desired  for  children 
of  the  age  of  those  in  this  Department,  and  the  quantity  given  to  each  child 
is  sttificient. 

Supper,  at  5,  p.  m. — Bread  and  milk,  with  butter  every  alternate  day. 
The  quantity  of  milk  is  from  three -fourths  of  a  pint  to  a  pint  for  each  child« 
and  the  children  have  as  much  bread  as  they  can  eat. 

BiaxKft,  at  13,  x.,  as  follows : 

MONDAY. 

Soup,  made  of  mutton  and  regetables,  with  bread. 

TUESDAY. 

Beef  tea^  with  the  meat,  with  bread. 

WEDNESDAY.  . 

Roast  mutton,  cold  slaw,  and  bread. 
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THURSDAY. 

Heftt  and  vegetable  soap*  with  bread. 

FRIDAY. 
Codfish  and  potatoes,  with  bread. 

SATURDAY. 
Beef  tea,  with  the  meat,  and  bread. 

SUNDAY. 

Boast  beef  and  mashed  potatoes,  with  bread. 

All  the  children  in  the  Infants'  Narsery  have  craokers  between  meals. 

The  daily  sapplies  of  meat  and  fish  are  the  same  as  at  the  Qaarantine,  vii : 
twenty -five  pounds  of  beef  or  matton  eaoh  day  ezeept  Friday,  when  twenty 
pounds  of  fish  are  sabstituted. 

The  diet  at  the  Infants'  Nursery  seems  somewhat  bet- 
ter than  at  the  Quarantine.  Here  it  is  represented  that  the 
children  have  all  that  they  can  eat;  and  when  any  child 
asks  for  more,  it  is  always  supplied.  The  cocoa  is 
decidedly  better  than  at  Quarantine,  containing  two  and 
a  half  times  more  milk.  With  these  exceptions,  we  have 
no  remarks  to  make  beyond  what  has  already  been  said 
concerning  the  dietary  at  Quarantine. 

Dietary  for  the  Small  Boys,  the  Large  Boys,  and 

THE    GlRI^. 

{Estimated  for  Four  Hundred  and  Forty.) 

As  in  the  other  Departments,  the  breakfast  and  supper  are  the  same  every 
day  in  the  week,  while  the  dinner  is  varied. 

Brbakfabt. — Cocoa,  about  one  pint  for  eaoh  ohild,  with  about  seven 
ounces  of  bread. 

The  cocoa  is  prepared  as  follows :  Two  and  a  half  pounds  of  ooooa,  four 
and  a  half  quarts  of  molasses,  twenty- eight  quarts  of  milk,  and  water  added 
to  make  two  hundred  and  twenty- five  quarts. 

SuppxR. — Sweetened  milk  and  water,  about  one  pint  for  eaoh  ehild,  con- 
taining twenty-eight  quarts  of  milk,  four  and  a  half  quarts  of  molasses, 
and  water  added  to  make  two  hundred  and  twenty -five  quarts;  and  bread, 
about  seven  ounces  to  each  child. 

Dinner: — 

MONDAY. 

Pea  soup,  and  five  ounces  of  bread. 
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TUESDAY. 
Roast  beef,  (weighing  eight  ounces  before  roasting,)  five  ounces  of  bread, 
and  graTjr  thickened  with  flour. 

WEDNESDAY. 
Roast  beef,  (weighing  eight  ounces  before  roasting,)  flye  ounces  of  bread, 
and  gravy  without  flour. 

THURSDAY. 
Roast  beef,  (weighing  eight  ounces  before  roasting,)  flye  ounces  of  bread, 
and  gravy  without  flour. 

FRIDAY. 
Three  and  one -tenth  ounces  of  fish,  (weighed  before  boiling,)  three  ounces 
of  potatoes,  four  ounces  of  bread,  and  gravy  with  flour  and  butter. 

SATURDAY. 

Boiled  mutton,  (weighing  eight  ounces  before  boilings)  one  pint  of  soup^ 
and  five  ounces  of  bread. 

SUNDAY. 

Roast  beef,  (weighing  eight  ounces  before  roasting,)  a  little  less  than  half 
a  pint  of  gravy,  made  from  the  meat  drippings,  with  water  added,  and  five 
pound  of  flour  to  the  whole,  (one  hundred  quarts,)  three  ounces  of  potatoes, 
and  four  ounces  of  bread. 

The  above  diet  table  was  obtained  by  one  of  your 
Committee,  Dr.  Whittelsey,  and  is  believed  to  represent 
precisely  what  the  children  receive.  The  diet  table 
furnished  to  the  Conmiittee  by  the  Warden  is  appended 
to  the  report. 

We  will  now  direct  our  attention  exclusively  to  the 
diet  prepared  in  and  furnished  from  the  main  kitchen. 
The  improvements  which  we  will  suggest  should,  in  the 
opinionof  your  Committee,  be  also  adapted  to  the  Quar- 
antine and  the  Infants'  Nursery.  Although  the  diet  in 
these  Depai*tments  is  good,  it  is  susceptible  of  some 
improvement.  It  seems  to  your  Committee  desirable 
that  the  diet  at  the  Quarantine  should  be  brought  ful]y 
up  to  the  standard  at  the  Infants'  Nursery. 
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The  quantity  of  meat  furnished  to  the  main  kitehen 
is  sufficient.  From  the  report  of  the  Commissary,  it 
appears  that  two  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  of  meat 
are  issued  daily,  with  the  exception  of  Friday,  when 
ninety-five  pounds  of  fish  are  substituted.  Bread,  which 
is  of  excellent  quality  in  all  the  Institutions  under  your 
charge,  should  be  given  to  each  child  without  restriction 
as  regards  quantity. 

The  deficiencies  in  the  diet  are  as  follows  :  1.  There 
is  not  sufficient  variety.  The  breakfast  and  the  supper 
should  be  slightly  modified  during  the  week,  whereas, 
at  present,  they  are  absolutely  uniform.  The  starchy 
element  is  somewhat  deficient.  Potatoes  present  this 
alimentary  principle  in  the  best  form  for  assimilation 
particularly  for  children.  These  are  now  given  only  on 
Friday  and  Sunday ;  whereas,  they  should  be  given 
every  day.  This  is  important ;  for  experience  and  phy- 
siological experiments  have  shown  that  starch  is  very 
favorable  to  the  development  of  fat  in  the  body  ;  and, 
other  conditions  being  fulfilled,  the  deposition  of  a 
proper  quantity  of  fat  is  a  pretty  good  indication  of  the 
character  of  the  general  process  of  nutrition. 

The  cocoa  is  not  sufficiently  rich.  It  contains  enough 
of  the  cocoa,  which  is  a  substance  resembling,  in  its 
efiects,  tea  and  coffee,  though  not  so  powerful.  Children 
do  not  require  these  agents  to  the  extent  to  which  they 
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are  desirable  in  the  adult,  and  the  preparations  of  choco- 
late are  undoubtedly  the  best  that  cau  be  used.  It  would 
be  well  to  alternate  the  cocoa  with  plain  chocolate  and 
with  broma,  which  are  all  about  the  same  price.  The 
Chairman  of  your  Committee  has  had  considerable  expe 
rience  with  the  preparations  of  Walter  Baker  &  Co.,  of 
Boston,  which  he  has  found  of  excellent  quality.  The 
chief  nutritive  element  in  the  cocoa,  as  it  is  given  to  the 
children,  is  the  milk.  This  is  not  introduced  in  sufficient 
quantity,  though  the  use  of  condensed  milk  secures  a 
good  and  a  uniform  article.  Your  Committee  would 
suggest  that  the  cocoa,  chocolate  or  broma,  be  made  as 
follows : 

One  half  pound  of  cocoa,  or  the  other  preparations ; 
ten  quarts  of  milk,  (made  by  adding  four  parts  of  water 
to  one  of  condensed  milk,)  and  ten  quarts  of  water.  The 
whole  making  twenty  quarts ;  to  be  carefully  boiled, 
thoroughly  stirred,  and  about  two  and  a  half  pounds  of 
sugar  to  be  added. 

The  milk  which  is  taken  with  bread  for  supper  is  too 
dilute  by  far ;  and  it  must  be  remembered  that  milk 
presents  in  itself  the  very  best  nourishment  for  children, 
containing,  as  it  does,  a  great  variety  of  alimentary  prin- 
ciples. One  part  of  condensed  milk  is  now  diluted  with 
thirty-two  parts  of  water,  and  sweetened  with  molasses 
to  make  it  a  little  less  thin  to  the  taste.     The  condensed 
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milk  should  be  diluted  with  about  six  parts  of  water, 
and,  in  the  main  kitchen  at  least,  sweetening  is  not  neces- 
sary. From  three-quarters  of  a  pint  to  a  pint  of  such 
milk,  with  bread,  would  make  a  sufficient,  a  healthful, 
and  a  palatable  supper  for  children. 

The  pea-soup  as  now  prepared  is  not  good.  This  is 
an  excellent  article  of  diet  if  skillfully  made,  but  other* 
wise  it  is  very  distasteful  to  children.  Small  pieces  of 
fried  bread  in  the  pea-soup  would  also  be  much  relished; 
but  in  case  the  soup  be  not  very  well  made,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  Committee,  its  use  should  be  discontinued. 

Occasional  stewsj  instead  of  soups,  would  be  much 
better  for  the  children,  and  would  undoubtedly  be  more 
relished. 

Children  do  not  use  condiments  freely,  but  it  is  desira- 
ble that  their  food  should  be  carefully  but  not  highly 
seasoned,  and  tliat  they  should  get  vinegar  occasionally. 
With  this  view,  we  would  recommend  that  a  small  quan- 
tity of  pickled  cabbage  or  beets  be  issued  about  twice  a 
week,  served  in  separate  dishes,  so  as  not  to  be  mixed 
with  the  other  articles. 

It  is  desirable,  also,  that  the  children  should  have 
about  twice  a  week,  what  would  be  considered  by  them 
as  luxuries.  A  bread,  or  rice,  or  Indian  pudding,  would 
answer  this  end,  and  would  undoubtedly  improve  the 
condition  of  the  children. 
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Cooking. — After  proper  quantity  and  quality  of  sup- 
plies, the  item  of  cooking  is  of  paramount  importance. 
Ovens  should  be  constructed  for  roasting  and  baking  on 
a  large  scale,  and  every  facility  should  be  afforded  for 
the  careful  and  scientific  preparation  of  food.  Your 
Committee  do  not  believe  that  roasting  (?)  can  be  well 
done  in  the  steam  kettles  Vhich  are  now  used  for  that 
purpose.  We  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  discuss  the 
questions  of  the  savings  and  the  improvements  in  diet 
which  would  be  brought  about  by  the  employment  of  an 
educated  and  responsible  cook.  We  believe  that  the 
saving  alone  would  be  so  great  that  the  question  of  sal- 
ary paid  to  a  competent  person  would  not  be  one  of 
much  importance.  The  chief  fault  which  we  have  to 
find  in  the  main  kitchen  is  that  the  supplies,  which  are 
entirely  sufficient,  are  not  well  prepared,  and  that  conse- 
quently much  must  be  wasted.  The  gravies  are  now 
frequently  made  by  simply  adding  water  to  meat  drip- 
pings. Sometimes  they  are  thickened  with  flour ;  but 
this  should  always  be  done,  and  they  should  be  appro- 
priately seasoned.  Again,  an  uneducated  cook  has  no 
resources  if  the  supplies  should  accidently  be  deficient 
for  a  day ;  while  a  good  cook  would  always  be  able  to 
carry  over  any  such  temporary  difficulty  satisfactorily. 
Your  Committee  refer  the  Commissioners  to  their  expe- 
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riencc  in  the  cooking  at  the  Bellevue  Hospital,  which  we 
believe  illustrates  these  facts. 

We  would  therefore  recommend  the  emplyment  of  a 
competent  male  cook,  who  should  have  hnmediate  charge 
of  the  main  kitchen,  and  exercise  a  supervision  over  the 
kitchens  at  the  Quarantine  and  the  Infants'  Nursery. 
He  should  have  for  his  general  guidance  a  proper  diet- 
scale,  but  should  have  a  limited  amount  of  discretionary 
power,  which  would  enable  him  to  vary  the  mode  of 
cooking  occasionally. 

When  the  cooked  food  is  to  be  carried  from  the  main 
kitchen  to  other  buildings,  it  should  be  carefully  pro- 
tected so  that  it  may  be  hot  and  palatable  when  served. 
For  this  purpose,  large  copper  vessels,  with  well-fitting 
covers,  should  be  provided.  In  ordinary  tin  pails  the 
heat  is  not  sufficiently  well  retained. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  following 
Diet-Scale  will  effect  most  of  the  improvements  which 
they  have  had  the  honor  to  suggest:

Breakfast — Coooa  or  Broin&;  Bread  and  Batter. 

Dinner — Mutton  stewed  with  Vegetables;  Potatoes,  boiled  or  mashed; 
Pickled  Cabbage  or  Beets ;  Bread. 
SuppsR — Bread  and  Milk. 

TUESDAY. 

Breakfast — Hominy  and  Milk  or  Molasses ;  Bread  and  Batter. 
Dinner — Roast  Beef,  with  gravy;  Potatoes,  boiled  or  mashed;  Bread. 
Supper — Bread  and  Milk. 
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WEDNESDAY. 

Brbakfabt — Cocoa  or  Broma;  Bread  and  Butter. 

DiHHBB — Stewed  Beef ;  Potatoes^  boiled  or  mashed ;  Bread;  Rice^  Bread 
or  Indian  padding. 

SuppsB — Bread  and  llilk. 

THURSDAY. 

Bbbakfast — Cocoa  or  Broma;  Bread  and  Bnttor. 

DiNRBB — Koast  Beef,  with  gravy ;  Potatoes,  boiled,  mashed  or  fried  whole 
in  the  meat  drippings ;  Pickled  Cabbage  or  Beets ;  Bread. 

SurPBB — Wheaten  Grits  and  Milk;  Bread. 

FRIDAY. 
Brbakfast — Mosh  and  Milk  or  Molasses;  Bread  and  Batter. 
DiH5BB— Codfish  or  Haddock,  with  Potatoes;  Bread  and  Butter. 
SuppBB — Bread  and  Milk. 

SATURDAY. 
Bbbakfast — Cocoa  or  Broma ;   Bread  and  Batter. 

DmirBB — Roast  Mutton;  Potatoes,  boiled  or  mashed ;  Bread.  • 

SuppBE — Bread  and  Milk. 

SUNDAY. 
Bbbakfast — Hominy,  and  Milk  or  Molasses;  Bread  and  Butter. 
DiXNBR — Roast  Beef,  with  gravy;  Potatoes,   fried  whole  in  the  meat 
drippings;  Rice,  Bread  or  Indian  Pudding. 
SuppBR — Wheaten  Grits  and  Milk;  Bread  and  Batter. 

Your  Committee  has  few  changes  to  suggest  in  the 
dietary  of  the  Quarantine  and  the  Infants'  Nursery. 
The  only  modifications  which  seem  necessary  are  an 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  cocoa,  by  using  more 
milk  (equal  parts  of  milk  and  water,  as  before  suggested), 
in  the  Quarantine,  the  use  of  milk  less  diluted  (six  parts 
of  water  to  one  of  condensed  milk)  for  supper,  and  the 
addition,  daily,  of  potatoes  to  the  dinner,  at  both  the 
Quarantine  and  the  Infants'  Nursery.

EErORT  OF   THE    COMMITTEE   ON    DiET   OF    THE    IXMATES 

OF  Alms  House,  Work   House,  and  PENiTENTiARy, 
Blackwell's  Island. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and 
Correction: 

Gentlemen — Your  Committee,  appointed  **  to  revise 
the  Dietary  Table  of  the  Alms  House,  Work  House,  and 
Penitentiary,"  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  Report: 

We  have  made  a  thorough  and  careful  examination  of 
the  dietaries  and  the  mode  of  cooking  and  serving  the 
food  at  all  the  above  named  Institutions;  and,  in  our 
report,  will  take  up  the  dietary  of  the  Work  House  and 
Penitentiary  together,  as  the  food  served  at  these  Insti- 
tutions is  nearly  identical;  and,  in  our  opinion,  the 
dietary  suited  to  one  would  be  equally  applicable  to  the 
other. 

In  considering  the  dietaries  of  these  Institutions,  your 
committee  think  they  fully  appreciate  the  proper  differ- 
ence between  a  penal  diet  and  that  which  should  be 
furnished  to  the  sick  poor  and  the  unfortunate  committed 
to  your  charge.  We  believe  that  the  inmates  of  the 
penal  institutions  should  be  furnished  simply  with  a 
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proper  quantity  and  quality  of  food,  prepared  so  as  not 
to  be  distasteful  or  to  lose  any  of  its  nutritive  properties. 
They  are  undoubtedly  entitled  to  this,  but  to  nothing 
more. 

PENITENTIARY   AND  WORK   HOUSE. 

The  present  dietary  of  the  Penitentiary  and  the  Work 
House  appears  to  us  to  be  sufficient'in  quantity  and  of 
proper  quality.  The  prisoners  now  receive  for  break- 
fast, each  day,  ten  ounces  of  bread  and  a  pint  and  a  half 
of  rye  coffee  sweetened  with  molasses;  for  dinner  they 
have  bread,  with  fresh  beef  five  days  in  the  week,  and 
salt  meat  two  days,  both  in  sufficient  quantity;  and  for 
supper  they  have  ten  ounces  of  bread,  and  a  pint  and  a 
half  of  rye  coffee,  alternating  daily  with  mush  and 
molasses  and  rye  coffee. 

For  those  who  remain  in  these  Institutions  for  from 
ten  to  sixty  days,  this  diet  is  sufficient;  except,  perhaps, 
for  the  boatmen  after  exposure  in  bad  weather,  who 
then  get  more  bread,  and  meat  twice  in  the  day,  which 
seems  perfectly  proper;  but  for  those  who  remain  con- 
fined for  a  long  time,  the  diet  would  probably  be  found 
somewhat  deficient  in  vegetables.  As  a  matter  of  econo- 
my, also,  it  would  be  well  to  have  a  good  plain  cook  at 
each  of  the  Institutions,  who  should  have  charge  of  the 
cooking  for  the  keepers,  etc.,  and  supervise  the  cooking 
for  the  prisoners,  so  as  to  see  that  nothing  is  wasted. 
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From  these  and  other  considerations,  we  beg  leave  to 
make  the  following  recommendations: 

That  potatoes  be  issued  twice  a  week;  and  that  the 
meat  stews  be  made  with  a  liberal  quantity  of  fresh 
vegetables;  the  diet  in  other  regards  remaining  as  it  is 
at  present. 

That  a  proper  medical  officer  be  directed  to  inspect 
the  prisoners  once  or  twice  in  the  week,  with  power  to 
excuse,  from  work  or  transfer  to  the  Hospital  those  who 
may  be  ailing,  and  to  order  fresh  vegetables  or  other 
changes  in  diet  for  those  who  may  be  suffering  from 
monotony  in  diet  and  long  confinement.  Most  of  these 
provisions  are  already  carried  out;  but  regular  inspec- 
tions of  the  physical  condition  of  the  prisoners  is 
desirable. 

Since  the  destruction  of  the  mess  room  of  the  Peni- 
tentiary, the  male  prisoners  eat  their  food  in  their  cells. 
This  renders  cleanliness  more  difficult  and  attracts  rats 
and  mice.  It  would  be  better  to  have  the  prisoners  take 
their  meals  at  the  tables  which  have  lately  been  con- 
structed in  one  of  the  halls,  or  in  some  other  suitable 
place. 

ALMS    HOUSE. 

Your  Committee  did  not  find  the  dietary  of  the  Alms 
House  so  good  as  at  the  penal  institutions,  except  at  the 
Hospital  for  Incurables,  where  the  diet  table  is  all  that 
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could  be  desired.  We  appreciate  the  priDciple,  which 
is  pretty  generally  recognized  in  institutions  of  this 
kind,  that  the  dietary  should  not  he  such  as  to  offer  a 
premium  for  pauperiam;  still,  economy  and  the  proper 
physical  condition  of  the  paupers  demand  that  the  food 
for  the  Alms  House  should  be  good  and  be  skillfully 
prepared.  • 

In  the  first  place,  where  there  are  from  twelve  to 
fifteen  hundred  human  beings  to  be  fed,  the  preparation 
of  the  food  should  be  under  the  direction  of  a  competent 
and  educated  cook.  We  are  confident  that  such  super- 
vision would  be  economical.  When  cooked  food  is  to 
be  carried  from  one  building  to  another,  it  should  be 
done  in  properly  constructed  and  covered  Ycssels.  The 
remarks  on  this  point  in  the  report  on  the  dietary  of  the 
Institutions  on  Randall's  Island  are  applicable  to  the 
Alms  House,  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  the  Paralytic  and 
Epileptic  Hospital. 

The  present  dietary  of  the  Alms  House  is  as  follows: 

Breakfast  and  Supper — The  same,  and  not  varied 
during  the  week,  viz.:  seven  ounces  of  bread  and  a  pint 
and  a  half  of  rye  coffee,  sweetened  with  molasses,  at  each 
meal. 

DiMNEB — Two  days  in  the  week,  one  pound  of  fresh 
meat  (weighed  with  the  bones  and  uncooked]  made  into 
Boup  with  vegetables.     The  puupers  gut  ubuut  a  piut  of 
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this  soup  with  the  meat,  which,  after  cooking,  weighs 
about  eight  ounces,  and  seven  ounces  of  bread.  Two 
days  in  the  week  the  dinner  consists  of  three-quarters  of 
a  pound  of  salt  meat,  bean  soup,  and  seven  ounces  of 
bread.  Two  days  in  the  week,  soup  is  made  with  five 
hundred  pounds  of  meat  for  from  twelve  to  fifteen  hun-  i 
dred  pei^ns.  About  a  pint  and  a  half  of  this  soup, 
with  seven  ounces  of  bread,  are  given  to  each  one,  and 
the  soup-meat  in  addition  is  served  to  the  men  as  far  as 
it  will  go,  the  working  men  being  preferred.  On  one  | 
day  in  the  week  (Friday)  the  dinner  consists  of  mush    | 

■ 

and  molasses. 

This  diet  does  not  appear  to  us  to  be  sufficient.     From 
inquiries,  it  seems  that  the  average  allowance  of  bread    \ 
is  less  than  most  of  the  paupers  would  eat,  and  we  think 
that  bread,  as  a  rule,  should  be  furnished  without  restric- 
tion.    Certainly,   on  some  days  the  meats  should  be 

baked  or  roasted.     Instead   of  the  constant  ration  of

parched  rye,  coffee  and  tea  should  sometimes  be  served. 
While  we  keep  in  mind  the  peculiar  character  of  the 
inmates  of  Alms  Houses,  we  think  there  should  be  some 
improvement  in  their  diet,  and  beg  leave  to  suggest  the 
following:

This  table  seems  to  present  the  proper  variety  of  ali- 
mentary principles  in  a  suitable  form.  The  paupers 
now  get  neither  butter  nor  milk,  both  of  which  are 
alimentary  substances  too  important  to  be  neglected.

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It  is  desirable,  also,  that  they  should  have  potatoes  at 
least  every  alternate  day.

Eeport  of  the  Committee  on  Diet  of  the  Inmates 
OF  THE  Lunatic  Asyxum,  Paralytic  and  EriLEFric 
Hospitals,  B.  I. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and 
Correction : 

Gentlemen — Your  Committee,  appointed  **  to  revise 
the  Dietaiy  Table  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  and  the  Para- 
Ij'tic  and  Epileptic  Hospitals,"  beg  leave  to  present  the 
following  Report: 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  present  dietaries  of 
these  Institutions,  and  find  that  many  changes  are  called 
for  as  regards  the  quantity,  variety  and  the  preparation 
of  the  food,  particularly  for  the  Lunatic  Asylum.  The 
Dietary  Table  for  the  Paralytic  and  Epileptic  Hospital 
is  good;  but  the  Dietary  for  the  Lunatic  Asylum  is 
decidedly  inferior  to  that  of  the  penal  institutions,  and 
is  even  inferior  to  the  Alms  House  Diet.  In  fact,  its 
dietary  is  by  far  the  most  unsatisfactory  on  the  Island. 
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Not  only  does  the  quantity  of  food  seem  insufficient,  but 
the  cooking  is  utterly  unscientific,  and  appears  to  be 
under  no  competent  direction,  though  over  one  thou- 
sand persons  are  fed  from  the  cook  house. 

The  present  diet-scale  at  the  Lunatic  Asylum  is  briefly 
as  follows : 

The  breakfast  is  the  same  every  day  in  the  week,  and 
consists  of  rye  coffee,  with  milk  and  sugar  and  bread. 

The  supper  is  also  the  same  during  the  week,  consist- 
ing of  tea  (one  drachm  for  each  person),  with  milk  and 
sugar,  and  bread. 

Three  days  in  the  week,  the  patients  get  beef  soup, 
with  the  soup-meat,  and  bread.  The  weight  of  the 
cooked  meat,  free  from  bones,  is  about  one  hundred  and 
seventy  pounds  for  one  thousand  persons.  This  small 
quantity  is  explained  by  the  fact,  that  before  the  regu- 
lar diet  is  issued  to  the  patients,  meat  is  cut  off  for  the 
keei>ers,  for  **  extras,"  and  for  the  Paralytic  and  Epi- 
leptic Hospital.  Two  days  in  the  week  the  patients  get 
mutton  soup,  with  the  soup-meat,  and  bread.  The 
quantity  of  meat  used  for  one  thousand  persons  is  four 
hundred  pounds,  weighed  uncooked  and  with  the  bones. 
On  one  day  in  the  week,  the  dinner  consists  of  bean 
soup  with  pork,  and  bread:  and  on  one  day  (Friday), 
mush  and  molaHses.  and  bread. 

This  diet  is  evidently  insufficient  in  quantity,  and  the 
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CHARITY,  FEVER  AND  SMALL-POX  HOSPITALS.

Sir — I  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Reports  of  the  Hospitals  under  my  care,  for  the 
year  1867.  Many  of  the  figures  are  not  new  to  you,  as 
monthly  reports  have  been  made  in  which  most  of  the 
statistics  here  presented  have  been  approved. 

The  accompanying  tables,  **  A  "  to  "  J,"  refer  to  Char- 
ity Hospital,  "  K"  to  "L,"  to  Fever  Department  of  the 
same,  and  **  M"  to  **  Q"  embraces  the  statistics  of  the 
Small-Pox  Hospital. 

The  Charity  Hospital  has  been  moderately  filled  the 
most  of  the  year.  A  close  attention  on  the  part  of  the 
physicians  has  kept  the  numbers  below  the  average  of 
former  years,  and  while  all  who  really  required  medical 
aid  have  been  retained  and  cared  for,  many  who  would 
have  liked  to  have  made  a  home  here,  have  been  speed- 
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ily  cured  and  discharged.  Notwithstanding  the  care 
exercised,  it  is  impossible  to  detect  all  Malingerers,  and 
some  remain  who  probably  should  be  cared  for  in  other 
Institutions. 

The  appointment  of  a  Medical  Board  for  Charity 
Hospital  has  done  much  to  bring  it  to  its  present  satis- 
factory condition.  The  Hospital  has  been  visited  at  dif- 
ferent times  by  a  Committee  of  Inspection,  composed  of 
members  of  the  Medical  Board,  who  have  generally 
expressed  themselves  satisfied  with  its  condition. 

A  revision  of  the  dietary  has  been  made  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  this  Committee,  which,  at  a  slightly  increased 
cost,  has  furnished  an  improved  and  more  varied  diet  for 
the  patients.     A  dietary  table  accompanies  this  report. 

The  Small-Pox  Hospital  has  received  but  few  patients 
compared  with  former  years.  The  whole  number  in 
1867  was  200,  while  in  1866  there  were  314  admissions, 
and  in  1865,  1,116  were  received. 

In  the  Fever  Hospital  there  have  been  received  and 
treated  less  than  the  usual  number  of  patients,  as  per 
comparison  annexed : 

1865.  PatienU  reoeived 1,380 

1866.  do  do     612 

1867.  do  do     320 

The  recommendation  of  a  former  report  for  enlarged 
accommodation  for  fever  patients   has  been  acted  on. 
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There  is  now  on  the  ground  material  to  build  an  addi 
tional  fever  pavilion.  I  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
building  be  erected  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  Should 
fever  prevail  the  present  winter,  or  the  coming  spring, 
the  accommodations  we  now  have  will  not  be  sufficient 
for  a  great  uumber,  as  the  tents  formerly  relied  on  can- 
not be  made  available,  being  worn  out  and  unfit  for 
further  service. 

Since  my  last  report,  the  barge  used  for  the  trasporta- 
tion  of  small-pox  and  fever  patients  from  26th  street  to 
the  hospitals,  has  discontinued  her  trips,  and  her  place 
has  been  supplied  by  a  steam  propeller,  which  is  ready 
at  all  times  to  convey  patients  to  the  hospitals  in  an  expe- 
ditious and  comfortable  manner. 

The  hospitals  and  appurtenances  are  in  good  order, 
the  labor  necessary  to  that  end  having  been  principally 
done  by  the  convalescent  patients. 

The  gas  works,  under  contract  at  the  close  of  1866, 
were  completed  in  January,  1867,  since  which  time  the 
hospitals  have  been  supplied  with  a  good  article  of  coal 
gas,  which  furnishes  a  better  light  at  less  cost,  than  the 
dangerous  kerosene  and  oil  formerly  in  use.  The  works 
also  furnish  gas  for  the  Penitentiary  buildings. 

In  order  fully  to  carry  out  the  new  dietaiy,  a  brick 
oven  has  been  built  large  enough  to  roast  meats  for  one 
thousand  persons. 
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As  in  former  years,  the  patients  are  visited  by  the 
Eev,  Zebus  Searle,  and  Eev.  Father  Duranquet,  Chap- 
lains, and  the  Rev.  Edward  Cowley,  and  others,  all  of 
whom  are  attentive  to  the  religious  wants  of  the 
inmates. 

I  am  under  obligations  to  the  House  Staff  of  physicians 
and  surgeons,  for  the  attentive,  thorough,  and  gentle- 
manly manner  in  which  their  duties  have  been  performed. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Hospital,  Mr.  Patrick  Campbell,  is 
an  industrious,  competent  officer,  and  I  have  had  his 
hearty  co-operation  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Insti- 
tution. 

The  Engineer,  Mr.  John  Slattery,  the  Apothecary,  Mr. 
William  P.  Clothier,  and  the  Watchman.  Mr.  Raymond 
Condon,  have  each  performed  their  duties  in  a  satisfac- 
tory manner. 

The  Matron,  Mrs.  Margaret  Dunphy,  as  in  former 
years,  has  been  diligent  and  attentive  to  her  duties. 

In  conclusion  I  return  thanks  to  the  Commissioners  of 

Public  Charities  and  Correction  for  the  kindness  shown 

me,  while  I  have  endeavored  to  do  my  duty  to  the  best 

of  my  ability.

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REPORT   OF   THE   MEDICAL  BOARD    OF 

CHARITY   HOSPITAL. 


New  York,  Jan.  1,  1868. 

Hon.  James  B.  Nicholson,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction  : 

Sir — The  Medical  Board  of  the  Charity  Hospital  pre- 
sent the  following  statistics,  exhibiting  the  sanitary  con- 
dition, during  the  past  year,  of  those  Institutions  on 
Blackweirs  Island,  which  have  been  entrusted  by  you 
to  our  supervision. 

We  find  in  these  tables  what  we  believe  to  be  just 
cause  for  congratulation  to  your  Honorable  Board,  viz.: 
a  diminished  rate  of  mortality,  and  a  percentage  of 
deaths  which  will  compare  most  favorably  with  the  sta- 
tistics of  any  similar  institutions,  either  in  this  country 
or  abroad. 

We  ascribe  this  result,  first  and  foremost,  to  the  lib- 
eral spirit  which,  we  have  reason  to  know,  has  always 
actuated  your  Honorable  Board,  from  the  commence- 
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ment  of  our  connection  with  the  various  institutions 
included  under  the  name  of  "  Charity  Hospital."  We 
are  well  aware  of  the  pressure  which  always  bears  upon 
the  almoners  of  public  charity  to  conduct  their  office 
with  apparent  economy ;  and  it  is,  therefore,  with 
greater  reai:$on  that  we  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the 
readiness  we  have  always  found  in  your  Board  to  com- 
ply with  any  suggestions  from  us,  as  to  improvements 
in  the  hygienic  condition  of  our  patients;  thereby  show- 
ing your  appreciation  of  the  fact,  that  apparent  economy 
is  not  always  true  economy,  and  that  what  may  appear 
at  the  time  to  be  unnecessary  expenditure,  may,  when 
wisely  dealt,  ultimately  prove  the  greatest  saving  to  the 
State. 

The  diseases  of  patients  at  the  Island  have  almost 
always  been  aggravated  by  want  in  its  various  forms 
to  such  an  extent,  that  medical  aid  is  comparatively 
powerless,  unless  accompanied  by  the  hygienic  influences 
which  you  alone  have  the  power  to  grant,  and  which 
you  have  always  shown  a  willingness  and  desire  to 
bestow. 

We  are  happy  to  state,  as  the  result  of  our  own  obser- 
vation, and  from  the  testimony  of  others  who  have  long 
been  familiar  with  the  Island,  that  the  institutions  there 
located  have  never  before  been  so  free  from  the  abuses 

19 
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which  are  apt  to  creep  into  all  eleemosynary  institutions; 
and  that  order,  discipline  and  hygiene  have  never  been 
there  so  well  maintained  as  now. 

In  referring  to  the  causes  of  this  happy  result,  we 
should  not  neglect  to  mention  the  present  admirable 
division  of  the  wards  of  Charity  Hospital  into  special 
departments,  and  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
medical  attendants  afforded  by  your  Honorable  Board; 
whereby  we  believe  that  every  patient  is  much  more 
likely  to  secure  the  attention  he  requires,  and  a  degree 
of  skill  adapted  to  his  case  on  the  part  of  his  physician 
or  surgeon,  much  greater  than  could  be  obtained  by  the 
constant  attendance  of  any  single  individual,  however 
great  his  ability  might  be.  By  the  present  arrange- 
ment, an  honorable  rivalry  exists  among  the  medical 
staff  in  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  and  the 
poor  of  Charity  Hospital  receive  services  which  are  com- 
monly only  commanded  by  the  rich. 

We  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  increased  facilities 
afforded  to  the  medical  staff  during  the  past  year  in  the 
means  of  transportation  to  and  from  the  Island;  and 
trust  that  they  may  be  continued  and  even  increased. 
Our  services  are  cheerfully  rendered  gratuitously, 
although  often  at  the  sacrifice  of  private  interests.  This 
sacrifice,  we  doubt  not,  will  be  rendered  as  light  as 
possible  by  your  Honorable  Board,  both  in  considera- 
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tion  ot  ourselves  and  in  the  interest  of  patients  under 
our  charge^ 

Especially  is  it  desirable  that  medical  students  who 
are  attracted  to  New  York  by  its  clinical  advanta- 
ges, and  who  pay  for  the  privilege  of  visiting  the  Hospi- 
tal, should  have  the  equivalent  to  which  they  are  clearly 
entitled,  of  punctual  transportation  to  and  from  the 
Island,  at  such  hours  as  may  be  previously  arranged,  in 
order  that  their  limited  time,  to  them  invaluable,  may 
be  saved. 

To  the  House  Staff  of  Charity  Hospital,  we  would 
present,  through  you,  our  acknowledgment  of  the  gen- 
tlemanly deportment,  the  faithful  assistance,  the  assid- 
uous care  of  patients,  and  the  zeal  to  profit  by  the 
advantages  offered  them  at  Charity  Hospital,  which  they 
have  invariably  exhibited.  We  doubt  not  that  they 
will  reap  the  reward  of  their  fidelity  in  their  success  in 
after  life. 

The  Secretary  desires  especially  to  render  his  acknowl- 
edgments to  Dr.  J.  O'Dwyer  for  his  valuable  assistance 
in  the  preparation  of  the  accompanying  statistics.

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been  erected  in  each  pavilion  with  warm  water  connec- 
tions from  boiler  at  wash  house.  Here  the  patients, 
prior  to  being  placed  in  the  beds,  are  thoroughly- 
cleansed.  The  food  of  the  patients  is  of  the  best  quality, 
and  each  day's  diet  varies  with  that  of  the  preceding 
one.  The  class  of  patients  usually  admitted  to  the 
Department  do  not  need  immediate  medical  attendance 
so  much  as  good  care  and  that  nourishment  afforded  by 
excellent  and  proper  diet.  A  large  yard  is  attached  to 
each  pavilion  for  the  use,  during  the  summer  season,  of 
those  patients  able  to  move  about.  Here  they  remain 
throughout  the  day,  and  amuse  themselves  with  games 
and   in  other  various  ways,   thus  serving,  in  a   great 

4 

measure,  to  relieve  that  monotony  which  invariably 
attends  those  in  affliction. 

Owing  to  the  attention  and  medical  relief  afforded  the 
patients,  there  are  some  who  have  so  far  recovered  as  to 
preclude  them  from  the  receipt  of  the  benefits  of  the 
Hospital.  Such  have,  on  authority  of  physicians,  been 
transferred  to  other  departments  in  order  to  make  place 
for  patients  arriving  daily. 

The  liberality  you  have  exhibited  in  the  revision  of 
the  Dietary  Table  of  this  Department,  coupled  with  the 
superior  medical  attendance  find  care  which  the  patients 
receive,  has  classed  this  Institution,  (although  a  cliarita- 
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blo  one),  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  the  beat  of  our  City 
or  State  Hospitals, 

Chaplains  of  the  various  denominations  are  always  at 
hand  to  administer  spiritual  comfort  to  the  sick  or 
dying. 

To  the  employees  of  the  Department  are  due  my 
thanks  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  performed 
their  duty.  In  conclusion  allow  me  to  return  my  thanks 
for  your  uniform  kindness  in  responding  with  so  much 
alacrity  to  the  calls  made  upon  you,  and  in  affording  me 
all  the  facilities  necessary  for  the  more  superior  govern- 
ment of  the  Department,  and  the  furtherance  of  the  com- 
fort of  the  patients  at  large.

Sib — It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  second 
Annual  Report  of  the  Epileptic  and  Paralytic  Hospitals, 
Blackwell's  Island,  hoping  that  the  statistics  presented 
and  the  record  of  improvements  completed  and  in  pro- 
cess of  completion,  will  be  both  satisfactory  to  your 
Honorable  Board  and  a  proof  that  the  establishment  of 
an  Epileptic  and  Paralytic  Hospital  in  this  country  is  a 
success,  and  they  will  in  time  become  a  prominent  fea- 
ture of  our  Public  Institutions. 

The  inmates  of  this  Institution  are  at  present  contained 
in  two  capacious  pavilions,  each  capable  of  accommo- 
dating 60  patients  without  over-crowding  them.  These 
are  at  present  sufficient,  and  as  our  numbers  increase  we 
have  ample  room  for  the  enlargement  of  the  present 
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pavilions,  or  for  the  construction  of  additional  ones,  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient. 

The  Medical  Department  of  this  Institution  has  hith- 
erto been  under  the  charge  of  the  Medical  Board  of 
Charity  Hospital,  and  under  the  immediate  supervision 
of  Dr.  Hewitt,  as  Visiting  Physician,  assisted  by  Di's. 
F.  C.  Wilson  and  J.  C.  Mead,  acting  as  House  Staff,  but 
by  a  late  resolution  passed  by  your  Honorable  Board, 
the  Besident  Physician  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  assisted 
by  a  staff  detailed  by  the  Medical  Board  of  Charity 
Hospital,  has  assumed  this  charge. 

The  establishment,  by  your  Honorable  Board,  of  a 
Gymnasium  for  the  amusement  and  physical  improve- 
ment of  the  Epileptic  and  Paralytic  patients,  has  been 
found  eminently  beneficial,  and  is  undoubtedly  a  great 
auxiliary  to  their  regular  treatment,  and  has  facilitated 
the  recovery  of  many  upon  whom  mere  medical  treat- 
ment would  have  produced  little  effect.  It  has  also 
been  observed  that  anything  which  tends  to  draw  their 
attention  from  thoughts  of  their  condition,  and  prevents 
them  from  dwelling  on  their  maladies,  is  very  beneficial, 
and  is  received  with  eagerness  by  a  majority  of  the 
patients  ;  consequently  they  are  employed  at  some  light 
labor,  either  within  the  pavilions,  or  in  the  case  of  the 
males,  in  making  improvements  about  the  grounds.  No 
one  19  forced  to  labor,  and  those  who  do  so  from  choice 
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are  carefully  restrained  from  over-exertion.  At  the 
commencement  of  the  fall  there  was  a  tract  of  unre- 
claimed land  near  the  northern  extremity  of  the  male 
department  of  this  Institution,  which  being  of  a  very 
wet  and  marshy  nature  had  been  left  in  its  natural  state, 
without  attempt  at  improvement.  A  great  portion  of  this 
tract  has  within  the  past  three  months  been  raised  to  a 
level  of  the  surrounding  land,  and  formed  into  a  firm 
and  solid  road,  as  an  extension  to  the  one  now  leading 
from  the  Lunatic  Asylum  to  the  Epileptic  and  Paralytic 
Hospitals.  This  has  been  done  wholly  by  the  voluntary 
labor  of  the  patients,  who  seem  to  take  an  interest  in 
the  progress  of  the  work. 

This  last  season  has  also  witnessed  another  great 
improvement  in  the  addition  to  each  of  the  pavilions  of 
commodious  dining  halls,  and  so  vigorously  has  the 
work  been  urged  forward  that  one  of  these  is  already 
occupied  and  the  other  in  process  of  erection  and  will 
be  completed  in  a  short  time.  This  improvement  will 
relieve  the  patients  from  the  necessity  of  taking  their 
meals  in  the  general  hall,  thus  tending  to  increase  their 
comfort  by  promoting  cleanliness  in  tlie  ward — an  end 
so  difficult  of  attainment  when,  as  hitherto,  from  fifty  to 
sixty  patients  were  obliged  to  both  sleep  and  eat  in  the 
same  room. 

About  the  first   of  December,   1867,  a  new  dietary 
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table  was  introduced  at  this  Institution,  which,  without 
materially  increasing  the  cost  of  their  support,  will 
secure  to  the  patients  several  nutritious  articles  of  diet 
not  hitherto  furnished. 

With  the  introduction  of  this  new  diet,  which  is  essen- 
tially the  same  as  that  recently  adopted  at  Bellevue 
Hospital,  we  have  also  produced  a  marked  improvement 
in  the  cooking  of  the  patients'  food,  thus  affording  them 
not  only  a  greater  variety  of  articles,  but  also  furnishing 
them  in  a  more  palatable  condition  than  heretofore. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  Rev.  Zetus  Searles,  of  the 
Liunatic  Asylum,  and  also  to  the  Rev.  Father  Geline,  of 
the  Alms  House,  for  their  faithful  attention  to  the  spir- 
itual welfare  of  the  inmates  of  this  Institution. 

To  you,  Gentlemen,  I  return  my  sincere  thanks  for 
the  many  favors  shown  to  myself,  as  well  as  for  your 
kind  and  prompt  attention  to  every  want  of  the  patients 
under  my  charge.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN 
OF  THE  HOSPITAL  FOR  EPILEPTICS 
AND  PARALYTICS. 


James  B.  Nicholson,  Esq, 

President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction : 

Sir — In  October  a  resolution  was  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Board  placing  the  Hospital  for  Epileptics 
and  Paralytics  in  charge  of  the  Resident  Physician  of 
the  Lunatic  Asylum  on  the  first  of  the  ensuing  month. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  this  Hospital  was  in 
charge  of  Dr.  Gonzalez  Echeverria,  as  Physician  in 
Chief,  assisted  by  Dr.  F.  A.  Castle  and  by  Dr.  J.  McDon- 
ald McClung.  Dr.  Castle  and  Dr.  McClung  resigned 
in  the  summer,  and  were  succeeded  by  Dr.  S.  B. 
Edwards  and  Dr.  Brim  as  assistants. 

On  the  first  of  August  Dr.  Echeverria  resigned,  when 
the  Hospital  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Medical  Board 
of  Charity  Hospital,  and  Drs.  Austin  Flint,  Sen.,  and 
H.  S.  Hewett  appointed  by  that  Board  as  Visiting  Phy- 
sicians, Dr.  Hewett  taking  the  service  until  the  first 
mentioned  change.     Soon    after    the    transfer  of  the 
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Hospital  to  the  care  of  the  Charity  Hospital  Board  of 
Physicians,  Dr.  Edwards  and  Dr.  Brim  resigned,  and 
were  replaced  by  Dr.  F.  C.  Wilson  and  Dr.  L  C.  Mead. 
Dr.  Mead  was  transferred  to  the  Charity  Hospital  on 
the  first  of  December  and  his  place  supplied  by  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Charles  Inches.  Dr.  Wilson  and 
Dr.  Inches  still  remain  at  the  Hospital  as  Assistant 
Physicians. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  Mr.  Jas.  E.  Greene, 
the  Clerk  at  the  Asylum,  had  oversight  of  the  non-pro- 
fessional interests  of  the  Hospital,  and  in  this  care  he 
was  succeeded,  in  October,  by  Mr.  James  W.  Smythe, 
the  present  Warden  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  and  of  the 
Hospital. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  government  and  medical 
supervision  of  the  Hospital  have  been  entirely  changed 
within  the  year  so  that  none  of  these  now  in  charge  have 
any  personal  knowledge  of  the  status  of  the  Hospital 
for  a  greater  period  than  two  or  three  months.  Hence 
it  follows  that  the  Hospital  books  contain  the  greater 
part  of  the  information  attainable  regarding  points  that 
might  be  considered  of  scientific  value.  It  appears, 
however,  that  the  Hospital  books  have  been  too  incor- 
rectly kept  to  be  of  any  material  service  in  this  regard; 
for  not  only  is  it  foimd  impossible  to  ascertain  the 
results  of  treatment  in  the  case  of  the  greater  pai-t  of 
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those  discharged,  but  so  imperfect  were  the  records  that 
Mr.  Smythe  was  only  able,  after  a  prolonged  and 
laborious  investigation,  to  ascertain  the  names  even  of 
several  who  had  died  and  of  many  v/ho  had  been  dis- 
charged. 

A  rough  generalization,  then,  is  all  that  can  be 
attempted  in  relation  to  the  condition  and  progress  of 
the  Hospital  during  the  past  year. 

As  nearly  as  can  be  learned,  it  would  appear  that  the 
condition  of  a  considerable  number  of  both  Paralytics 
and  Epileptics  has  been  somewhat  ameliorated,  while 
some  cases  of  lead  paralysis,  of  hysterical  convulsions 
and  of  chorea  have  been  much  improved  if  not  entirely 
cured.  A  large  proportion  of  the  cases  are  such  as  have 
never  yet  been  cured,  while  some  of  them  are  congenital 
or  so  complicated  with  other  diseases  as  to  be,  in  the 
nature  of  things,  beyond  the  hope  of  cure.  The  most 
that  can  be  anticipated  in  these  cases  is  to  render  their 
condition  more  tolerable  by  the  care  and  comforts  which 
such  a  Hospital  affords. 

The  Hospital,  however,  is  limited  in  capacity,  and 
should  be  made  a  school  of  cure  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  are  unable  to  gain  admittance  within  its  walls,  for 
these  must  ever  form  an  immense  majority  of  the  suf- 
ferers from  Epilepsy  and  from  Paralysis.  Hence,  when- 
ever cases  offer  that  seem  susceptible  of  decided  improve- 
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ment,  or  afford  a  reasonable  hope  of  cure,  those  which 
are  evidently  incurable,  or  offer  no  hope  of  essential 
improvement,  should  be  removed  to  their  homes,  or,  if 
necessary,  to  the  Hospital  for  Incurables.  Thus,  and 
thus  only,  can  any  really  beneficial  results  to  the  great 
mass  of  the  afflicted,  or  to  the  cause  of  science,  be 
attained. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  Epilepsy  and  Paralysis  are  dis- 
eases essentially  chronic  in  their  nature,  that  changes  in 
the  condition  of  the  patients  are  always  slow,  and  that 
the  diseases  are  often  obscure,  and  require  a  prolonged 
study  of  individual  cases.  For  these  reasons  the  service 
of  assistant  physicians  at  this  Hospital  should  be  some- 
what prolonged  to  be  of  advantage  either  to  themselves 
or  to  the  patients  placed  under  their  care.  To  the  fre- 
quent changes  that  have  occurred  during  the  past  year 
is  to  be  attributed,  no  doubt  in  some  degree,  the  barren- 
ness of  results  which  the  Hospital  records  would  seem 
to  show.  At  least  our  lack  of  knowledge  regarding 
these  results  depends  in  no  small  degree  upon  this 
cause.  The  service  is  sufficient  in  interest  and  impor- 
tance  to  profitably  engage  the  attention  of  a  zealous 
student  during  one  whole  year,  especially  if  these  dis- 
eases of  the  brain  treated  at  the  Asylum,  which  are  so 
closely  allied  to  a  great  majority  of  those'  treated  in  the 
Hospital  for  Epileptics  and  Paralytics,  should  be  also  a 
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theme  of  study  and  comparison.  A  service  of  six 
months  would  certainly  seem  to  be  the  very  shortest 
that  could  be  profitably  attempted. 

Such  tables  as  could  be  arranged  from  the  Hospital 
records  have  been  prepared,  and  are  given  in  connection 
with  this  report.  The  material  changes  and  improve- 
ments made  in  the  Hospital  proper,  during  the  year,  are 
stated  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Smyth,  the  Warden.  To 
these  tables  reference  may  be  made  for  such  facts  regard- 
ing admissions,  discharges,  deaths,  etc.,  as  have  not  been 
noticed  in  this  report.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN

Sir — The  Annual  Report  for  the  New  York  City 
Lunatic  Asylum  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

The  annexed  table  is  a  condensed  statement  of  admis- 
sions, discharges  and  deaths  for  the  year  :

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It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that  there  are  now  one 
hundred  and  fifty  more  patients  in  the  Asylum  than 
there  were  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  number 
of  admissions  has  been  unusually  large,  while  the  death 
rate  has  been  small.  The  ratio  of  deaths  to  the  whole 
number  under  treatment  is  about  eight  and  a  half  per 
cent  of  those  admitted.  98  were  from  the  Alms  House, 
66  from  the  Work  House,  3  from  the  Penitentiary,  7 
from  the  Charity  Hospital,  14  from  the  Hospital  for 
Epileptics  and  Paralytics,  and  the  remainder  from  the 
city.  Only  131  of  the  patients  admitted  were  bom  in 
the  United  States,  while  no  less  than  326  were  bom  in 
Ireland  and  146  in  Germany,  the  remainder  being  from 
other  countries. 

Of  those  discharged,  202  were  considered  as  cured, 
115  as  improved,  and  85  as  unimproved.  A  certain  pro- 
portion of  those  recorded  as  improved  were  so  nearly 
well  that  tnany  of  them  have  without  doubt  since 
recovered. 

A  very  considerable  amount  of  labor  has  been  done 
by  the  patients  during  the  past  year.  A  record  has 
been  kept  each  day  of  the  number  who  performed  a 
fair  day's  work,  and  the  average  is  found  to  be  about 
160.  In  addition  to  these,  from  120  to  130  are  reported 
each  day  as  having  worked  a  portion  of  the  time.  If 
appropriate  work  were  provided,  a  considerable  increase 
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might  easily  be  made  to  the  amount  of  labor  done  and 
the  number  of  patients  engaged.  Very  much  of  this 
labor  is  of  such  a  nature  that  it  cannot  be  estimated,  the 
patients  having  been  engaged  in  gardening,  in  making 
roads,  and  in  the  various  necessary  duties  connected 
with  the  Asylum.  The  Matron's  report  shows,  how- 
ever, that  7,045  garments,  bed  ticks,  Ac,  have  been 
made,  and  that  4,293  have  been  repaired.  The  articles 
have  consisted  of  coats,  pantaloons,  shirts,  di'esses,  che- 
mises, petticoats,  sheets,  bed  ticks,  clothing  for  the  child- 
ren at  HandalPs  Island,  &c.  Since  this  labor,  although 
valuable  in  itself,  has  its  principal  value  as  a  means 
conducive  to  the  health,  contentment  and  ultimate  cure 
of  patients,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  facilities  for  useful 
occupation  will  be  furnished  at  an  early  day,  to  such  an 
extent  that  all  may  be  employed  who  would  be  bene- 
fitted thereby.  The  labor  done  should  of  course  be 
made  to  subserve  an  economical  end  to  the  greatest 
extent  possible. 

Many  and  important  improvements  have  been  made 
during  the  past  year  in  general  repairs,  in  improving 
the  grounds,  in  building  sea  wall,  in  the  dietary  table 
and  in  the  organization  of  the  Asylum. 

The  roof  of  the  wing  for  females  and  the  roof  of  the 
Lodge  have  been  thoroughly  repaired  so  that  they  are 
now  impervious  to  water.     They  had,  for  some  time 
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past,  been  in  such  a  leaky  condition  that  great  damage 
was  done  the  buildings  and  great  discomfort  caused  the 
patients  whenever  heavy  falls  of  rain  or  snow  occurred. 
The  water  closets  in  the  wing  for  males  have  been 
thoroughly  rebuilt  so  that  they  are  now  much  better 
than  ever  before,  while  considerable  space  has  been 
economized  and  six  comfortable  rooms  for  patients  built 
in  the  space  gained.  The  amount  of  carpenter's  work, 
of  glazing,  of  mason's  work  and  of  painting  has  been 
large,  three  carpenters,  two  masons  and  two  painters 
having  been  almost  constantly  employed  in  general 
repairs.  The  sea  wall  has  been  extended  from  Pavilion 
B  to  near  the  extremity  of  the  Island,  and  a  fine  maca- 
damized road  from  the  extremity  of  the  wing,  for  males, 
to  the  Work  House  grounds  has  been  constructed  by 
Work  House  men,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Work  House.  No  less  than  20,000  days' 
work  have  thus  been  done  on  the  Asylum  grounds  in 
building  sea  wall,  in  making  roads,  and  in  grading. 
Large  gangs  of  men  from  the  Penitentiary  have  also 
been  employed  in  blasting  and  removing  the  ledge  of 
rocks  on  which  they  were  engaged  during  the  previous 
year.  This  ledge  will  soon  be  entirely  removed,  and 
space  made  for  the  additional  structure  we  so  much 
need. 
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Important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  organization 
of  the  Asylum  and  of  the  Hospital  for  Epileptics  and 
Paralytics.  The  latter  has  been  consolidated  with  the 
Asylum  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  Resident  Physician. 
Thfe  office  of  Warden  has  been  created,  and  Mr.  James  W. 
Smythe,  the  Clerk,  has  been  appointed  to  fill  that  posi- 
tion: The  vacancy  thus  made  has  been  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Mi\  William  H.  Bogle  as  Clerk.  A  com- 
petent Apothecaiy  and  a  competent  Cook  have  also  been 
provided,  Mr.  Frederick  A.  Guerin  having  been  appointed 
as  Apothecary,  and  Mr.  Frederick  Bechtold  as  Cook. 

The  propriety  of  consolidating  the  Hospital  with  the 
Asylum  will  appear  in  a  stronger  light  when  it  is  under- 
stood that  no  less  than  fifty-five  Epileptics  and  a  consid- 
erable number  of  general  Paralytics  are  now  inmates  of 
the  Asylum  on  account  of  mental  impairment  that  ren- 
ders them  unfit  for  any  other  Listitution ;  that  in  the 
department  for  Epileptics  no  less  than  twenty-nine  are 
always,  or  often,  insane,  while  seventeen  are  demented  to 
the  same  degree  and  in  the  same  sense  as  are  very  many 
of  the  patients  in  the  Asylum  ;  and  that  in  the  depart- 
ment for  Paralytics  one  is  insane  and  seven  are  demented, 
while  in  the  case  of  many  of  the  others  the  mind  is 
more  or  less  enfeebled. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  Asylum  and  Hospital 
comprise   nearly  twelve    himdred    persons,   including

patients,  employees,  and  helpers,  it  will  be  seen  that 
these  changes  in  organization  were  necessary  to  the  con- 
summation of  the  one  great  end  in  view,  that  is,  the  care 
and  cure  of  patients  ;  and  further,  it  will  no  doubt  be 
demonstrated  that  the  changes  are  founded  on  both  an 
enlarged  philanthropy  and  on  a  true  and  rigid  economy. 
While  the  Resident  Physician  was  responsible  for  the 
treatment  and  care  of  his  patients,  and  also  for  the  care 
of  stores  and  of  all  the  purely  business  details  of  a  large 
Hospital,  neither  could  be  perfectly  iDcrformed,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  either  department  is  sufficient  to 
exhaust  the  energies  of  one  man  if  any  approach  be 
made  to  the  ideal  standard  of  excellence.  The  proper 
labors  of  the  Resident  Physician  are  exhausting  in  them- 
selves, and  any  waste  of  energy  in  the  perfonnance  of 
merelj"  non-j^rofessional  duties,  that  can  be  even  better 
performed  by  a  Warden  or  Steward,  is  theoretically 
unwise  and  involves  a  lack  of  economy.  It  is  well  under- 
stood that  there  are  serious  theoretical  objections  also  to 
the  office  and  title  of  Warden  in  a  Hospital  for  the 
insane ;  and  further,  that  these  objections  have  in  some 
cases  been  realized  in  the  results.  Within  the  sphere  of 
his  proper  duties,  the  will  of  the  physician  must  be 
supreme,  and  these  duties  extend  to  the  government  and 
regulation  of  all  persons  and  things  pertaining  to  the 
care  and  cure  of  jiatients.    Whenever  a  Warden,  through 
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ambition  or  a  mistaken  zeal,  interferes  with  these 
duties,  persons,  or  things,  save  under  the  direction  and 
in  aid  of  the  physician,  troubles  must  surely  follow,  and 
embarrassments  arise  that  will  to  a  great  extent  par- 
alyze the  energies  of  the  physician,  and  distract  his 
attentions  from  those  higher  ends  for  which  the  Hospi- 
tal or  Asylum  is  created.  It  is  hoped  and  believed, 
however,  that  in  the  present  instance  no  such  results 
will  follow,  but  that  on  the  contrary  the  administration 
of  the  Asylum  will  be  increased  in  eflSciency,  while  its 
unity  is  not  destroyed. 

The  services  of  an  apothecary  have  long  been  needed. 
Whenever  several  physicians  put  up  their  own  prescrip- 
tions in  the  same  druggery,  it  is  found  that  disorder, 
waste  and  confusion  uniformly  result.  Drugs  and 
utensils  are  misplaced  and  improperly  cared  for.  An 
attempt  is  made  to  economise  time  by  putting  up  a 
large  quantity  of  medicine,  that  may  not  be  required  in 
the  progress  of  the  case,  and  each  interferes  with  and 
embarrasses  the  others.  Hence  it  will  be  seen  that  an 
apothecaiy  is  not  only  a  convenience  but  an  economy 
both  of  time  and  of  money. 

Of  all  the  new  appointments,  however,  that  of  cook 
will  not  yield  in  importance  to  any  of  the  others.  Un- 
der the  new  dietary  scale,  provisions  are  bounteously 
supplied,  both  in  quantity  and  variety.     Yet  this  would 
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be  comparatively  of  little  avail,  unless  the  food  were 
properly  prepared,  both  with  a  view  to  economy  in 
saving  all  the  nutrient  principles,  and  with  a  view  to  its 
proper  adaptation  to  the  purposes  of  nutrition.  When 
it  is  considered  that  the  insane  are,  as  a  class,  below 
the  ordinary  standard  of  physical  health,  and  that  with 
an  improved  physical  condition  we  may  fairly  hope  for 
improvement  in  the  mental  condition  also,  it  will,  I 
think,  be  conceded  that  the  office  of  cook  is  scarcely 
inferior  even  to  that  of  physician.  As  a  purely  econom- 
ical measure,  it  is  believed  that  a  good  cook  can  make  a^i 
actual  saving  of  much  more  than  the  amount  of  his  salary. 
Among  the  improvements  made  during  the  past  year, 
the' adoption  of  a  new  dietary  table  has  been  especially 
important.  As  was  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the 
diet  hitherto  furnished  has  been  defective  in  the  quan- 
tity of  certain  articles,  in  variety,  and  in  modes  of  pre- 
paration, so  that  many  of  the  patients  have  been  sub- 
ject to  diseases  dependent  on  imperfect  nutrition.  Such 
changes  have  been  made  under  the  direction  of  your 
Honorable  Board  as  will,  it  is  thought,  supply  all  past 
deficiencies,  and  give  a  nutritious,  varied  and  palatable 
diet.  Subjoined  is  the  standard  dietary  table,  which, 
however,  may  be  changed,  from  time  to  time,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Kesident  Physician,  so  as  the  more  fully 
to  accomplish  the  result  desired. 
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Dietary  Table. 

SUNDAY. 

Bbxakfast — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sugar;  boiled  hominy,  with  molaues 
or  milk ;  bread. 

DiirirsR — Roast  beef;  potatoes;  bread;  baked  rice;  Indian  or  bread  pad- 
ding. 

SuppSB — ^Tea,  milk  and  sugar;  bread  and  batter. 

HONDAT. 
Brxakfast — Coffee  or  tea,  with  milk  and  sugar;  mush,  with  molasses  or 
milk;  bread. 
BiiTHER — Irish  stew ;  bread. 
SuppBB — Tea,  milk  and  sugar ;  bread  and  butter. 

TUESDAY. 

Bbsakpast — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sugar;  boiled  beans;  bread. 
DiNifBR — Soup;  boiled  or  roasted  mutton;  potatoes;  bread. 
SuppBB — ^Tea,  milk  and  sugar;  bread  and  butter. 

WEDNESDAY. 

Brbakfabt — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sugar ;  hashed  meat,  well  seasoned ; 
bread. 

DiVNBB — Irish  stew;  bread;  baked  Indian,  rice,  or  bread  pudding. 

SupPEB — Tea,  milk  and  sugar;  oat-meal  gruel,  or  porridge  of  some 
kind;  bread  and  butter. 

THURSDAY. 

Bbbakfabt — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sugar ;  boiled  hominy,  with  molasses 
or  milk ;  bread. 

DiirirBB — Soup;  roast  beef;  potatoes;  bread.  Instead  of  beef,  baked 
beans  and  pork  may  oooasionally  be  given. 

SirppBR — Tea,  milk  and  sugar;  bread  and  butter. 

FRIDAY. 

Bbbakfabt — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sugar ;  mush,  with  molasses  or  milk ; 
bread. 

DiHBBB — Boiled  salt  codfish ;  fresh  fish  occasionally,  if  possible ;  potatoes; 
bread ;  hominy  and  molasses. 

Sdppbb — ^Tea,  milk  and  sugar;  bread  and  buttor. 

SATURDAY. 

Bbbakfabt — Coffee  or  tea,  milk  and  sugar;  hashed  meat,  well  seasoned; 
bread. 

DiBBBE — Boiled  beef,  slightly  corned,  with  boiled  cabbage  or  turnips ; 
bread. 

SvppBB — Tea,  milk  and  sugar;  bread  and  butter. 
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In  addition  to  the  articles  enumerated  in  the  dietary 
table,  the  vegetables  grown  in  the  various  gardens  on 
the  Island  are  abundantly  used  in  their  season,  such  as 
onions,  leeks,  shallots,  celery,  spinach,  beets,  turnips, 
carrots,  etc.  Some  of  these  are  furnished  throughout 
the  greater  part  of  the  year. 

The  coffee  is  one-fourth  pure  coffee  and  three-fourths 
rye  ;  the  ration  of  the  mixture  is  one-fifth  of  an  oimce. 
The  ration  of  tea  is  one-eighth  of  an  ounce.  The  ration 
of  milk  is  two  ounces  at  breakfast  and  two  ounces  at 
supper.  When  milk  is  furnished  with  the  hominy, 
mush,  or  oat-meal  porridge,  eight  ounces  are  allowed  in 
addition.  The  milk  used  in  making  puddings,  and  for 
extra  diet,  is  also  furnished  extra.  The  ration  of  sugar 
is  one-half  ounce  at  breakfast  and  one-half  ounce  at 
supper.  The  ration  of  hominy,  of  mush,  and  of  oat- 
meal, is  two  ounces.  The  ration  of  molasses  is  one  and 
a  half  ounces.  The  ration  of  bread  is  twenty  ounces, 
although  practically  all  is  given  that  is  required.  The 
ration  of  beef  and  mutton  is  twelve  ounces  of  the  raw 
meat,  which  will  make  about  half  that  amoimt  when 
cooked  and  freed  from  the  bone.  When  soup  is  made 
the  meat  is  partially  boiled  to  make  the  stock,  before 
roasting  or  other  preparations.  For  beef  tea  for  extra 
diet  and  for  hash  an  extra  quantity  of  meat  is  furnished. 
The  ration  of  potatoes  is  eight  ounces.     The  ration  of 
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pudding  is  about  six  ounces.  The  ration  of  butter  is 
half  an  ounce.  The  ration  of  boiled  beans  at  breakfast 
is  four  ounces.  The  ration  of  hash  is  six  ounces,  two 
ounces  being  meat  and  four  ounces  potatoes.  The  ration 
of  salt  codfish  is  five  ounces. 

Without  a  competent  cook,  the  above,  or  any  other 
dietary,  would  lose  much  in  value.  Hence,  one  has  been 
furnished,  and  he  is  directed  to  use  his  discretion  in 
varying  the  mode  of  preparing  the  above  rations  from 
time  to  time  so  as  to  secure  the  greatest  variety  compat- 
ible with  economy  and  the  means  at  his  disposal. 

Although  the  improvements  made  at  the  Asylum 
during  the  past  year  have  been  undeniably  great,  there 
is  still  one  urgent  necessity  that  is  yet  to  be  supplied  ; 
that  is  sufficient  room  for  the  accommodation  of  the  ' 
patients,  employees  and  helpers.  Although,  within  the 
past  three  years,  several  new  buildings  have  been 
erected,  they  have  been  filled  with  inmates  from  the 
city  and  from  the  other  institutions  to  such  an  extent 
that  no  essential  relief  has  been  afforded  to  the  over- 
crowded halls  of  the  Asylum.  In  fact  some  of  tl^e  halls 
are  now  overcrowded  to  a  greater  extent  than  they  have 
ever  been  before.  Several  causes  have  contributed  to 
this  result.  In  the  first  place  the  number  of  admissions 
have  been  larger  than  during  any  previous  year,  and,  in 
the  second,  the  rate  of  moilality  has  fortunately  been 
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excee  dingly  small.  Again,  in  former  years  quiet  patients 
who  were  supposed  to  be  incurable  were  often  trans- 
ferred to  the  Alms  House,  in  order  to  make  room  for 
more  recent  and  curable  cases.  In  accordance  with  a 
humane  policy  that  has  also  been  applied  by  the  State 
Legislature  to  Alms  Houses  throughout  the  State,  these 
patients  are  now  cared  for  within  the  walls  of  the 
Asylum.  Hence  no  more  transfers  are  made  to  the 
Alms  House  ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  many  are  now  trans- 
ferred from  thence  to  the  Asyliun,  who,  in  former  years, 
would  not  have  been  considered  proper  cases  for  removal. 
The  amount  of  overcrowding  will  be  better  understood 
when  it  is  stated  that  there  is  now  in  the  Asylum  only 
five  hundred  and  ninety-one  bedsteads  for  the  use  of  the 
patients,  and  that  this  number  fairly  represents  the 
available  space  in  which  bedsteads  can  be  placed.  In 
other  words,  it  represents  the  number  of  patients  for 
whom  the  Asylum  is  adapted.  Of  the  917  patients  now 
reported  as  inmates  of  the  Asylum,  22  are  absent  on 
trial,  making  the  number  who  actually  sleep  in  the 
buildii\g  895.  Of  this  number  no  less  than  304  sleep 
on  beds  laid  upon  the  floor. 

Casual  observers  who  pass  through  the  halls  of  the 
Asylum  do  not  notice  these  facts.  They  become  appa- 
rent, however,  to  those  accustomed  to  the  care  of  hos- 
pitals whenever  they  make  an  inspection  of  the  rooms.

They  soon  discover  that  what  appeared  to  be  a  well 
made,  comfortable  bed  for  a  single  person,  in  a  room 
containing  seven  hundred  cubic  feet  of  space,  is,  in 
reality,  two  beds,  the  one  placed  upon  the  other  ;  and 
they  learn  further  that  at  night  one  of  these  beds  is 
placed  upon  the  floor  and  that  the  seven  hundred  cubic 
feet  of  air  is  breathed  over  by  two  patients  instead  of 
one.  The  evils  arising  from  this  deficiency  in  room  are 
manifold. 

The  standard  of  physical  health  is  lowered  and,  as  a 
consequence,  the  probabilities  of  improvement  in  mental 
condition  are  diminished  ;  patients  incompatible  in  tem- 
perament are  placed  together,  and  act  as  a  mutual  source 
of  irritation;  those  with  orderly  habits  and  refined  taste 
must  often  be  placed  in  contact  with  those  who  are 
grossly  demented,  and  in  every  way  disagreeable  as 
companions.  Attendants  have  more  patients  under  their 
charge  than  they  can  well  supervise  and  care  for,  and  a 
proper  classification  cannot  be  made  for  the  study  and 
treatment  of  cases.  It  is  a  rule  laid  down  by  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  of  American  Asylums  for  the  Insane, 
that  for  an  Asylum  containing  two  hundred  and  fifty  or 
three  hundred  patients  there  should  be  at  least  sixteen 
halls  or  wards,  eight  for  each  sex,  in  order  to  secure  an 
eflScient  classification.     In  this  Asylum  there  are  more

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than  three  hundred  men,  and  yet  they  are  distributed  in 
six  halls ;  and  one  of  these  is  designed  only  for  the 
small  number  who  are  sick  in  bed.  The  means  of  classi- 
fication for  females  is  no  better. 

Fifteen  patients  are  considered  a  sufficient  number  for 
the  care  and  supervision  of  one  attendant,  that  is  thirty . 
patients  in  a  hall  cared  for  by  two  attendants.  For  the 
disturbed  class  the  ratio  of  attendants  should  be  greater, 
thus  making  the  average  ratio  one  attendant  to  about 
twelve  patients. 

In  this  Asylum  some  of  the  halls  are  planned  to 
accommodate  forty  patients  and  two  attendants.  This, 
certainly,  would  appear  to  be  as  large  a  number  as 
should  be  placed  together,  unless  an  exception  be  made 
in  the  case  of  halls  occupied  solely  by  quiet  incurables. 
Some  of  the  halls,  however,  contain  as  many  as  seventy 
patients,  while  the  average  ratio  is  one  attendant  to 
twenty-eight  patients.  But  the  evils  of  this  system  of 
overcrowding  are  most  apparent  in  the  halls  occupied 
by  the  disturbed  class  of  patients.  Here  they  mutually 
excite  and  irritate  each  other  until,  I  regret  to  sav,  the 
popular  notion  of  "  Bedlam "  is  too  nearly  realized. 
It  may  be  imagined  that  this  noisy  and  turbulent  con- 
duct, on  the  part  of  the  patients,  is  a  necessary  evil.  To 
a  certain  extent  this  is  true ;  but,  yet,  if  the  number  of 
disturbed  patients  occupying  the  same  apartments  were 
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properly  reduced,  the  noise  and  tumult  would  be  so 
diminished  as  to  be  hardly  worthy  of  remark.  To  be 
convinced  of  the  truth  of  this  assertion  it  is  only  neces- 
sary to  visit  the  wards  of  Asylums  in  which  proper  pro- 
vision is  made  for  this  class,  and  compare  them  with 
our  own. 

This  condition  of  things  is  well  understood  by  your 
Honorable  Board,  for  it  has  been  recently  ordered  that 
all  new  cases  be  first  placed  in  one  of  the  halls  of  the 
main  building,  until  it  becomes  manifest  that  they  are 
too  noisy  to  be  retained  in  a  quiet  hall,  although  for- 
merly such  new  cases  only  were  at  first  placed  in  a 
quiet  hall  as  were  judged  likely  to  be  tranquil  and 
inoffensive.  This  method  has  no  doubt  been  of  great 
advantage  to  patients  recently  admitted,  for  after  all 
they  may  not  be  as  turbulant  as  was  anticipated;  but 
on  the  other  hand  the  disadvantage  has  been  perhaps 
equally  great,  by  disturbing  the  quietude  and  order  of 
halls  that  would  otherwise  have  been  undisturbed. 
The  sleep  of  quiet  patients  is  now  often  broken,  and  a 
general  excitement  produced  by  the  advent  of  some  new 
comer  who  first  evinces  a  propensity  to  make  noise 
and  disturbance  after  he  has  retired  for  the  night.  It 
is  not  the  building  or  the  hall  that  makes  a  mad  house, 
but  the  character  of  the  patients  who  are  its  occupants. 
The  true  solution  of  the  difficulty  is  the  provision  of  a 
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sufficient  number  of  halls,  so  that  patients  can  be  prop- 
erly classified,  so  that  only  a  limited  number  of  excita- 
ble patients  need  be  placed  together,  and  so  that  special 
provision  can  be  made  for  new  admissions,  until  a  class- 
ification becomes  possible.  These  facts  are  restated, 
not  because  they  not  been  thoroughly  understood  and 
appreciated,  but  because  the  urgency  for  relief  seems 
now  more  pressing  than  ever  before.  For  various 
causes  that  seemed  unavoidable,  it  was  not  found  prac- 
ticable to  erect  the  building  in  contemplation  at  the 
time  of  my  last  report;  but  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that 
the  work  will  be  energetically  pushed  forward  during 
the  coming  year,  for  even  with  the  greatest  dis- 
patch, our  necessities  will,  in  the  natural  course  of 
things,  become  considerably  greater  than  at  present, 
before  any  structure  can  be  completed.  Our  necessities 
are  now  becoming  so  great,  and  the  hope  of  relief  has 
been  so  long  deferred,  that  even  those  representatives 
of  our  tax-paying  citizens  who  are  seeking  to  secure  a 
minimum  in  the  sum  total  of  public  expenditures  for  the 
coming  year,  would,  I  am  persuaded,  if  they  knew  the 
real  facts  and  necessities,  urge  rather  than  discourage 
the  outlay  required  for  the  acconuuodations  we  so  much 
need.  An  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Asj'lum 
would  show  them,  moreover,  that  its  affairs  have  been 
managed  with  a  rigid  economy,  that  had  reduced  its 
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pro  rata  of  expenses  much  below  that  of  other  Asylums 
in  the  country,  notwithstanding  the  constant  improve- 
ment that  has  been  made  in  the  material  comforts  pro- 
vided for  the  patients. 

An  opinion  is  held  by  some  that  however  capacious 
our  accommodations  may  be  made,  we  shall  always  be 
overcrowded  as  at  present.  It  is  true  that  so  long  as 
our  accommodations  fall  very  much  below  the  necessary 
standard,  new  buildings  will,  to  a  certain  extent,  be  filled 
from  the  other  Institutions  and  by  patients  that  have 
long  needed  the  care  and  shelter  of  an  asylum  ;  but  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  asylum  is  not  an  alms 
house  where  the  indolent  and  maligerers  are  prone  to 
congregate  in  proportion  to  the  comforts  enjoyed.  Those 
only  are  retained  at  an  asylum  who  are  so  unsound  of 
mind  as  to  need  its  care.  Now  the  number  of  these 
persons  in  any  community  will  not  surpass  a  given  ratio. 
In  the  country  this  ratio  will  exceed  one  in  a  thousand  ; 
in  cities,  and  especially  in  a  metropolitan  city  like  this, 
the  ratio  is  considerably  greater.  Whatever  this  ratio 
may  be,  let  the  accommodations  be  made  still  greater, 
and  overcrowding  will  be  at  an  end  from  a  limitation  of 
the  supply  ;  for  whatever  may  be  thought  in  this  regard, 
there  are  very  few  patients  at  the  asylum  who  are  not 
properly  a  charge  upon  the  city,  if  we  except  those 
received  directly  or  indirectly  from  the  Commissioners 
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of  Emigration.  Of  these  mention  will  be  made  in  another 
place. 

A  new  structure  of  sufficient  capacity  for  the  accom- 
modation of  two  hundred  and  fifty  or  three  hundi'ed 
patients,  should,  then,  be  immediately  commenced  and 
pushed  to  an  early  completion.  In  planning  and  locating 
this  building,  however,  regard  must  be  had  not  only  to 
present  necessities,  but  to  probable  necessities  for  some 
years  to  come  ;  for  whatever  may  be  the  ultimate  dis- 
position of  the  Island,  it  will  certainly  be  required  for 
its  present  uses  until  still  further  necessities  arise  than 
those  now  experienced.  The  building,  then,  should  be 
so  placed  and  planned  that  additions  can  be  made  when 
needed.  One  object  that .  should  be  kept  in  view  in 
making  these  plans  is  the  ultimate  separation  of  the 
sexes,  so  that  the  present  main  building  shall  be  occu- 
pied entirely  by  the  quiet  class  of  male  patients,  the 
Lodge  by  those  who  are  disturbed,  and  in  like  manner 
the  new  structure  by  the  quiet  class,  and  the  Retreat  by 
the  disturbed  class  of  female  patients. 

In  connection  with  a  new  structure,  of  whatever  size 
and  wherever  located,  independent  provision  for  heating 
must  necessarily  be  provided,  for  the  boiler  room  is  now 
barely  sufficient  for  its  present  uses.  In  connection  with 
the  new  boiler  room  a  cook  house  should  be  constructed, 
of  sufficient  size,  and  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  whole 
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asylum.  Both  the  public  kitchen  and  the  wash  room 
are  now  too  small^  and  the  location  of  the  kitchen  is 
peculiarly  bad,  as  its  atmosphere  is  often  permeated  with 
the  vapors  and  odors  arising  from  the  soiled  clothing  in 
process  of  purification  in  the  adjoining  wash  room.  The 
whole  space  now  occupied  as  a  kitchen  might  then  be 
appropriated  to  enlarge  the  wash  house,  while  the  new 
cook  house  might  be  planned  with  reference  to  con- 
venience, economy  of  time,  and  the  avoidance  of  the 
crowd  and  confusion  that  now  almost  necessarily  attend 
the  preparations  and  distribution  of  food. 

In  connection  with  the  new  boiler  room  and  cook 
house  a  bath  house  should  also  be  constructed  and  fitted 
up,  with  all  the  appliances  and  conveniences  requisite  for 
the  expeditious  and  thorough  ablution  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  persons. 

With  even  the  imperfect  means  now  at  our  command 
it  is  believed  that  the  bath  forms  one  of  the  most 
important  agents  employed  in  the  treatment  of  the 
insane ;  and  in  some  foreign  Asylums,  where  the  means 
for  bathing  are  more  perfect,  the  results  are  considered 
still  more  satisfactory  and  important.  Under  the  pre- 
sent system  each  patient  is  bathed  once  every  week,  in 
the  ordinary  bath  rooms  attached  to  the  halls,  although 
some  patients  are,  of  course,  bathed  much  oftener,  for 
special  reasons.     Now,  in  the  hall  bath  rooms  there  is 
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only  a  single  bath  tub;  the  water  flows  slowly  and  is 
limited  in  supply,  and  the  bath  rooms  and  halls  are  often 
too  cold.  If  the  water  be  changed  for  each  new  bather 
much  time  and  a  large  amount  of  water  are  required, 
and  the  supply  of  hot  water  is  liable  to  fail.  Conse- 
quently it  is  not  found  practicable  to  change  the  water 
for  each  new  bather,  and  the  whole  process  is  hurried 
on  account  pf  the  time  required  and  the  unfavorable 
temperature  and  drafts  of  air  to  which  the  bathers  are 
exposed.  Patients  who  know  that  the  water  is  not 
always  changed  often  complain,  bitterly,  that  they  are 
bathed  in  dirty  water,  even  when  the  bath  prepared  for 
them  has  not  been  used.  In  cold  weather,  as  a  rule,  a 
wholesome  reaction  does  not  follow  the  bath ;  but,  on 
the  contrary,  the  great  majority  of  the  bathers  will  be 
found  cold  and  depressed  for  a  considerable  time. 

Now,  with  a  properly  constructed  bath  house,  all 
these  objections  would  be  avoided  and  important  advan- 
tages gained  that  are  now  beyond  our  reach.  The  bath 
house  might  be  planned  as  illustrated  in  the  accompany- 
ing diagram  :  In  a  represents  the  vestibule,  b  an  ante- 
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could  be  so  arranged  as  to  secure  the  best  results;  that  is,  a 
healthy  and  invigorating  reaction,  with  a  feeling  of  com- 
fort and  cheerfulness  that  now  are  rarely  attained;  the 
method  would  be  more  economical  of  time  and  of  water, 
and,  moreover,  the  water  applied  would  be  always 
unmistakably  clean. 

The  above  mentioned  use  of  the  bath  house  is  hygie- 
nic and  curative  in  a  general  way.  But  there  are  some 
patients,  especially  cases  of  melancholia,  in  whom  the 
glandular  system  is  torpid  and  the  skin  harsh  and  dry, 
who  would  receive  much  benefit  from  a  bath  that  would

strongly  stimulate  the  skin,  and  at  the  same  time  invig- 
orate the  general  system.  For  these  the  vapor  and  hot 
air  baths  would  furnish  a  means  of  relief  that  is  now 
entirely  beyond  our  reach.  While  the  vapor  and  hot 
air  baths  were  in  use,  the  ordidary  bath  room  could  be 
so  heated  as  to  answer  for  the  preparatory  room.  With 
a  bath  house  constructed  to  fulfill  the  conditions  referred 
to  above,  it  is  thought  that  the  efficiency  of  the  Institu- 
tion in  securing  the  comfort,  physical  health  and  cure  of 
patients  would  be  very  much  increased,  and,  moreover, 
without  any  addition  to  current  expenditures. 

One  of  the  deficiencies  that  has  been  long  and  severely 
felt  is  that  of  gaslight.  The  deprivation  is  more  espe- 
cially felt  during  the  long  winter  evenings,  when  the 
patients  must,  perforce,   retire  to  bed  as   soon   as   it 
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becomes  dark,  for  want  of  any  suitable  means  for  light- 
ing the  halls.  In  order  to  shorten  the  long  night  as 
much  as  possible,  they  rise  in  time  to  breakfast  at  six 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  light  afforded  for  the 
morning  meal  is  only  by  a  few  oil  lanterns,  that  are  illy 
calculated  to  impart  an  air  of  cheerfulness  to  the  sur- 
roundings. Some  of  the  patients  find  the  long  night 
spent  in  bed  very  wearysome,  and  others,  no  doubt,  con- 
tract bad  habits  that  might  otherwise  be  avoided. 
Through  fear  of  accidents  the  use  of  kerosene  has  never 
been  allowed  in  the  halls,  and  oil  lamps  are  so  inefficient 
and  troublesome  that  they  are  limited  to  the  lowest 
practicable  number.  In  other  parts  of  the  Institution 
kerosene  is  used;  but  even  here  there  is  a  constant 
dread  that  some  explosion  or  conflagration  will  take 
place  through  the  carelessness  of  the  irresponsible  par- 
ties that  have  charge  of  the  lamps.  In  fact,  accidents 
have  at  various  times  occurred  that  might,  under 
slightly  different  circumstances,  have  involved  loss  of 
life,  if  not  the  destruction  of  the  building.  If  in  con- 
nection with  these  disadvantages,  the  constant  breakage 
and  waste  involved  are  taken  into  consideration,  it  will, 
I  think,  appear,  that  gaslight  is  to  be  preferred,  not 
only  on  the  score  of  cheerfulness  and  convenience,  but 
also  on  the  score  of  economy. 

Another  improvement  might  be  made  at  a  moderate 
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expense  that  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  halls, 
both  in  appearance  and  in  comfort.  The  wide  steps  in 
front  of  each  wing  that  are  so  often  mistaken  for  the 
main  entrance  to  the  building,  serve  no  purpose  that 
might  not  be  otherwise  attained,  while  they  render  the 
lower  halls  dismally  dark  and  unpleasant  by  cutting  off 
light  and  air.  The  space  they  occupy  should  be  built 
up,  and  a  large  and  well  lighted  alcove  constructed  for 
each  hall,  that  would  serve  as  a  pleasant  day  room  for 
the  patients.  With  the  present  arrangeipents  for  heat 
and  ventilation  the  halls  are  rarely  comfortable  in  very 
cold  weather,  and  sometimes  the  temperature  is  below 
60°  Fahrenheit  for  days  together.  This  day  room  might 
be  provided  with  ample  means  for  heat  and  ventilation, 
and  in  the  coldest  weather  might  be  occupied  by  day  to 
the  exclusion  of  other  portions  of  the  hall. 

Reference  has  been  incidently  made  to  the  system  by 
which  patients  are  brought  to  this  Asylum  from  the 
Emigrant  Hospital  immediately  after  the  expiration  of 
the  five  years,  during  which  the  Conunissioners  of  Emi- 
gration are  chargeable  for  their  support,  and  what  holds 
true  in  regard  to  the  Asylum  is  equally  true  in  the  case 
of  other  institutions  under  the  care  of  your  Honorable 
Board.  Under  this  system  a  gross  injustice  is  done  the 
city,  and   it  is  questionable  if  the  municipal   interests 
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would  not  be  better  subserved  were  the  Emigrant  Hos- 
pital entirely  done  away  with. 

It  is  true  that  the  city  is  relieved  of  the  care  of  alien 
paupers,  who  landed  at  this  port,  until  the  expiration  of 
five  years  after  their  arrival.  But  many  of  these  aliens 
never  thought  to  make  the  city  their  home  until  misfor- 
tune or  sickness  prevented  them  from  going  elsewhere, 
and  hence  they  should  become  a  public  rather  than  a 
local  charge.  These  aliens  are  now  cared  for  at  Ward^s 
Island  during  five  years,  and  then  are  often  thrown  upon 
the  city  charities  as  a  life-long  charge. 

It  is  not  the  city  of  New  York  alone,  however,  that 
sends  alien  paupers  to  the  Emigrant  Hospital.  Other 
cities,  counties,  and  States,  in  like  manner  share  its  ben- 
efits ;  and  not  only  so,  but  they  are  relieved  of  the  subse- 
quent care  of  these  paupers  ;  for  after  the  expiration  of 
the  five  years  they,  too,  are  thrown  upon  the  charge  of 
the  city  as  quasi  residents  for  the  sole  reason  that  they 
have  been  supported  as  paupers  for  a  certain  time  within 
the  city  limits.  The  fact  that  these  aliens  are  entitled 
to  their  support  at  the  Emigrant  Hospital  as  a  right,  by 
reason  of  a  certain  sum  paid  to  secure  its  benefits,  does 
not  alter  the  case  so  far  as  the  subsequent  disposition  of 
these  persons  is  concerned,  if,  indeed,  it  is  proper  to 
consider  them  at  any  time  as  otherwise  than  virtual 
paupers,  notwithstanding  this  right.

An  application  of  the  argvmentvm  ad  hominem  may 
show  this  subject  in  a  clearer  light  to  residents  of  other 
portions  of  the  State.  If,  for  instance,  the  Emigrant 
Hospital,  instead  of  being  located  within  the  limits  or 
near  the  city  of  New  York,  were  located  at  Albany,  at 
Bochester  or  at  Buffalo,  alien  paupers  would  be  sent 
from  this  city  to  so  great  a  distance,  that  when  they 
were  discharged  from  the  Emigrant  Hospital  they  would 
not  be  likely  to  return,  but  would  become  a  local  charge 
to  the  counties  situated  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
hospital ;  that  is,  the  injustice  now*  done  to  the  county 
of  New  York  would  then  be  done  to  other  counties. 

The  burden  of  caring  for  paupers  without  a  legal 
residence,  should  be  borne  by  the  State  at  large  in  some 
way  analogous  to  that  adopted  some  years  since  by  the 
State  of  Massachusetts.  K  this  were  done,  the  Asyliun 
would  be  relieved  of  the  care  of  a  veiy  considerable 
number  of  patients,  and  room  made  for  others  who 
should  rightfully  enjoy  its  privileges,  but  who  are 
debarred  because  the  accommodations  are  much  too 
small,  and  because  the  straitened  accommodations  we 
have  are  over-burdened  by  a  class  of  patients  that  should 
be  otherwise  provided  for. 

The  amusements  provided  for  the  patients  have  been 
the  same  as  in  former  years,  but  with  some  important 
additions.     The  Gynmasium  recommended  in  my  former 
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reports  has  been  provided  and  put  in  successful  opera- 
tion. Daily  classes  have  been  foimed  from  the  different 
female  halls  and  from  the  Hospital  for  Epileptics,  and 
these  classes  have  been  assiduously  taught  and  exercised 
in  the  beautiful  system  of  light  gymnastics,  by  Mrs. 
Gilfillan,  the  teacher,  who  has  proved  herself  a  zealous 
and  enthusiastic  worker,  and  has  succeeded  in  instilling 
a  portion  of  her  own  zeal  and  enthusiasm  into  the  minds 
of  Her  pupils.  The  attendants  have  also  taken  a  lively 
interest  in  these  exercises,  and  have  contributed  much 
to  enhance  their  usefulness.  One  of  the  greatest  diffi- 
culties experienced  in  all  asylums,  is  that  of  furnishing 
the  patients,  especially  the  females,  with  regulated  em- 
ployment that  affords  a  certain  amount  of  physical 
exercise.  This  end  the  Gymnasium  assists  us  in  secur- 
ing. The  patients  are  refreshed  and  invigorated,  are 
relieved  from  the  monotony  of  asylum  life,  are  rendered 
more  obedient  to  authority,  and  are  strengthened  in  the 
power  of  self-control.  With  a  building  especially 
adapted  to  the  exercise  of  gymnastics  and  other  like 
amusements,  so  that  the  teacher  could  be  in  view  of  all 
her  pupils,  and  so  that  other  patients  might  be  suitably 
accommodated  as  spectators,  still  better  results  might 
be  anticipated  than  have  hitherto  been  attained. 

A  stereopticon  for  dissolving  views,  with  the  oxy- 
hydrogen  light  has  also  been  furnished  for  the  instruc- 
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tion  and  amusement  of  the  patients.  The  instrument 
and  appurtenances  were  made  by  the  firm  of  Benjamin 
Pike  &  Sons,  and  are  of  the  best  model  and  manufacture. 
There  is  perhaps  no  other  means  by  which  so  large  a 
number  of  patients  can  be  entertained  at  one  time  at  so 
slight  an  expense ;  nor  is  the  entertainment  a  mere 
recreation  or  amusement,  for  the  pictui'es  now  made  for 
the  stcreopticon  are  photographs  from  nature  or  from 
works  of  art,  and  hence  bear  the  strongest  light  and  the 
highest  magnifying  power.  Some  of  them  are  scarcely 
inferior  to  the  very  best  paintings  and  engravings, 
while  they  can  be  illuminated  by  an  intensity  of  light 
to  which  other  pictures  cannot  be  subjected.  Exhibi- 
tions of  these  fine  pictures  are  given  on  holidays  and  at 
such  other  times  as  may  be  thought  best  and  found  con- 
venient. 

Several  concerts  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music  have 
been  given  during  the  year  by  Hooley's  Minstrels,  of 
Brooklyn.  These  gentlemen  have  laid  the  institution 
under  a  renewed  debt  of  gratitude,  by  their  self-sacri- 
ficing generosity  and  philanthropy,  and  are  always  sure 
of  a  warm  greeting  and  a  hearty  welcome. 

Concerts  of  sacred  music  have  been  given  at  various 
times,  by  gentlemen  and  ladies  from  the  city. 

The  library  has  been  constantly  patronized,  and  it  is 
only  to  be  regretted  that  the  means  of  recreation  and 
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instruction  thus  afforded  is  so  limited.  A  library  large 
enough  to  supply  all  who  desire  to  read  with  books 
suited  to  their  tastes  and  condition,  is  a  great  necessity. 
Daily  and  weekly  newspapers  have  been  furnished  the 
patients  to  a  considerable  extent,  through  the  generosity 
of  publishers  and  others.  These  are  eagerly  read  and 
highly  esteemed. 

Dancing  and  the  standard  games,  as  checkers,  cards, 
dominoes,  croquet,  &c.,  have  served  to  fill  out  the  fund 
of  amusements.

In  1865,  the  average  number  of  patients  was  695, 
making  the  weekly  expense  of  each  patient,  $2.59 ;  in 
1866  the  average  number  was  807,  making  the  weekly 
expenses  of  each  $2.02  ;  while  in  1867  the  average  num- 
ber was  870,  making  the  weekly  expense  of  each,  $2.12. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that,  notwithstanding  the  improve- 
ments in  the  dietary  table  and  the  additions  to  the  corps  of

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officers,  that  have  been  made  within  the  past  year,  the 
average  of  expenditures  is  little  above  that  ot  the  pre- 
ceding year,  while  it  falls  very  much  below  the  average 
for  1865.  This  result  cannot  be  anticipated,  however, 
for  the  coming  year ;  for  it  must  be  remembered  that 
these  changes  were  made  so  recently  as  not  materially 
to  affect  the  expenditures  for  the  current  year.  So  long 
as  the  cost  of  supplies,  economy  in  the  use  of  supplies, 
and  the  average  number  of  patients  remain  substantially 
the  same,  wliile  the  amount  of  supplies  and  salaries  is 
increased,  the  average  expenditure  for  each  patient  must 
also  be  of  necessity  increai^ed.  It  is  believed  that  sup- 
plies have  hitherto  been  economically  expended,  and 
hence  that,  under  the  conditions  mentioned,  expenses 
for  the  coming  year  must  be  somewhat  above  the  ratio 
for  the  past  year.  But,  even  if  the  average  expenditure 
equals  that  for  the  year  1865,  it  will  even  then  be 
exceedingly  small — less,  indeed,  than  that  of  any  similar 
institution  in  the  country.  It  is  well,  however,  to  imder- 
stand  beforehand  what  must  be  the  inevitable  result, 
lest  disappointment  ensue,  the  new  order  of  things  be 
considered  a  failure,  and  a  desire  be  intlulged  to  again 
diminish  expenses,  by  cutting  off  improvements  that 
have  been  so  long  and  so  much  needed. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  in  calculating  the  average  ratio 
of  expenditures  the  average  number  of  patients  only  is 
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taken  into  consideration ;  for  every  expense  incurred, 
whether  it  be  salaries  of  officers  or  the  maintenance  of 
Work  House  and  Alms  House  help,  is  incurred  solely 
for  the  benefit  of  patients,  and  hence,  should  be  charged 
against  them.  This  point  is  to  be  remembered  in  com- 
pju^ing  the  average  expenses  at  the  Asylum  with  those 
of  other  Institutions  in  the  Department  in  which  Work 
House  and  Alms  House  helpers  are  reckoned  with  the 
patients  in  making  out  the  average  expenses. 

Donations  have  been  made  to  the  Institution,  as  on 
former  years,  to  a  considerable  extent.  The  firm  of 
Schaus  &  Co.,  the  firm  of  Goupil  &  Co.  and  the  firm  of 
Jacobi  &  Zeller  have  presented  valuable  pictures  and 
engravings  with  which  to  decorate  the  halls.  The  glass 
f^r  these  pictures  was  presented  by  Messrs.  Schenck  & 
Son  and  the  frames  by  B.  W.  Merriam  &  Co.  George 
Kellock,  Esq.  has  regularly  sent  several  copies  of  daily 
and  weekly  papers  ;  Harper  &  Brothers  have  sent  copies 
of  Harpers'  Weekly  Magazine  ;  John  Cooper  Vail  has 
donated  a  large  bundle  of  papers,  magazines  and  books  ; 
Mrs.  George  Doyle,  of  Williamsbugh,  has  presented 
flowers,  seeds,  plants  and  papers,  on  her  own  account 
and  in  behalf  of  her  friends  ;  and  the  firm  of  Benjamin 
Pike  &  Son  has  given  the  use  of  slides  for  the  stereopti- 
con.  The  Rev.  Edward  Cowley  has  also  secured  a 
donation  of  fifty  dollars  to  purchase  books  for  the  gen- 
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eral  library.  As  these  books  were  obtained  at  a  large 
discount  on  the  retail  price  the  addition  made  to  our 
stock  of  books  is  not  inconsiderable. 

These  donations  are  of  no  small  value,  in  themselves, 
and  their  value  is  still  further  enhanced  by  the  interest 
which  they  betoken  on  the  part  of  the  donors  for  the 
welfare  of  the  Institution. 

Beligious  services  have  been  regularly  held  through- 
out the  year  on  Thursday  of  each  week  and  on  the  first 
Sunday  of  each  month  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Cowley;  on 
the  second  and  fifth  Sunday  by  the  Bev.  Father  Gelinas, 
and  on  the  remaining  Sundays  by  the  Bev.  Zetus  Searle 
with  the  assistance  of  clerical  and  lay  brethren  from  the 
city. 

Various  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
corps  of  officers  since  the  conmiencement  of  the  year. 
Mr.  James  C.  Greene,  the  clerk,  was  transferred  to 
another  institution,  and  his  place  filled  by  the  transfer  of 
Mr.  James  W.  Smyth,  from  Bellevue  Hospital.  The 
office  of  Warden  was  subsequently  created,  and  Mr. 
Smyth  waa  promoted  to  fill  the  position.  The  vacancy 
thus  made  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  William 
H.  Bogle  as  clerk.  The  office  of  apothecary  has  also 
been  created,  and  the  place  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Frederic  A.  Guerin. 

Dr.  Edgar  S.  Smith,  assistant  physician  at  the  com- 
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mencement  of  the  year,  was  obliged  to  leave  on  account 
of  severe  illness,  and  Dr.  G.  W.  Robinson  was  permitted 
to  resign.  The  vacancies  thus  made  were  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Eli  Warner,  and  Dr.  William  J.  G. 
Dawson.  To  the  faithful  service  of  the  last  named  gen- 
tlemen,  and  of  Dr.  Theodore  H.  Kellogg,  the  senior 
assistant  physician,  I  am  indebted  in  no  small  degree  for 
whatever  of  success  has  attended  the  medical  care  and 
treatment  of  the  patients  under  my  charge. 

The  attendants  and  officers  in  general  are  wortly  of 
honorable  mention  for  the  faithful  and  conscientious 
manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  several 
duties.  Without  their  intelligent  and  assiduous  co-ope- 
ration no  amount  of  learning,  or  skill,  or  devotion,  on 
the  part  of  the  physician  would  be  of  much  avail. 

To  the  members  of  your  Honorable  Board,  who  by 
their  daily  visits,  their  prompt  attention  to  the  slightest 
necessities  of  the  Institution,  and  their  repeated  evi- 
dences of  personal  consideration,  my  cares  have  been 
lightened  and  my  labors  rendered  more  successful,  I 
desire  to  express  a  deep  and  abiding  sense  of  obligation, 
And  remain  your  obedient  servant,

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Several  wards  in  the  Female  Department  have  been 
turned  over  to  Infants'  Bureau  for  use  of  Wet  Nurses, 
in  addition  to  those  heretofore  in  use.  This  addition 
has  been  made  since  the  advent  of  Mrs.  Ellen  Dundess, 
who  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  department, 
as  Matron,  on  June  1st,  1867.  The  nurseries  have, 
during  the  past  summer,  been  thoroughly  cleansed, 
whitewashed  and  painted,  and  new  bedsteads  and  bed- 
ding supplied.  A  ward  has  been  set  apart  as  a  quaran- 
tine  for  the  little  waifs,  who,  as  soon  as  they  arrive,  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Matron  cleansed,  warmly 
clad  and  fed.  After  remaining  in  quarantine,  under 
doctor's  care,  for  a  certain  length  of  time,  they  are,  if 
healthy,  transferred  to  the  nursery,  there  to  be  com- 
fortably provided  for.  There  are  at  present  in  the 
department  upwards  of  fifty  Wet  Nurses,  whose  sole 
duty  it  is  to  care  for  the  orphan  children  in  connection 
with  their  own  child.  Each  ward  (of  which  there  are 
five  set  apart  for  this  purpose),  is  in  charge  of  a  compe- 
tent Nurse,  whose  principal  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the 
orphan  children,  given  to  the  women  to  nurse,  receive 
their  due  share  of  attention.  A  dming  room  has  been 
set  apart  and  furnished  for  the  use  of  the  Wet  Nurses, 
wherein  they  are  daily  supplied  with  an  ample  quantity 
of  nutritious  food,  in  connection  with  other  articles  of 
extra  diet,  such  as  ale,  eggs,  milk,  &c.    These  supplies 
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are  kept  constantly  on  hand,  Bubject  to  physicians' 
orders. 

The  children  of  one  year  and  upwards  are,  for  the 
most  part,  cared  for  by  the  elderly  female  inmates  of 
Alms  House,  who  perform  no  other  labor  whatsoeTer. 
They  have  exclusive  charge  of  the  children  entrusted  to 
their  care,  subject,  however,  to  the  orders  of  the  Matron, 
and  in  every  case,  I  have  no  doubt,  they  receive  all  that 
attention  and  care  which  a  mother  can  bestow  upon  her 
offipring.     The  appearance  of  the  children,  in  general, 
is,  of  itself  alone,  a  sufficient  verification  of  the  afore- 
mentioned fact. 

Owing  to  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
and  the  great  lack  of  acconunodation,  we  have  been 
placed  in  quite  a  strait.  Under  these  circumstances  it 
gives,me  great  pleasure  to  know  that  you  have  decided 
upon. removing  them  to  more  comfortable  quarters,  at 
Ward's  Island,  where,  I  have  reason  to  beUeve,  there  is 
all  the  accommodation  to  facilitate  the  successfiil  con- 
tinuance of  this  very  laudable  charity. 

To  the  Matron  and  other  employees  are  due  my 
heartfelt  thanks  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  per- 
formed their  various  duties. 

In  conclusion  allow  me  to  return  my  thanks  for  your 
generous  assistance  in  complying  with  all  the  demands 
tending  to  the  comfort  of  the  children  which  I  have, 
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from  time  to  time,  made  upon  you,  also  for  your  advice 
and  co-operation  in  all  matters  appertaining  to  the  better 
government  of  the  department.  To  your  daily  visits  is 
attributed  the  extra  care  bestowed  upon  the  children, 
and  has  served  as  a  stimulus  to  vigilance  on  the  part  of 
the  employees.

Gentlemen — ^I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the 
first  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital  Department  and 
Idiot  Asylum  since  its  organization  as  a  separate  institu- 
tion on  January  1st,  1867.  In  consequence  of  the  resig- 
nation of  the  resident  physician,  and  the  appointment 
of  the  undersigned  as  clerk,  on  the  15th  of  July  last, 
it  becomes  my  duty  to  present  the  yearly  report  for 
1867. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  admissions,  dis- 
charges, deaths,  and  number  remaining  on  December 
31st:

The  year  that  has  just  closed  has  witnessed  many 
successful  efforts  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  chil- 
dren. The  Hospitals  were  found  poorly  provided  with 
a  scanty  supply  of  bedding.  Your  Honorable  Board 
have,  at  a  large  outlay,  entirely  refitted  the  whole 
department  in  this  respect.  Blankets,  sheets,  counter- 
panes, pillow  cases,  ticks,  etc.,  being  furnished. 

A  plentiful  supply  of  clothing  of  better  material  has 
been  obtained — each  patient  comfortably  and  neatly 
clad,  their  garments  being  now  changed  and  renewed  as 
often  as  occasion  requires. 

The  diet  has  been  greatly  improyed.  The  meat  is  of 
better  quality ;  vegetables  are  given  daily.  The  milk, 
bread,  cocoa,  butter,  sugar,  etc.,  more  liberally  furnished. 
Greater  attention  is  given  to  the  cooking — in  fact,  the 
whole  system  has  undergone  a  thorough  and  complete 
revolution  ;  while  watchful  care  prevents  any  waste  or 
extravagance  in  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  the 
food.  This  salutary  change  has  been  effected  under  the 
new  dietary  table,   adopted  by  your  Board  upon  the 
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recommendation  of  a  medical  committee  appointed  for 
that  purpose. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  a  manifest 
improvement  is  apparent  in  the  appearance  of  the  sixty- 
three  inmates  of  the  Idiot  Asylum. 

The  school,  established  more  than  a  year  ago  under 
charge  of  Miss  Mary  C.  Dunphy,  the  eflScient  Principal, 
has  more  than  realized  the  hopes  of  all  who  felt  an 
interest  in  its  success. 

Under  the  system  of  instruction  pursued  by  Miss 
Dunphy,  the  hitherto  helpless,  aimless  lives  of  her  forty 
pupils  are  made  happier,  brighter,  and  more  useful. 

There  is  a  ward  in  the  upper  part  of  the  Asylum  set 
apart  for  those  of  the  idiots  who  are  judged  incapable 
of  receiving  any  instruction  in  the  school.  Their  lot 
has  been  made  as  happy  as  their  pitiable  state  will  admit 
I  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Board, 
that  the  strictest  attention  be  paid  to  every  detail  of 
their  wants,  care,  and  attendance,  and  I  can  safely  say 
that  the  every-day  life  of  these  poor  unfortunates  has 
been  made  as  cheerful  and  attractive  as  is  possible  under 
the  circumstances.  Something  at  least  has  been  effected 
in  the  decided  improvement  in  their  personal  appear- 
ance.  In  a  month  or  so,  when  the  extension  to  the 
Asylum  is  completed,  and  ample  room  afforded  for 
accommodation  and  classification,  much  more  can  be 
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accomplished,  I  trust,  for  the  amelioration  of  this  class 
of  children,  in  whose  behalf  your  Honorable  Board  have 
evinced  such  tender  solicitude. 

In  addition  to  many  other  comforts  for  the  well-being 
of  our  inmates,  I  would  instance,  in  connection  with  the 
foregoing  remarks,  the  pleasure  derived  by  the  idiots, 
as  well  as  the  convalescents  in  the  Hospitals,  from  the 
daily  drives  in  the  open  air,  enjoyed  in  the  invalid  car- 
riage you  have  provided  for  this  department. 

Following  I  give  you  an  outline  of  the  improvements, 
alterations  and  repairs,  that  have  been  made  by  your 
direction  and  under  your  supervision. 

All  the  buildings,  interior  and  exterior,  have  been 
painted  thoroughly  by  inmate  labor. 

The  roofs,  which  were  in  a  leaky  condition,  have  been 
all  painted  and  repaired,  and  are  now  tight. 

The  plastering  in  several  wards  has  been  taken  down, 
and  new  ceilings  and  patches  put  in.  The  chinmeys, 
which  were  all  in  bad  order,  have  been  repaired  and 
placed  in  good  condition. 

All  the  windows,  doors,  locks,  sashes,  &c.,  have  been 
put  in  complete  order,  and,  in  addition  to  the  daily 
necessary  jobbing  and  repairs,  the  carpenters  have  laid 
new  floors  in  wards  that  needed  them. 

The  gutters  and  leaders  have  been  repaired.  New 
leaders  have  been  put  up,  and  stone  gutters  laid  down  to 
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carry  off  the  water  from  the  vicinity  of  the  houses.  A 
new  tin  roof  has  been  laid  on  the  cupola  of  the  South 
Hospital. 

Every  possible  precaution  that  could  suggest  itself 
has  been  applied  to  placing  the  Hospitals  in  excellent 
sanitary  condition,  the  bath  rooms,  closets,  wards, 
piazzas  and  cellars  being  regularly  whitewashed.  Each 
bed  in  the  Department  has  been  renewed  four  times 
during  the  year. 

In  the  various  water  closets,  cellars  and  rooms,  the 
water  pipes  have  been  put  in  excellent  order,  and  the 
annoyance  and  inconvenience  heretofore  experienced, 
by  having  our  Croton  pipes  frozen,  has  been  prevented 
by  timely  and  proper  protection  from  frost  and  cold. 
New  and  improved  water  closets  have  been  placed  in 
those  wards  where  the  old  troughs  were  worn  out 

All  these  repairs  and  improvements,  enumerated  above, 
have  been  completed  without  any  expense  to  the  Depart- 
ment, except  for  the  material,  save  in  the  single  instance 
of  the  painting  of  the  roofs. 

Security  from  danger  of  fire  has  been  obtained  by 
protecting  a  space  of  three  feet,  in  front  of  each  fire, 
by  zinc,  by  placing  iron  fenders  around  the  stoves, 
and  by  having  entirely  new  stove  pipe  put  up  through- 
out the  Department. 

Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season  when  I  assumed 
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charge,  but  little  could  be  done  in  the  way  of  embllish- 
ing  the  grounds.  They  have,  however,  been  kept  in 
good  trim,  and  several  little  improvements  effected  in 
the  laying  out  of  new  walks.  During  the  conmig  spring 
I  hope  to  be  able  to  accomplish  something  in  this 
respect,  and  by  planting  shrubbery,  laying  out  flower 
beds,  &c.,  to  beautify  and  adorn  this  portion  of  the 
Island. 

Annexed  I  present  a  detailed  statement  of  the  cost  of 
each  child  for  provisions,  clothing,  bedding,  salaries, 
medicines  and  liquors,  fuel  and  miscellaneous  articles, 
which  also  includes  the  cost  of  conducting  the  Idiot 
School. 

The  expenses  for  the  year  have  necessarily  been 
greatly  increased  by  the  extensive  and  much  needed 
purchases  of  clothing,  bedding,  hospital  furniture,  &c., 
which  were  absolutely  essential  for  the  proper  care  of 
the  sick  and  imbecile,  and  must  not  be  considered  as  a 
fair  average  of  the  annual  cost.  We  are  now  amply 
supplied  with  all  the  necessaries  required  for  the  com- 
fort of  those  committed  to  our  charge,  and  I  promise, 
for  the  year  to  come,  increased  vigilance  and  scrutiny  in 
the  economical  use  of  the  property  you  have  committed 
to  my  custody. 

I  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  selecting 
another  locality  on  the  Island  as  a  cemetery,  the  burial

We 
need  a  more  eligible  site,  properly  enclosed,  with  a  Bait- 
able  entrance  gate  erected,  where  the  last  resting-place 
of  the  city's  children  can  be  designated  and  recognized 
by  a  fitting  mark  of  remembrance. 

The  spiritual  requirements  of  the  children  have  been 
devotedly  administered  to  by  Rev.  Father  Archard,  E. 
S.  Winston,  Esq.,  and  Miss  Winston,  Misses  Jones  and 
Beach,  Messrs.  Shepherd,  Riddle,  McCrea  and  other 
gentlemen — ^all  denominations  being  represented. 

I  desire  to  express  the  thanks  of  the  little  ones  to 
Mrs.  A.  H.  Gibbons,  and  Frederick  S.  Winston,  Esq., 
and  daughter,  for  their  usual  Christmas  gifts.  I  beg 
to  assure  the  donors  that  their  kindness  and  liberaliiy 
is  gratefully  remembered  and  properly  appreciated  by 
the  recipients. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  bearing  willing  tes- 
timony to  the  promptitude,  zeal  and  attention  with 
which  the  House  Physicians,  Drs.  R  R  Swan  and  H.  C 
Belden,  have  discharged  their  professional  duties.  The 
Apothecary  has  also  performed  with  fidelity  the  services 
his  position  requires. 

Miss  Byren,  the  Matron,  merits  your  approval,  for  the 
able  and  faithful  manner  in  which  she  has  conducted 
the  affairs  of  her  department. 
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The  Assistant  Matron  and  Nurses  have  been  faithful 
and  zealous  in  all  matters  requiring  their  co-operation.

In  presenting  you  with  a  recapitulation  of  the  labor 
performed  and  work  accomplished  for  the  year,  I  feel 
justified  in  adding,  that  not  a  single  child  has  been 
neglected;  that  nothing  has  been  left  undone,  which 
your  enlightened  policy  in  administering  the  afiairs  of 
this  Department  could  suggest,  in  placing  the  institution 
in  a  condition  that  will  bear  the  closest  inspection  and 
conmiand  the  approval  of  all  who  feel  an  interest  in  this 
impoilant  branch  of  the  great  charities  confided  to  your 
trust.

Gentlemen — The  undersigned  respectfully  submits 
the  following  Annual  Report  of  the  Nursery  Hospital 
for  the  past  year.

The  percentage  of  deaths  on  the  whole  number  treated  is 5.87 

On  the  1st  of  January  last,  the  Hospital  and  Idiot 
Asylum  were  constituted  a  separate  department,  under 
the  charge  of  the  Resident  Physician.  In  July  the  Res- 
ident Physician  resigned  his  charge,  and  the  present 
organization  was  established,  viz. :  giving  the  strictly 
medical  mutters  pertaining  to  the  department  into  the 
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hands  of  a  Visiting  Physician,  assisted  by  two  assistant 
Physicians,  resident  in  the  Hospital ;  an  Apothecarj' ; 
three  Matrons,  and  such  Nurses  and  helpers  as  were 
needed.  A  Clerk  was  appointed  to  have  the  charge  of 
all  property  and  business  pertaining  to  the  department. 

During  the  year,  under  the  former  and  present  organ- 
ization, the  buildings  have  been  thoroughly  repaired, 
and  painted  inside  and  outside.  They  are  now  in  bet- 
ter condition  than  they  have  been  for  many  years.  The 
mortality  has  been  remarkably  small.  The  sanitary 
condition  of  the  department  is  excellent.  The  table 
annexed,  giving  the  causes  of  death  of  those  who  have 
died,  shows  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  deaths  were 
of  constitutional  or  heriditary  origin,  few  cases  of  acute 
disease  having  proved  fatal. 

The  school  for  the  training  and  education  of  idiots 
has  been  continued  during  the  year,  as  will  bo  fully 
shown  by  the  report  of  the  teacher.  The  building  is  in 
process  of  enlargement,  and  when  this  improvement  is 
completed,  necessary  facilities  will  be  furnished  for  the 
proper  classification  and  care  of  the  inmates,  greatly 
facilitating  the  humane  eflForts  to  ameloriate  the  condi- 
tion of  this  unfortunate  class  of  inmates. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  are  aware  that  our  buildinsfs 
arc  lighted  with  kerosene,  which,  though  answering  all 
requisite  purposes  for  light,  requires  great  care  on  the 
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part  of  domestics  to  avoid  accident.     With  the  class  of 

persons  employed  in  the  Hospital,  I  cannot  feel  that  we 

are  secure  from  danger  by  fire  from  this  source.     Permit 

me  to  urge  that  gas  be  provided,  as   a  substitute,  for 

lighting  purposes. 

I  have  been  ably  assisted  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 

of  my  office  by  Drs.  B.  R  Swan  and  H.  Bel  den,  who 

were  appointed  assistant  physicians  on  the  1st  of  April 

last.     They  are   worthy  of  honorable   mention  for  the 

faithful  manner  in  which  they  have   discharged  their 

duties.

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IDIOT  SCHOOL. 


Idiot  School,  Randall's  Island. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction : 

Gentlemen — I  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  first 
Annual  Eeport  of  this  Institution  for  the  instruction  of 
Idiot  children. 

The  present  may,  with  propriety,  be  termed  the  first 
report,  since  that  which  appeared  in  your  Annual 
Eeport  of  last  year  contained  merely  the  history  of  the 
school  for  the  few  months  it  had  then  been  in  operation. 

The  school  opened  with  twenty  pupils,  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  of  whom  four  only  could  read. 

During  the  past  year  twenty  additional  pupils  have 
been  added  to  the  school,  making,  at  present,  an  aggre- 
gate of  forty  receiving  instruction. 

Since  the  commencement  of  their  education  the  chil- 
dren  have  become  more  tractable  and  docile,  and  the 
countenance  of  each  is  more  intelligent. 
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There  are,  at  present,  eight  pupils  in  the  first  class. 
Four  of  these  could  not  read  a  year  since.  They  now 
read  well ;  they  have  also  made  some  progress  in 
writing,  and  are  learning  history,  geograj^hy  and  arith. 
metic. 

In  the  second  class  there  are  eight  who  have  learned 
to  read  with  ease,  and  to  write,  and  who  have  also  some 
knowledge  of  geography. 

In  the  third  class  there  are  ten  who  are  capable  of 
reading  words  of  three  and  four  syllables. 

In  the  fourth  class,  which  consists  of  fourteen  children, 
four  are  deaf  and  dumb.  There  are  some  who  can  write; 
others  who  know  nothing  of  form  or  color  readily  dis- 
tinguish them,  while  most  of  the  remainder,  whose 
articulation  is  imperfect,  have  been  greatly  benefited, 
both  mentally  and  physically. 

The  progress,  though  slow,  is  full  of  encouragement, 
from  the  evidence  sho^vn  in  the  above,  that  persevering 
and  continued  labor  will  produce  greater  good. 

Such  of  the  girls  as  were  found  capable  have  been 
instructed  in  fancy  needle  work  and  embroiderj'',  and 
many  of  them  have  become  quite  proficient,  thus  pro- 
viding them  work  which  will  be  a  lasting  source  of 
pleasure  and  usefulness. 

Music,  with  gymnastics,  form  part  of  the  daily  exer- 
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cises  of  the  school.     Many  of  the  children  sing  well,  and 
evince  a  taste  for  music. 

The  following  statistics  will  show  the  progress  which 
the  pupils  of  this  school  have  made  during  the  first  year 
of  their  instruction,  and,  I  trust,  will  be  satisfactory  to 
your  Honorable  Board,  who  have  evinced  so  particular 
an  interest  in  the  foundation  and  success  of  this  great 
work  :  Twelve  of  the  pupils  now  read  well,  who  could 
not  read  a  year  ago ;  ten  others  read  on  the  Webb's 
series  of  reading  cards ;  six  are  capable  of  writing  in 
copy  books  ;  sixteen  write  words  on  the  black  board  ; 
eight  have  some  knowledge  of  arithmetic  and  history ; 
eighteen  have  some  knowledge  of  geography  ;  nine  have 
learned  to  sew. 

It  has  seemed  fit  to  your  Honorable  Board,  in  view 
of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  inmates,  to  enlarge  the 
bchool  edifice.  For  their  better  acconmiodation,  an 
additional  teacher  has  also  been  lately  appointed  to 
assist  in  the  instruction  of  the  children. 

During  the  past  year  everything  which  could  possibly 
contribute  to  the  comfort  of  the  children  and  to  the 
requirements  of  the  school  has  been  promptly  supplied.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Pt/blic 
Charities  and  Correction  : 

Gentlemen — I  respectfully  present  to  your  Honorable 
Board  the  Annual  Report  of  this  Department  for  the 
year  1867. 

J  commence  by  including  a  table,  showing  the  cen- 
sus of  our  inmates,  monthly  admissions,  discharges, 
&c.,  according  to  which  our  actual  number  of  inmates  is 
thirty-one  men  and  ten  women,  of  w^hom  twenty-six  men 
and  six  women  are  help  for  City  Cemetery,  and  five 
men  and  four  women  are  help  for  Inebriate  Asylum. 

Our  inmates  were  employed,  during  the  first  quarter, 
in  thrashing  the  oats  of  the  last  crop,  repairing  and  fill- 
ing in  roads,  hauling  in  drift  from  shore,  carting  manure, 
building  and  repairing  fences,  and  preparing  the  ground 
for  the  sowing  of  the  crop ;  and,  also,  excavating  the

groand  around  the  pavilion,  whitewashing  the  different 
apartments,  farm  house,  tool  house,  pavilion,  and  digging 
a  new  trench  in  the  cemetery. 

The  active  labor  on  the  farm  commenced  about  the 
middle  of  April,  when  we  began  by  sowing  and  plant- 
ing potatoes.  During  the  second  quarter  the  principal 
occupation  was  planting  and  sowing  potatoes,  com,  and 
the  different  kind  of  vegetables  and  feed ;  during  the 
summer  months  weeding  and  hoeing  of  the  crop  was 
done.  In  July  and  August  the  first  crop,  and  from  the 
middle  of  September  to  the  middle  of  October  the  sec- 
end  crop  of  hay  was  brought  in,  also,  at  the  latter  time, 
salt  hay  and  sedges.  Potatoes,  corn  and  the  vegetables 
were  collected  and  brought  in  from  the  end  of  Septem- 
ber to  about  the  middle  of  November. 

I  annex  a  table  showing  the  total  result  of  the  crop, 
which,  as  concerns  principally  potatoes,  is  far  from  being 
favorable  to  be  attributed  to  the  wet  and  unfavorable 
weather  during  the  months  of  Jime,  July  and  August. 
Also,  a  table  shows  you  the  quantity  of  potatoes,  vege- 
tables, eggs,  &c.,  which  were  sent,  each  month,  to  the 
Store  Department  at  Blackwell's  Island.  We  shipped, 
for  the  store  house,  thirteen  and  a  half  large  loads  of 
sand,  of  thirty-five  tons  each,  during  the  year. 

Besides  the  farm  labor  different  other  works  were  done; 
for  instance,  building  a  new  fence  round  the  chicken 
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yard,  unloading  one  barge  of  coal,  repairing  roads  to 
the  dock  and  dead  house,  whitewashing  the  latter, 
repairing  the  dock  at  farm  housC)  laying  a  new  brick 
floor  in  the  kitchen  and  area  at  farm  house,  cutting 
underbrush,  and  reclaiming  a  portion  of  the  ground 
hitherto  unimproved.  The  last  work  done  by  our 
inmates  was  repairing  of  the  road  to  the  new  dock. 
One  carpenter  was  employed  in  September  and  October 
repairing  the  farm  house  stoop,  repairing  and  lining  ox 
carts,  and  making  many  other  necessary  repairs.  The 
mending  and  repairs  of  clothing  was  done  by  the  inmates 
themselves. 

On  the  first  of  April  the  masons  recommenced  work 
at  the  Inebriate  Asylum,  which  is  being  erected  at  pre- 
sent, and  bids  fair  soon  to  be  completed.  Later  in  the 
season  the  erection  of  the  boiler  house,  the  gas  house,  a 
reservoir  for  Croton  water,  an  ice  house  and  a  new 
stable  were  commenced,  and  all  these  buildings  are  now 
nearly  completed. 

During  the  time  these  various  buildings  were  in  course 
of  erection,  a  part  of  our  hands,  with  one  or  two  of  the 
ox  teams,  were  employed  in  carting  stones,  sand,  bricks, 
lumber,  &c.,  from  the  dock  to  the  buildings,  also  unload- 
ing barges,  staking  and  fencing  in  the  ground  for  the 
new  stable,  cutting  underbrush  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
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Inebriate  Asylum,  cleaning  and  fixing  the  place  before 
it  and  the  dock,  &c. 

On  the  17th  December  we  commenced  cutting  ice. 
The  bills  for  cartage,  to  the  different  contractors,  from 
the  Ist  of  April  up  to  the  present  time,  present  the 
amount  of  $739.49 ;  also,  shows  the  monthly  number  of 
days'  labor  performed  by  our  inmates  and  teams,  for 
which  the  Inebriate  Asylum  is  chargeable  in  favor  ot 
City  Cemetery.  When  work  was  commenced  at  the 
Inebriate  Asylum  it  was  discovered  that  the  Croton 
water  pipe,  leading  to  it,  was  broken  in  the  river,  and 
it  was  only  on  the  15th  July  that  the  necessary  repairs 
were  finished.  Since  that  day  the  pipe  has  been  in  good 
working  order  up  to  the  17th  December,  from  which 
date  we  failed  again  to  receive  any  water  through  the 
pipe,  and  we  had  to  depend  on  the  resei'voir  for  our 
supply.  By  the  prompt  action  of  your  Honorable 
Board,  in  giving  orders  for  the  necessaiy  repairs  to  be 
made,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  stoppage  will  be  only 
of  short  duration. 

From  the  1st  of  April  to  the  15th  of  July,  one  horse- 
team  and  three  men  were  occupied  every  working  day 
to  carry  the  necessary  water  to  the  Inebriate  Asylum 
for  the  use  of  the  masons. 

From  the  9th  of  May  to  the  14  th  of  December,  every 

28 
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day  a  certain  number  of  penitentiary  men,  varying  from 
forty  to  one  hundred,  in  charge  of  from  three  to  seven 
keepers,  came  up  from  BlackwelFs  Island  to  work  here, 
and  were  employed  in  excavating  the  grounds  for  the 
wings  of  the  Inebriate  Asylum,  gas  house,  boiler  house, 
and  stable ;  unloading  two  hundred  tons  of  coal  for 
Inebriate  Asylum ;  digging  a  new  trench  in  City  Ceme- 
tery,  leveling  and  grading  the  ground  round  the  new 
buildings,  etc. 

I  inclose  a  statement  of  the  debit  and  credit  of  this 
Department,  and  also  the  inventory  of  our  stock  of  cat- 
tle, vegetables,  feed,  furniture,  clothing  and  bedding, 
tools  and  implements,  etc. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  place 
now  used  as  a  wajsh-house  and  kitchen,  at  the  farm  house, 
which  is  entirely  unfit  for  the  purposes  now  used.  In 
case  of  fire  we  are  badly  provided  for.  It  often  occurs 
that  we  have  no  water  for  a  time  of  two  or  three  days, 
and  have  to  carry  the  same  a  distance  of  about  six  hun- 
dred  feet,  as  we  have  to  depend  for  our  supply  on  the 
reservoir  at  Emigrant  Ground.  I  would  recommend 
that  a  I  inch  pipe  be  laid  from  the  main  leading  from 
the  Inebriate  Asylum  to  the  farm  house,  a  distance  of 
about  eight  hundred  feet. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  our 
inmates  was   all   that  could   be  desired.     During  the 
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whole  year  we  had  not  one  single  ease  of  sickness  which 
required  medical  treatment.  One  of  our  inmates,  John 
Hyan,  who  was  transferred  from  the  Work  House,  and 
had  served  already  over  five  months  out  of  six,  com- 
mitted suicide  by  drowning  himself  on  the  26th  of 
July.  His  body  was  recovered  four  days  afterward, 
and  buried  in  City  Cemetery. 

The  total  number  of  burials  in  Gty  Cemetery,  from 
the  1st  of  January  to  the  31st  of  December,  is  2,828, 
of  which  2,378  bodies  were  received  from  the  city,  and 
450  from  the  State  Emigrant  Refuge  and  Hospital, 
Ward's  Island.  The  burials,  i)n  account  of  the  latter 
institution,  took  place  in  this  Department  since  May  1st, 
1867.  Thirteen  bodies  were  claimed  by  and  delivered 
to  relatives  of  the  deceased. 

I  received,  and  sent  to  your  Honorable  Board,  the 
amount  of  $18.00,  for  six  separate  graves,  since  October 
4th. 

My  acknowledgments  are  due  to  Mr.  Hiram  Diltz, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  farmer. 

Please  accept  my  thanks  for  the  kindness  I  have 
received  from  your  Honorable  Board.

Gentlemen — The  Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor 
respectfully  presents  the  accompanying  statistics  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1867,  by  which  it  will 
appear  that  2,934  adults,  and  4,688  children,  hare  been 
relieved  by  donations  of  money,  and  5,545  adults,  and 
7,223  children,  with  fuel. 

The  total  amount  of  cash  disbursed  by  me  for  all  pur- 
poses, including  special  donations  to  blind  of  $17,225, 
from  1st  of  January  to  31st  December,  1867,  has  been

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and  dispense  the  amount  allotted  to  each  under  the  rules 
prescribed.  In  carrying  this  into  effect  much  time  has 
been  consumed  in  obtaining  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
worthiness  and  necessities  of  the  applicants,  their  social 
and  moral  condition  and  their  classification  into  the 
classes,  as  determined  by  the  Board,  and,  to  avoid 
imposition,  the  evidence  required  was  such  as  to  leave 
no  reasonable  doubt  as  to  all  the  statements  in  every 
particular.

The  investigations  into  the  condition  of  the  children 
in  various  portions  of  the  coimtry  who  have  been  taken 
as  apprentices  show  gratifying  results,  and  the' present 
visitation  of  Messrs.  McGrath  and  Wilson,  whose  report 
is  herewith  presented,  give  full  evidence  of  the  wisdom 
of  locating  this  unfortunate  class  at  a  distance  from  the 
contaminating  influence  of  vice  and  immorality  which 
prevails  in  large  cities. 

In  the  disbursements  made  through  this  Department 
a  decrease  will  be  found  of  $20,136.39,  in  comparison 
with  the  year  1866,  while  in  no  instance  have  applicants 
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entitled  to  the  charity  of  the  city  had  their  appeal  dis- 
regarded. 

In  conclusion  I  express  my  satisfaction  as  to  the 
exemplary  manner  in  which  the  employees  of  this 
Department  have  performed  their  yarions  duties,  and  to 
the  judgment  evinced  by  the  out-door  yisitors,  in  their 
conclusions  after  personal  examination  of  each  particular 
case,  in  its  proper  disposition,  either  by  in-door  or  out- 
door relief  or  rejection.

Report  of  Visitors  of  Inspection  of  Children. 

To  George  Kellock,  Esq., 

SuperintenderU  Out-Door  Poor : 

Dear  Sir — In  compliance  with  the  following  resolu- 
tions, adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Charities  and  Correction,  March  26,  1867  : 

"  Resolved^  That  Jotham  Wilson  and  John  M'Grath, 
visitors,  be  detailed,  under  direction  of  Mr.  Kellock, 
Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor,  to  visit  the  western 
part  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  the  States  of  Mich- 
igan and  Illinois,  to  make  arrangements  for  indenturing 
such  children  at  the  Nurseries,  Randall's  Island,  as  are 
of  suitable  age,  and  have  acquired  an  adequate  know- 
ledge of  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  visitors  aforesaid  be  directed  to 
make  careful  inquiries  into  the  moral  characters  of  appli- 
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cants  for  children,  their  ability  to  clothe,  educate,  and 
maintain  them  in  comfort,  the  health  of  the  localities 
where  they  reside,  and  into  all  other  matters  affecting  the 
welfare  of  such  children  as  may  be  indentured,  and  also, 
as  far  as  may  be,  to  personally  visit  and  examine  into 
the  condition  of  children  as  may  have  heretofore  been 
placed  out  in  the  States  referred  to,  and  to  report  on 
the  same  in  writing  to  Mr.  Kellock,  Superintendent  of 
Out-Door  Poor." 

We  respectfully  state  that  we  have  discharged  the 
duties  assigned  us  to  the  best  of  our  abilities,  and  report 
the  following  as  the  result  of  our  mission  : 

We  left  Jersey  City  six  o'clock,  p.  m.,  August  13th, 
in  charge  of  thirty-eight  children,  and  after  a  long,  but 
pleasant  journey,  we  arrived  at  our  destination.  Green- 
ville,  Ohio,  Thursday,  August  15th.  We  were  all  safely 
disembarked,  and  conducted  in  orderly  procession  to  the 
Court  House,  where  arrangements  had  been  made  for 
our  reception.  Hand-bills  had  been  circulated  around 
the  country,  inviting  all  interested  in  this  work  of  char- 
ity to  meet  the  children  at  the  time  and  in  the  place 
appointed.  We  found  a  large  number  in  attendance, 
awaiting  our  arrival.  A  committee,  composed  of  the 
most  prominent  and  influential  men,  of  long  residence 
in  the  place,  and  supposed  to  be  well  acquainted  with 
the  moral  character  and  responsibility  of  the  applicants, 
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kindly  volunteered  their  services,  to  meet  at  the  Court 
House  every  a.  m.,  till  the  children  were  disposed  of  in 
good  homes.  This  committee  were  in  attendance,  ready 
to  assist  in  this  good  work.  The  children,  cleanly  clad, 
with  smiling  faces,  and  in  good  order,  were  arranged  in 
front  of  the  audience. 

The  terms  were  then  stated  on  which  these  children 
would  be  indentured.  Application  must  be  made  to 
the  Committee.  If  the  applicant  was  not  known  to  the 
Committee,  he  was  required  to  furnish  a  recommenda- 
tion from  the  pastor,  or  some  other  respectable  person, 
known  to  the  Committee.  The  child  must  be  kept  till 
of  age,  except  in  the  case  of  one  having  an  incurable 
disease,  physical  or  moral,  at  the  time  the  child  was 
taken.  Should  a  removal  be  necessary,  for  other  suffi- 
cient reasons,  it  can  be  affected  by  consent  of  the  Com- 
mittee, but  a  new  home  must  be  provided  by  the  party 
who  had  taken  the  child.  If  ill  treated  or  neglected,  as 
to  physical  or  moral  culture,  the  child  will  be  taken 
away.  The  children  will  not  be  indentured  ;  a  mutual 
voluntary  agreement  having  been  proved,  by  experi- 
ence, to  be  the  best  and  most  practical  plan.  It  is 
expected  and  asked  that  the  expense  of  transportation 
(which  is  very  reasonable  and  moderate,)  be  paid  by 
those  who  take  the  children. 

We   were    present    every  morning,   and  studiously 
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observed  and  noted  everything  relating  to,  or  connected 
with,  the  disposition  of  these  children.  We  conversed 
frequently  with  the  Committee,  and  found  they  were 
intimately  acquainted  with  the  persons  who  took  them, 
and  they  could  vouch  as  to  their  fitness  and  responsibil- 
ity to  adopt  them  into  their  families.  Several  persons 
were  refused,  on  the  ground  that  they  were  not  the 
proper  persons  to  receive  them. 

We  commenced  our  tour  of  visitation  in  Indiana,  vis- 
iting in  the  counties  of  Marion,  Boon,  Tippacanoe,  and 
White,  thence  passing  into  Illinois,  and  visiting  in  Iro- 
quois, Kankakee,  and  Cook  counties  ;  thence  into  Mich- 
igan, visiting  Ingham,  Oakland,  Wayne,  Washtenaw, 
and  Jackson  counties. 

We  have  traveled  over  a  very  large  area  of  country, 
and  visited  a  goodly  number  of  children.  Our  progress 
has  been  necessarily  slow,  owing  to  the  great  distance 
the  children  live  apart  from  each  other. 

We  were  uniformly  received  with  kindness  and  cor- 
diality, and  our  mission  duly  appreciated.  In  no  instance 
did  we  fail  to  obtain  the  requisite  information. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  found  the 
children  all,  with  very  few  exceptions,  in  good  and 
responsible  families,  mostly  farmers,  enjoying  them- 
selves, looking  well,  blessed  with  health,  and  perfectly 
satisfied  with  their  new  homes.     They  are  sent  to  school

in  the  winter  season,  and  to  church  when  conyenient. 
We  talked  with  many  of  these  children,  and  found  them 
intelligent,  able  to  read,  and  in  most  cases,  to  write. 

We  found  some  of  these  children  had  been  transferred 
to  other  families,  equally  as  good,  and  in  some  cases, 
better.  We  had  occasion,  ourselves,  to  transfer  two  boys 
from  one  family,  where  they  were  badly  treated,  to 
another  and  better  family.  Some  few  had  ran  away, 
and  their  whereabouts  not  known.  These,  however, 
were  the  elder  children,  whose  habits  were  nearly 
established  before  they  were  brought  out  here ;  of 
course  it  was  difficult  to  keep  such  under  restraint. 
Very  few,  if  any  of  these,  came  from  our  Department. 

As  a  general  rule,  the  children  sent  out  at  a  tender 
age,  whose  habits  not  yet  formed,  do  well,  and  become 
useful  and  esteemed  members  of  the  families  in  which 
they  are  placed. 

In  conclusion,  we  beg  to  state  that  we  have  used  our 
best  endeavors  in  employing  our  time  and  using  our 
means,  so  as  to  accomplish  as  much  good  as  possible. 
Our  visitations  have  not  been  confined  to  localities,  but 
have  taken  a  wide  range  through  several  States.  We 
visited  many  families,  and  saw  most  of  the  children, 
leaving  an  impression  that  our  visits  will  be  repeated. 
We  had  occasion  to  transfer  two  boys  to  new  homes,  on

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account  of  bad  treatment.  This  will  have  a  srood  and 
salutary  effect.  This  new  agency  of  following  up  these 
children,  learning  their  history,  and  exercising  a  super- 
visory care  over  them,  meets  the  hearty  approval  of  all; 
it  is  hailed  as  a  good  omen  to  the  cause,  and  believed 
that  great  moral  good  will  thereby  result  to  the  interest 
of  these  children.

Report  in  Keference  to  the  Children  to  be 

Returned  to  New  York. 

In  reference  to  another  duty  with  which  we  were 
charged,  namely,  the  returning  four  children  who  had 
been  taken  out  by  the  Agent  some  two  or  three  years 
ago,  we  regret  to  state  that  our  efforts  in  this  have  not 
been  attended  with  success. 

It  was  after  a  great  deal  of  search  and  inquiry  that 
we  at  lenoi;h  found  their  residences.  William  Healv, 
living  with  Elisha  Warden,  near  Monticello,  Indiana ; 
Anna  Maria  Lyman,  originally  taken  by  John  Carr,  but 
transferred,  and  now  living  with  Mr.  Potter,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Poor  House  near  Wisaca,  Illinois  ;  John 
Mulligan,  living  with  David  Longbow,  and  William 
Mulligan,  his  brother,  living  with  Jacob  Van  Houzen, 
both  in  Lansing,  near  the  central  part  of  Michigan. 
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We  called  on  these  parties,  and  informed  them  that 
a  demand  had  been  made  for  these  children,  and  that 
we  were  commissioned  to  take  them  back  to  New  York. 
They  received  this  notice  with  extreme  surprise,  and  at 
once  firmly  and  determinedly  refused  to  accede  to  our 
demand,  and  said  they  would  legally  contest  our  right 
to  take  them. 

They  said  they  had  taken  these  children  at  an  age 
when  they  were  useless  to  them,  with  the  perfect  under- 
standing that  they  were  to  remain  with  them  until  they 
became  of  age  ;  this  was  a  fair  and  honorable  agreement 
between  them  and  the  Agent,  and  now  to  come  and 
demand  them,  when  they  were  just  becoming  useful, 
was  an  act  of  gross  injustice,  and  calculated  to  injure 
fatally  the  cause  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

Seeing  they  had  the  best  of  the  argument,  we  left 
them,  and  promised  to  call  again  the  following  day. 
In  the  mean  time  they  had  been  legally  advised  not  to 
give  them  up.  Finding  that  a  simple  demand  would  be 
of  no  avail,  and  having  no  legal  status  to  go  before  a 
magistrate,  we  were  obliged  to  forego  any  further  effort. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  these  children 
are  all  in  good  and  responsible  families,  and  being  well 
and  correctly  brought  up.  They  are  sent  to  day  and 
Sunday  schools,  and  the  families  who  have  them  are 
competent  and  well-to-do  farmers.     It  would  not  only 
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be  a  gross  injustice,  but  an  actual  sin,  to  remove  th^e 
children  from  their  present  comfortable  "homes,  perhaps 
to  go  back  into  low  and  degraded  families. 

It  would  have  affected  any  heart  to  tears  to  have  wit- 
nessed the  agony  they  evinced,  when  we  informed  them 
we  were  come  to  take  them  away  to  New  York.  They 
cried  and  clung  to  their  good  fnends  and  said  they 
would  not  go  with  us  ;  even  the  members  of  the  family 
cried,  for  it  really  seemed  like  separating  these  children 
from  their  parents. 

The  case  of  Anna  Maria  Lyman  is  somewhat  peculiar. 
She  was  originally  taken  by  John  Carr,  who,  after  keep- 
ing her  a  short  time  and  treating  her  badly,  transferred 
her  to  another  party,  where  she  found  a  home  more 
miserable  than  the  former.  Her  pitiable  condition 
finally  induced  the  Committee  of  the  Poor  to  send  her 
to  the  Poor  House,  when  the  Superintendent,  taking  a 
liking  to  the  child  on  account  of  her  amiability,  erased 
her  name  from  the  Poor  Register,  and,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Committee,  adopted  her  in  his  family,  where  she 
is  now  regarded  and  used  as  one  of  his  own  children, 

* 

with  the  prospect  of  being  well  brought  up. 

We  called  on  Mr.  Potter,  the  Superintendent,  who, 
after  giving  us  the  above  historical  facts,  said  he  would 
not  be  opposed  to  giving  up  the  child,  (although  he  and 
his  wife  loved  it  as  their  own),  provided  a  demand  was 
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made  by  the  parent  or  parents,  through  the  Committee. 
He  then  declined  further  negotiation,  and  requested  us 
to  await  the  action  of  the  Committee,  who  meet  in 
October.  As  a  last  resort,  we  then  called  on  a  member 
of  the  Committee,  who  informed  us  he  could  do  nothing 
in  the  premises,  in  his  individual  capacity.

Charities  and  Correction  : 

Dear  Sir — The  Annual  Report  of  the  Store  Depart- 
ment for  the  yeai'  1867,  is  herewith  presented,  the  usual 
balance  sheets,  and  inventory  of  goods  on  hand,  being 
contained  therein. 

The  accounts  show  the  receipts  from  all  sources  during 
the  year,  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  $815,755.37,  and  the 
amount  distributed  to  be  $830,923.68,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $53,824.62  (in  goods)  on  hand.    (See  balance  sheet.) 

The  "  Clothing  Bureau  "  has  continued  to  meet  all  the 
demands  made  upon  it,  and  an  unusually  large  quantity 
of  garments  has  been  cut  out  for  the  use  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  manufacture  of  soap,  (which  department 
was  placed  under  my  charge  about  the  first  of  October,) 
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has,  under  the  management  of  Mr.  George  Hiem,  made 
all  the  soft  soap  required  at  the  several  departments,  at 
a  net  cost  of  about  80  cents  per  barrel. 

Experience  has  demonstrated  that  a  better  and  more 
economical  soap  (hard)  can  be  purchased  in  the  market, 
than  can  be  made  with  our  limited  facilities,  hence  soft 
soap  is  now  the  only  article  attempted. 

No  effort  has  been  made  to  exceed  the  quantity 
required  for  daily  use,  (about  twenty  barrels.) 

* 

The  Stable  Bureau,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Peter 
Hickey,  has  accomplished  the  object  of  its  organization, 
during  the  past,  as  in  previous  years. 

The  year  1867  becomes  in  the  history  of  the  Store 
Department  an  eventful  one,  as  recording  the  destruction 
of  the  store  and  its  contents  by  fire,  (entailing  a  loss  of 
$30,562.48  on  goods  stored  therein,)  which  occurred  on 
the  8th  of  April.  The  origin  and  cause  of  this  fire  is 
explained  in  the  communication  of  that  date,  and  need 
only  be  referred  to  in  this  report. 

A  new  and  fire-proof  store  house  has  been  erected  in 
its  stead,  and  is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate 
all  the  business  of  the  department,  and  which  would 
have  become  necessary  in  a  few  years  to  keep  pace  with 
the  rapidly  increasing  wants  of  the  department.  The 
cost  of  erection  of  the  new  store  house,  (as  is  shown  on 
the  balance  sheet,)  amounts  thus  far  to  $21,514.88,  to 
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which  has  to  be  added  the  contract  for  iron  works,  $7,950, 
making  the  entire  cost  of  the  building  to  be  $29,464.88. 

For  stability  and  workmanship,  the  masonry  is  con- 
sidered unsurpassed  by  any  building  in  the  city,  and  for 
neatness  of  appearance  is  an  ornament  to  the  Island. 

Since  the  destruction  of  the  store,  an  effort  has  been 
made  by  the  Metropolitan  fire  commissioners  to  afford 
more  protection  in  similar  cases  in  future,  and  to  that 
end  two  more  fire  engines,  and  one  hook  and  ladder 
truck,  has  been  located  on  this  Island.  I  trust  we  shall 
have  no  need  of  their  service,  but  if  it  should  so  happen, 
I  hope  the  result  may  be  more  satisfactory  than  in  the 
case  of  the  store.

To  the  Commisaionei'S  of  Public  Charities  and  Correc- 
tion :. 

Gentlemen — ^I  respectfully  present  a  few  statistics 
which,  with  the  inventory,  form  the  Report  of  the  Bake 
House  for  the  year  1867. 

As  these  tables  exhibit  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  department,  I  need  not  recapitulate  the 
remarks  of  former  years.  I  may,  however,  call  the 
attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  uten- 
sils, such  as  bread  boxes,  hogsheads,  and  other  articles, 
are  nearly  worn  out.  With  a  view  to  economy,  I  have 
had  them  repaired  and  altered  until  the  limit  of  their 
capacity  for  utility  has  been  reached. 

The  roof  of  the  building  has  been  painted,  and  the 
coping-sones  and  chimneys  pointed,  by  inmate  labor. 
The  bake  house  is  substantially  in  good  condition. 
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A  portion  of  the  bread  loft  floor  has  become  so  dete- 
riorated from  the  frequency  of  its  removal  when  the 
flues  needed  repairs,  that  new  plank  must  be  laid  down. 
I  would  suggest  that  the  new  flooring  be  put  down  in 
compartments  over  the  position  of  each  flue,  so  that 
each  portion  can  be  easily  raised,  thus  avoiding  the  rip- 
ping and  tearing  of  the  boards  when  the  flues  may 
require  repairs  or  examination. 

All  the  articles  used  in  the  production  of  bread  have 
rather  exceeded  the  prices  of  1866  in  their  cost ;  I  have, 
therefore,  been  unable  to  supply  the  institutions  at  less 
than  an  average  price  of  four  and  nine-twentieths  cents 
per  pound,  which  will  just  clear  the  expenses  of  this 
department — the  object  of  the  Board  being  to  provide 
the  bread  at  cost.

To  the  Cammisaionera  of  Pvblic  Charities  and  Correc- 
tion : 

Gentlemen — ^In  obedience  to  your  request  I  submit 
the  following  report  of  the  Colored  Home  for  the  past 
year. 

By  the  appended  statistics  you  will  find  that  the  num- 
ber under  care  for  the  year  has  been  744,  of  which  508 
were  hospital  patients,  and  236  paupers.  Dismissals, 
;  deaths,  93. 

The  general  health  of  the  Institution  has  been  remark- 
ably good,  there  having  been  fewer  deaths  than  for  a 
number  of  years. 

Since  last  report,  important  improvements  have  been 
made  by  the  managers,  who  are  desirous  of  having  this 
Institution  compare  favorably  with  any  other  of  like 
nature  in  the  city. 

The  wards  have  all  been  repaired,  cleansed  and  painted, 
and  commodious  closets  erected  for  the  spare  clothing 
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of  the  inmates.     Croton  water  has  also  been  introduced 
into  some  that  have  heretofore  been  without  it. 

A  still  greater  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
introduction  of  a  system  of  ventilation — imperfect  in 
many  respects  it  is  true,  but  as  complete  as  the  condi- 
tion of  the  buildings  and  the  treasury  would  permit. 
Wooden  flues  were  run  up  from  the  several  wards  to 
about  five  feet  above  the  roof ;  to  the  top  of  these  the 
Griflith  Archimedean  Ventilator  was  attached.  The 
registers  of  the  flues  open  near  the  floor ;  this  having 
been  found  more  eflectual  in  removing  foul  air  than 
when  they  open  higher  up.  This  arrangement  has  been 
thoroughly  and  successfully  tried  in  the  Alms  House  of 
Philadelphia,  to  one  of  the  managers  of  which  Institu- 
tion we  are  indebted  for  our  infoimation. 

It  is  a  pleasant  duty  to  report  an  amendment  of  some 
of  the  deficiencies  noted  in  last  report,  and  it  is  earn- 
estly hoped  that  as  this  worthy  charity  becomes  more 
widely  known,  the  liberality  of  the  public  will  enable 
our  managers  to  leave  nothing  undone  which  will  add 
to  the  comfort  of  the  sick  and  afflicted. 

The  religious  exercises  during  the  year  have  been 
faithfully  superintended  by  our  chaplain,  Rev.  John 
Arrell,  who  reports  an  increasing  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  inmates  to  seek  the  one  thing  needful.     Missionaries 
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and  Bible  readers  visit  the  Home  weekly,  in  addition  to 
the  efforts  of  the  managers. 

In  consequence  of  the  increased  duties  of  the  House 
Physician,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  appoint  an 
assistant,  Dr.  John  Hall,  who  has  recently  entered  upon 
service  with  ability. 

In  closing  I  would  express  my  gratitude,  and  that  of 
the  managers,  to  my  friend.  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Palmer,  for  his 
more  than  ordinary  zeal  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 
I  would  also  acknowledge  with  thankfulness  the  protec- 
tion of  the  unslumbering  Shepherd  in  the  past,  and 
invoke  his  blessing  for  the  future.

To  the  Boai*d  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and 
Correction  : 

Gentlemen — In  presenting  to  the  public  their  Annual 
Beport,  the  managers  of  the  Colored  Orphan  Asylum 
acknowledge  abundant  cause  of  gratitude  to  a  kind 
Providence  who  has  prospered  their  efforts,  and  enabled 
them,  as  almoners  of  his  bounty,  to  dispense  to  so  many 
the  blessings  of  home  and  support.  Although,  for  many 
years,  this  work  was  greatly  retarded,  not  only  by  the 
indifference  of  those  who  should  have  been  its  earliest 
supporters,  but  by  a  want  of  confidence  on  the  part  of 
the  very  race  it  designed  to  benefit ;  still  its  founders, 
with  a  strong  faith  in  ultimate  success,  persevered  in 
their  arduous  labor^  until  they  have  reared,  upon  a  firm 
basis,  an  Institution  whose  successful  working  the  man- 
agers rejoice  to  report. 

The  record  of  the  past  year  is  one  with  many  that 
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have  preceded  it,  no  material  alterations  have  been 
introduced  ;  the  harmony  which  has  prevailed  in  every 
department  continues,  and  managers  and  officers  are 
united  in  the  attainment  of  the  one  object,  the  welfare 
of  their  common  charge.  The  discipline  of  the  estab- 
lishment has  been  well  preserved,  insubordination  is  rare; 
its  tendency  in  most  is  checked  not  by  the  rod,  but  by 
an  appeal  to  that  principle  of  good,  common  to  all, 
though  }n  some  a  more  general  motive  of  action.  In  its 
results  the  success  of  this  system  is  proven,  the  moral 
perceptions  are  aroused,  the  character  elevated,  and  the 
energies  of  a  strong  yet  undisciplined  nature  often 
directed  into  a  channel  of  usefulness.  Above  all,  the 
precepts  of  the  christian  religion  are  carefully  instilled, 
not  only  from  the  pulpit,  but  daily  from  the  desk. 

The  Sabbath  School  is  continued  under  the  care  of 
friends  from  the  neighborhood,  with  the  occasional 
assistance  of  the  officers  of  the  house.  A  weekly  prayer 
meeting;  although  established  with  a  view  to  the  pre- 
sence of  adults  only,  is  attended  by  many  of  the  older 
children,  whose  excellent  deportment,  and  attentive 
countenances,  indicate  an  interest  in  the  occasion  beyond 
its  mere  novelty. 

In  every  depai*tment  a  rigid  economy  has  been  prac- 
ticed, all  expenditures  are  presented  monthly  for  the 

31 
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critical  inspection  of  the  Board.  The  continued  high 
prices  of  all  articles  of  food,  has  advanced  the  cost  of 
support  of  the  inmates  of  the  establishment,  per  capita, 
from  seven  cents  a  day  in  1850,  to  12 J  cents  in  the  pre- 
sent year.  The  food  furnished  is  plain,  but  good  and 
sufficient  for  thorough  nourishment,  the  texture  of  gar- 
ments coarse,  but  of  excellent  material.  Most  articles 
are  made  by  seamstresses  in  the  house,  and  in  this  par- 
ticular this  Institution  is,  perhaps,  less  fortunate  than 
those  where  so  much  of  the  labor  can  be  performed  by 
the  larger  children  under  control. 

This  Association  has  lost,  by  death,  within  the  past 
eighteen  months,  two  of  its  managers.  Miss  Eliza  B. 
Stuart  and  Mrs.  Isaac  N.  Phelps ;  also  a  friend  and 
adviser,  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Collins.  The  following  brief 
notices  of  these  were  prepared  and  read  before  the 
Board. 

In  the  death  of  their  friend,  Miss  Eliza  R  Stuart,  the 
managers  of  the  Colored  Orphan  Asylum  have  lost  a 
coadjutor  whose  earnestness  was  a  stimulus,  and  whose 
faithfulness,  whether  in  the  little  or  the  great,  a  bright 
example.  After  physical  infirmities  had  obliged  her  to 
relinquish  the  active  duties  of  her  position,  her  interest 
in  the  cause  continued  imabated,  and  through  many 
years  of  suffering,  when  the  heart  too  often  becomes 
absorbed  in  its  own  grief,  she  continued  quietly  to  dis- 
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pense,  through  others,  the  gifts  which  had  so  long  flowed 
directly  from  her  own  hand.  Thoroughly  alive  to  her 
responsibilities,  she  was  quick  to  appreciate  and  ready 
to  relieve  the  suffering  around  her,  yet  so  unost3ntatious 
was  her  charity,  that  few  fully  realized  its  extent  save 
those  who  were  its  direct  recipients.  In  her  daily  life 
she  fulfilled  the  injunction  "  Whatsoever  ye  do,  do  all 
to  the  glory  of  God." 

In  the  death  of  their  esteemed  friend  and  co-laborer, 
Mr.  Joseph  B.  Collins,  this  Association  has  sustained  a 
serious  loss.  A  member  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  twenty- 
five  years,  he  was,  throughout  that  long  period,  earnest 
in  his  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  this  Institution.  The 
managers  have  especial  cause  to  remember,  with  grati- 
tude, his  prompt  and  energetic  aid  in  that  season  of 
anxiety  and  suffering,  when  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum

were  rendered  homeless  by  the  lawless  fury  of  a  mob. 
A  conscientious  counsellor,  a  zealous  laborer,  a  sincere 
and  truly  honest  man,  and  to  crown  all,  an  humble 
christian,  they  mourn  his  removal.  His  kindly  heai*t 
and  active  benevolence  went  forth  to  meet  the  poor  and 
needy  everywhere,  and  this  Institution  shares,  with  many 
other  public  charities  of  New  York,  in  a  common  loss. 

The  decease  of  our  friend  and  co-worker,  Mrs.  I.  N. 
Phelps,  we  feel  to  be  a  great  bereavement.  For  six 
years  she  has  been  an  earnest  manager,  and  in  the  exer- 
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cise  of  her  duties  endeavored  to  promote  the  welfare  of 

our  Association  in  every  way.     Iler  christian  experience 

rendered  her  prudent  and  judicious  counsel  valuable, 

and  by  her  liberal  donations  she  contributed  materially 

to  our  funds.     This  language  may  be  applied  to  her : 

**  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of

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By  a  comparison  of  the  statistics  of  this  year  with 
those  preceding,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  chil- 
dren received  in  1867  is  an  excess  of  that  of  any  pre- 
vious year.  This  continued  over-crowding  of  the  various 
departments  has  compelled  the  managers  to  indenture 
more  rapidly  than  would  under  other  circumstances 
seem  desirable.  Many  entered  have  been  mere  infants 
whose  charge  they  believed  too  onerous,  still  their  for- 
lorn condition  claimed  a  sjmipathy,  and  to  rescue  them 
from  the  sad  fate  which  poverty  and  desertion  entail, 
they  were  admitted  into  the  nursery  family.  The  situ- 
ations obtained  for  the  children  have  been  generally 
satisfactory ;  many  whose  terms  of  indenture  have 
expired,  have  visited  their  former  home  respectable 
young  men  and  women,  a  credit  to  the  Institution,  and 
enjoying  the  confidence  of  their  employers  and  asso- 
ciates. A  number  served  their  country  in  the  army 
during  the  war,  and  not  a  few  have  since  enlisted  in  the 
regular  United  States  sei-vice.  Some  boys  have  been 
bound  to  trades,  but  from  the  most  lucrative  of  these 
they  are  excluded.  One  whose  term  expired  hist  year 
visited  the  Asylum  a  short  time  since  with  an  offering  of 
fifty  dollars,  remarking,  "  It  is  only  a  little  seed  sown." 
Employers  are  required  to  give  information  respecting 
those  indentured  to  them,  and  the  children  themselves 
write  frequently. 
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The  general  health  of  the  Institution  has  been  good ; 
an  epidemic  of  measles  prevailed  in  the  spring,  but  was 
not  followed  by  any  of  the  evils  frequently  consequent 
upon  it.  Two  deaths  only  occurred,  both  cases  in  which 
previous  disease  had  enfeebled  the  constitution*  Scro- 
fula in  its  lighter  forms  the  house  is  rarely  free  from  ; 
a  few  cases  of  ophthalmia  have  recently  appeared.  A 
material  disadvantage  is  experienced  in  the  inability  to 
isolate  diseased  children ;  under  present  circumstances 
it  is  impracticable.

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The  schools  are  continued  successfully ;  possibly  the 
standard  is  not  so  high,  in  consequence  of  the  unusually 
large  admission  of  small  children  and  discharge  of  those 
most  advanced.  Not  unfrequently  they  are  received  at 
ten  years  of  age  entirely  ignorant,  and  in  their  two 
years'  stay  cannot  become  very  proficient,  especially  as 
it  requires  time  to  overcome  the  stupefying  influences 
of  neglect ;  but  as  far  as  they  progress  the  instruction 
is  thorough  and  complete.  Unless  the  ground  is  exceed- 
ing fallow,  a  child  who  has  been  in  the  Institution  five 
yeara  has  a  fair  elementary  education.  It  is  moreover 
stipulated  that  for  the  two  first  years  of  their  apprentice- 
ship they  shall  receive  six  months  a  year  schooling. 
The  letters  attached  to  this  Beport  are  published  as 
received,  except  as  some  are  curtailed,  and  are  a  fair 
index  of  ability  and  attainment. 

As  was  noticed  in  a  previous  Beport,  forty-eight  lots 
of  ground  have  been  purchased  between  Tenth  and 
Eleventh  avenues  and  143d  and  144th  streets,  and  upon 
this  plat  the  managers  have  in  process  of  erection  a 
building  designed,  in  its  complete  state,  to  accommodate 
four  hundred  children.  But  with  land  sufficient  for  the 
purpose,  they  find  themselves,  by  reason  of  the  high 
prices  of  material  and  labor,  unable  to  carry  out  this 
design  ;  one-half  only  will  be  finished  for  present  occu- 
pancy, the  remainder  they  trust  to  add  when  more  pros- 
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perous  circumstances  may  warrant  the  additional  outlay. 
Until  such  time,  a  frame  house  upon  the  ground  has 
been  repaired  and  partially  fitted  up  for  the  reception 
of  hospital  cases  or  any  other  immediate  service  that 
may  present.  The  design  of  the  building  as  furnished 
by  the  architect,  Mr.  Carl  Pfeiffer,  and  approved  by  an 
advisory  committee  of  gentlemen,  amply  provides  for 
all  the  distinct  needs  of  a  large  family  of  children,  which 
beyond  the  first  provisions  of  shelter,  food  and  clothing, 
require  school  rooms,  which,  to  be  healthful,  must  be 
spacious  and  well  ventilated,  play  rooms,  nurseries  with 
the  needful  appliances,  dormitories,  hospital,  &c.  These 
they  have  been  compelled  to  curtail,  to  bring  within 
the  abridged  plan. 

In  the  complete  design,  the  building  presents  a  front- 
age of  234  feet,  upon  143d  street,  with  an  elevation  of 
70  feet.  It  is  built  of  brick,  finished  in  Georgia  pine, 
all  attempt  at  ornamentation  having  been  scrupulously 
avoided.  An  admirable  provision  has  been  made  for 
the  safety  of  the  inmates  in  case  of  the  recurrence  of 
fire.  The  wings  may  be  shut  off  from  the  main  centre 
by  an  iron  door  upon  each  side  a  transverse  hall,  which 
is  floored  with  tile,  the  stair  case  presenting  a  solid  front 
of  stone  and  brick.  By  the  terms  of  contract  it  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  by  the  first  of  April. 

For  the  necessar}'^  funds  to  complete  this  edifice,  and 
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thiis  extend  their  usefulness,  the  managers  urgently 
appeal  to  a  public  who  need  but  to  be  convinced  of  the 
expediency  and  justice  of  a  cause  to  lend  a  material  aid. 
That  this  is  one  that  appeals  not  only  to  humanity,  but 
to  justice,  must  be  conceded.  Surely,  there  is  something 
more  than  a  sympathy  which  costs  nothing  due  those 
whose  present  degradation  is  the  result,  not  of  any  act 
of  their  own,  but  of  long  years  of  slavery  and  oppres- 
sion, and  to  whom  even  now  the  most  ready  avenues  to 
wealth  and  respectability  are  closed.  May  this  argue 
no  insensibility  to  the  liberal  donations  received,  with- 
out  which  this  Institution  could  present  but  a  lame 
record ;  it  is  suggested  by  the  urgency  of  the  momeM, 
and  the  imperative  necessity  for  an  active  support. 

Although  with  i*educed  means  and  a  constantly 
increasing 'family,  the  managers  close  this  year  with  no 
feelings  of  discouragement ;  but,  as  its  retrospect  pre- 
sents the  numbers,  who  but  for  the  shelter  here  afforded 
would  have  been  hopelessly  consigned  to  ignorance  and 
ruin,  to  be  a  burden  on  society  or  dangerous  members 
of  the  community,  they  rejoice  in  the  conviction  that 
their  labors  have  not  been  in  vain.

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PHYSICIAN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the   Board  of  Managers  of  the  Colored   Orphan 
Asylum  : 

The  undersigned  congratulates  the  Board  of  Managers 
upon  the  continued  good  health  of  their  charge.  It 
justifies,  were  that  necessary,  their  selection  of  this  region 
as  a  permanent  home.  The  small'  amount  of  serious  dis- 
ease, and  the  low  rate  of  mortality  during  the  past  two 
years,  might  be  thought  exceptional,  but  the- experience 
of  private  practice  shows,  that  of  all  the  environs  of 
New  York,  Washington  Heights  is  least  subject  to  dis- 
ease, and  that  a  kind  Providence  has  exempted  it  from 
frequent  death. 

Occult  influences  (Atmospheric,  Electric,  or  what-not) 
may  temporarily  change  the  sanitary  condition  of  this, 
as  they  have  of  other  regions,  but  the  elevation  of  the 
land,  with  the  close  sweep  of  a  river  on  either  side,  are 
unalterable  physical  conditions,  ever  promotive  of  a 
return  to  salubrity.

The  only  deaths  of  the  year,  in  the  house,  resulted 
from  a  severe  epidemic  of  measles,  which  laid  fatal  hold 
upon  several  scrofulous  children.  The  judicious  nursing 
and  general  good  management  of  the  rest,  seem  to  have 
prevented  those  cachexias,  which  so  often  follow  con- 
valescence from  measles. 

A  varying  number  are  constantly  entering  with  anoma- 
lous unhealthy  conditions  of  skin,  due  to  scrofula  (not 
syphilis).  It  is  remarkable  that  no  cases  of  secondary 
or  tertiary  syphilis  have  been  discovered.
